A Hope it ſhall be to no diſcredite, if I now uſe againe by way of Preface, the 
ſame words with a few more, that I uſed twemie foure yeares ſince,in the 
firſt edition of this worke. Abraham Ortelius the worthy reſtorer of 
> CAncient Geographie arriving heere in England, about thirtie foure 
yeares paſt, dealt earneſtly with mee that I would illuſtrate this Iſle of 
BzxiTtalns, 07 (4s heſaid) that I would reſtore antiquitie to Britaine, 
and Britaine to his antiquitie ; which was,4s I underſtood , that I would 
renew ancientrie, enlighten obſcuritie, cleare doubts, and recall home Yeritie by way of reco- 
very, which the negligenceof writers and credulity of the common ſort had in a manner pro. 
ſcribed and utterly baniſhed from amonz ſt us. A painfull matter I aſſure you, and more than 
difficult , wherem what toyle is to be taken, 4s no man thinketh, ſo 0 man believeth but hee 
that hath made the triall, Nevertheleſſe how much the difficultie diſcouraged mee from 
it, ſo much the glory of my country encouraged me to undertake it.” So while at one and the 
ſame time I was fearefull to undergee the burthen, aud yet deſirous t0 doe ſome ſervice to my 
Country, I found two different affettions, Feare,and Boldneſſe;1 know not how, conjoyned in 
me. Notwithſtanding by the moſt gracious airettion of the Aiv1outy,teking InDvsTRY 
for my conſort, I adventured upon it, and with all my ſtudie, care,cogitation,continuall med;- 
tation, paine, and travaile I imploied my ſelfe thereunto when 1 had any ſpare time, 1 made 
ſearch after the Etymologie of Britain &x the firſt Inhabitants timorouſly, neither in ſo doubt. 
full a matter have 1 aff irmed ought confidently. For I am not ignorant that the firſt originals 
of nations are obſcure by reaſon of their profound amiquitie, «s things which are ſeene very 
deepe and far remote : like as the courſes, the reaches, the confluencies,e the out-lets of greas 
rivers are wel knowne,yet their firſt fountaines and heads lie commonly unknown. I have ſuc- 
cinftly run over the Romans government in Britain, and the inundation of forraigne people 
thereinto,what they were,and from whence they came - I have traced out the ancient drviſions 
of theſe Kingdomes,I have ſummarily ſpecified the ſtates, and judiciall Courts of the ſame. 
Inthe ſeveral Counties I have compendtouſly ſet downe the limits (and yet not exatly by 
pearch and pole to breed queſtions) what # the nature of the ſvile, which were places of grea- 
teſt antiquitie, who have beene the Dukes, Marqueſſes, Earles, Vicounts, Barons, and ſome 
of the moſt ſignall, and ancient families therein ( for who can particulate all ?) What I have 
performed, I leave to men of judgement. But time the moſt ſound and ſincere witnes will give 
the trueſt infor mation ,when envy which perſecuteth the living, ſhall have her mouth ſtopped. 
Thus much give me leave to ſay,that I heve in no wiſe negletted ſuch things as are moſt ma- 
teriall to ſearch,and (ift out the Truth, I have attained to ſome skill of the moſt anciewt Bri- 
tiſh and Engliſh-Saxon tongues : I have travailed over all England for the moſt part,1 have 
conferred with moſt skilfull obſervers in each country, I have ſtudiouſly read over our owne 
country writers, old and new, all Greeke and Latine amhors which have once made mention 
of Britaine, I have had conference with learned menin other parts of Chriſtendome : 1have 
en diligent in the Records of this Realme. I have looked into moſt Libraries, Regiſters, and 
memorials of Churches Cities aud Corporations, I have pored upon many an old Rowle, and 
Evidence: and produced their teftimonic (4s bayond all exception) when the cauſe roy 
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their very own words (alchongh barbarous they be)that the honour of veritie might in uo wiſe | 
be impeached, 

FA all ths I may be cenſured unadviſed , and ſcant modeſt who being but of the loweſt 
fourme in the ſchoole of Autiquitie, where I might well have lurked in obſcuritie, have ad. 
ventured as a ſcribler upon the ſtage in this learned age amidſt the arverſities of reliſhes buth 
in wit and judgement. But to tell the truth unfainedly,the love of my Country which compriſe 
ſeth all love init, and hath endeared me unto is,the glory of the Britiſh name, the adviſe of 
ſome judicious friends hath overmaſtred m modeſtie,and(wild I,nild 1,)hath enforced me 4. 
gainſt mine own judgment ts undergo this burden too heavy for me, &r ſo thruſt me forth int 
the worlds view. For I ſee judgements, prejudices, cenſures, reprehenſions, obtreetations, de- 
trations, aff ronts, and confronts, 4s it were, in battaile array to environ me on every ſide : 
ſome there are which wholly contemne and avile this ſtudy of Antiquitie as a back- looking eu- 
rioſitie;zwhoſe authority 4s I do not witerly wilefie, ſo I do not overprize or aamire their judge- 
ment. Neither am 1 deſtitute of reaſons whereby I might approve thu my purpoſe to well bred 
and well meaning men which tender the glory of their native Country : and moreover could 
give them40 underſtand that in the ſtudie of Antiquity, (which is alwaies accompanied with 
dignity, and hath a certaine reſemblance with eternity) there is a ſweet food of the mind well 
befitting ſuch as are of honeſt and noble diſpoſition. If any there be which are deſirous to be 
ſtrangers in their owne ſoile,and forrainers in their owne City they may ſo continue and ther- 
in flatter themſelves. For ſuch like I have not written theſe lines, nor taken theſe paines, 
Some there be who may objett the ſilly web of my ſtile, and rough hewed forme of my writing, 
Ferily I acknowledge it , neither have I waied every word in Goldſmiths ſcales, as Varro 
commanded, neither purpoſed I to picke flowers out of the gardens of Eloquence. But why 
ſhould they objet# this, when as Cicero the father of _— denieth that this kind of ar- 
gument ca ANGHPOIPA®@BIZOAT, that i, be flouriſhed out, and 4s Pomponius Mela 
ſaid, is incapable ofall Eloquent ſpeech. 

Many happily will inſult over me for that I bave adventured to hunt afierthe originals of 
wames by conjettures,who if they proceedon to reject all conjettures,1 feare me a great part of 
liberal learning and humane knowledge will be*utterly out-caſt into baniſhment. For the edge 
of our underſtanding is ſo blunt that we are of neceſiitie enforced toproſecute many matters in 
all profeſſions conjetturally. in Phyſick 241 1A, TEXMHPIA, 8IKOTA, which are nothing 
af, bat conjettures fave their place, and ſtand in good ſteed, likewiſe in Rhetoricke, Civil 
Law, and other arts they are admitted and allowed. And whereas conjettures are certaine de- 
teftions of things unknown,aud as Fabius termeth thew,directions of reaſon to verity,T have 
alwaies thought that they were to be accounted among the skuppers wherewith Tu t worketh 
and draweth V z x17 1 = out of Democritus his deepe dungeon. But if theſe men may be ins 
duced to attribute ought to conjettures, I doubt not but my modeſly and moderation in con- 
jefturing may withall purchaſe my _ 3 Plato # his Cratilus commandeth that we re- 
cal the originals of names t0 the barbarous tongues(for ſo he called al but Greek) as being mo 
ancient. I thereupon in Etymologies and my conjectures have made recourſe to the Britiſh, or 
Welſh tongue ( ſo they now call it) as bring the ſame which the Primitive and moſt ancient In- 
habitants of this land uſed, and tothe Engliſh-Saxons tongue which our Progenitors the Eng- 
liſh ſpake. He commandeth that the name be conſonant to the nature of the thing,& the nature 
thereof to the name, if they be herein diſſonant, I admit them not. Inthings, ſaith he thereis 
#QNH, 3X HMA, XPO MA: Fat &, but I cannot aptly expreſſe them, A ſound, a forme, and 
colour, :f theſe diſcover not themſelves in the name I rejed? the conjetture. As for obſcure 
Etymologies, far fetched, hardly wreſted, and which may be drawne drverſly ;, I have vouch- 
ſafed them no place it this worke, finally I have beewe ſo ſparing and camtelouſly forecaſting in 
ay comectures that if I benot thought x xro au 03, that &, Happily adventurous, 7 ſha 
not ſeemeroaunepor, that x, Preſumptuouſly audacious. And albeit I have once or 
kwice framed two conjectures in one and the ſame name, yet I forget not inthe meaxe time that 
Vn1r1s & conſecrated unto Vrn1v1E, 

There are ſome peradventure which apprehend it diſdainfully and offenſively that 1 have 
not remembred thus or that {enh, when as it was not my purpoſe to mention any but ſuch as 
were more notable, nor all them truely ( for their names would fill whole volumes) but ſuch at 
h$«pned in my way according to the metbed I propeſed to my ſelfe; 4nd with Gods grace! 
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have 4 more convenient occaſion ts deſerve well of the Nobilitie and Gentry. But happily 
" they willbe moſt offended herein who heve leaſt deſerved of their conmtry, or evervallew 
themſelves moſt, or whoſe Gentry may be but newly bloſſomed. Of whom yet I proteſt I would 
wot offend any, and therefore deſire and hope their noble natures will not take it off enſruely 
#pen ſuch cauſcleſſe apprehenſions. 

Others will call me in queſtion for that I have commended ſome perſons now living ; yet 1 
have done it ſparingly ,and that out of an aſſurance of verity, out of the common conſent and 
wiice of ſuch as can well judge of worth, from no baſe flattery. By theſe ſparing commend s- 
views ſuch 44 are commended may be leſſoned that their deportments may be anſwerable, and 
that they preſerve and daily increaſe the ſame.Succetding ages, which I reſpet# more thanthe 
preſens,will render to every man his right whatſoever is now ſcribled in papers. In the means 
time 1 wiſh them to remember, that 30 praiſe good men u but to ſhew a light of direttion «s 
out of «watch towre to poſteritie. True « that fine of Symmachus. Imitation is encou- 
raged with che ſeemely praiſes ofthe good , and imitating vertueis cheriſhed by the 
_ example of others honour. 1f any ſay that I have ſought occaſion to commend ſome one or 

#her,I confeſſe it.Neither is well-meaning without leaſing to be blamed among the good, and 
wel deſerving friends are not to be forgotten, Howſorver Virtue and Glory hath alwaies op- 
poſites, and men uſually ewvie the preſent, and reverence what is paſt ; yet God forbid that we 
ſhould be ſo partially injurious as to rhinke our times under moſt worthy Princes to be barrein 
# of praiſeworthy perſons. As for ſuch as maligne the praiſe of the good, feare me leaſt in their 
owne guiltineſſe they may apply the diſpraiſe of the bad to themſelves, As for my ſelfe I ſen- 
fibly underſtand that which Plinie intimated to Tacitus in like caſe, There will beegreat 
offence, and ſlender thankes, for albeit in the looſenefle of the world, there is much 
more to be diſcommended than commended ; yet if you commend you ſhall be taxed 
as overſparing ; if you diſcommend you ſhall be cenſured as overlaviſh, although you 
doe the one moſt compleatly, and the other moſt moderatly. 

Some will blame me for that I have omittedthis and that towne and Caſtle,as though I pur= 
poſed to mention any but ſuch as were moſt notorious and mentioned by ancient authours, Net= 
ther verily were it worth the labour once to name them, when 4s beſide the naked name there « 
nothing memorable. Truly it was my project and purpoſe to ſecke, rake ont, and free from 
durkeneſſe ſuch places as Czlar,Tacirus, Prolomy, Antonine#he Emperor, Notitia Pro- 
vinciarum, and other antique writers have ſpecified and Trus hath overcaſt with miſt and 
darknes by extinguiſhing altering, and corrupting their old true names.In ſearching & ſeeks 
ing after theſe, as I will nat avouch uncertainties ſo I doe not conceale probabilities, That I 
bave not found out every one although I have ſought after them with painfull & chargeable 
inquiery let it bee no imputation to mee, 4s it is not ts a Spadiard that worketh in Mines, who 
while he findeth & followeth the maine vaines,ſeeth not the bidden ſmall fillets;or that I may 
#{c that which Columella did. As it s the commendation of agood Huntſman to find game 
in «wide wood. ſo it is no immputation if he hath not caught all, and likewiſe to me,Some things 
are to be left tothe inquiſitive diligence of others, Neither, as a learned man ſaid, he teacherh 
well which teacheth all. An other age, and other men may daily find out more. It is enough 
for me 10 have begun, and I have gained as much as I looke for, if I ſhall draw others into 
this argurnent,, . 4 ob they undertake a new worke or amend this, 

There are certain,as I heare who take it impatiently that I have mentioned ſome of the mofl 
famous Monaſteries and their founders, I am ſory to heare it,and with their good favour will 
ſa thus much, They may take it as impatiemily, and peradventure would have u forget that 
our anceſtours were, and we are of the Chriſtian profeſſion when 4s there are not extant any 8- 
ther more conſpicuous, and certaine Monuments, of their pity , and zealous devotion toward 
God. Neither were there any other ſeed- gardens from whence Chriſtian Religion, and good 
a, were propagated over thu Iſle, Jowkeix in corrupt ages ſome weeds grew ont over- 

ranckly, TED" 
; Mathematicians wil accuſe me as though I had wholy miſſed the mark in the Coſmographi- 
tl dimentions of longitude, latitude.Tet heare me 1 pray you. have carefully caferred the 
Licall tables new & old, Manuſcript and primed, of Oxford & Cambridge, and King Hen- 
the Fifth. In the latitude they doe not vary much from Prolomy, but agree wel to erher, 
Kher do I thereupon imagine with Stadius, that the globe of the earth is removed mw hs 
, ws, cenire,

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centre, therefore I have relied upon them. But in the Longitade there ts no accord;ne conſent 
at all. What ſhould I then doe? When as therefore the moderne navigators have obſerved that 
there is no variation of the Compaſſe at the Iſles of Alſores, I have thence begun with them, 
the account of Longitude 4s from the firſt M eridian,which yet I have not preciſely meaſured, 

As for obſcuriie, fables extravagant digreſfions I truſt there is no cauſe to ſue out my pare 
don. There will be no obſcuritie but to them which have not ſipped the firſt elements of Anti. 
quitie,and our hiſtories : upon fables I have wo waies relied, and that I might not digr 
extravagantly. I have had often recourſe to the title of my booke (as Pliny adviſeth) and eft. 
ſoones demanded of my ſelfe why I tooke penne in hand. eMany have found a defee# inthis 
worke that Mappes were not adjoyned, which doe allurethe etes by pleaſant partraiture, and 
are the beſt directions in Geographicall ſtudies, eſpecially when the light of learning is adjoy- 
ned to the ſpeechleſſe delineations. Ter my abilitie could not compaſſe ut, which by the meanes 
and coſt of George Fithop, and John Norton #& vow performed owt of the labours of Chiis 
ſtopher Saxton, and John Norden, moſt Skilfull Chorographers. 

But leaſt I ſhould run at randome in my Preface. Toaccompliſh this worke the whole maine 
of my Induſtrie hath been imploied for many yeares with a firme ſetled ſind) of the truth, aud 
foucere antique faithfulneſſe to the glory of God and my country. 1 have done aiſhanour 10 no 
nation,have deſcanted upon no mans name,l have impaired no mans reputation, have impea- 
ched no mans credit, no not Geffrey of Monmouth whoſe hiſtorie (which I would gladly ſup. 
port)is held ſuſpetted amongſt the judiciows. Nether have I aſſumed upon my ſelf any perſwa- 
fron of knowledge, but only that 1 have been deſirous ts know much. And ſo Tright willingly 
acknowledge that I may erre much, neither will I ſooth and ſmoth my error s Who ſhooting all 
day long doth alwaies hit the mark ? Many matters in theſe ſtudies are raked under deceitful 
aſhes. There may be ſome eſcapes from memory, for who doth ſo comprehend particularities,in 
the treaſury of his memory, that he can utter them at his pleaſure ? There may be miſtakings 
#n regard of my unskilfulnes,for who i ſo skilfull that ſtrugling with Tu » in the foggie 
darke ſeaof Antiquity,may not run 7 9 rocks ? It may be that 1 have been miſled by the cre- 
dit of authors and others whom 1 tooke to be moſt true,and worthy of credit. Neither is there 

verily (es Pliny ſaith) any eaſter ſlipping from truth, then when a grave Authour war- 
ranteth an untruth. Others may be more 5kilfull and more exattly obſerve the particularities 
of the places where they are conver ſant, If they, or any other whoſoever, will advertiſe mee 
where Iam miſtaken , I will amend it with manifold thankes, if I have unwitting omitted 
9ght,1 will ſupply it,if I have not fully explicated any point, upon their better information 1 
will more cleere it, if it proceed from good meaning, and not from a ſpirit of contradiction and 
quarelling, which doe not befit ſuch as are well bred,and affect the trath Meane while let your 
kind courteſie, my induſtry, the common love of our common mother our native Country, the 
ancient honoar of the Britiſh name obtaine ſo much upon their emtreaty, that 1 may utter my 
Judgement without prejudice to others, that I may proceed in that courſe that others have for- 
merly done in the like argument, and that you would pardon my errors upon my acknowledgt- 
went which may be 4s well hoped as requeſled,from good indifferent and reaſonable men , ſo 
T paſſe not for the unreaſonable,and wor ſer ſort which gnaw upon all at tables,carp in conven- 
ticles envy,back bite, ſlander, and detratt. For I have learned of the Comical! Poet, that ſlaw- 
der is the treaſure of fooles which they carry in their tongues, and I know for certainty that 
Envy # ſeated (1 will ſay it although Envy ſtood at my elbow ) in none but in degenerous un- 
noble,and baſe minds. The honeſt good and noble natures as they deteſt envy, ſo they cannot 
ey. As for my ſelfe,and this worke, 1 doe moſt humbly ſubmit it ts the cenſure of the gods 
ly honeſt and learned with all reſpettive reverence of whom if it benot approved, I hope in 
regard of my profeſſed love to our native Country that it may be excuſed, Farwell.

And together with him, Ariſtides and ether Greeke writers accord, who by waygl 
excellencie, have truly called Briraine for the greatneſle thereof wraiu rien, thaty 
The great Iland. ” 
' Now, they that have more curiouſly compared the ſpaces of heaven above, rogs 
ther with the traRts of earth beneath, place Britaine under the 8. Climate, and ir 
it within the 18:and 26 Parallel. They thinke alſo the longeſt day there,to be 18, 4 

quinoQiall houres and an halfe. Bur the Cape of Cornwall, reſpeRing the conveys 
tie of the earth,they deſcribe to be ſiruate 16 degrees & 50 ſcruples from the furths 
point Weſt:the longitude likewiſe of the Fore-land in Kent,to be 21. degrees ; asfat 
the latitude, in the ſouth-coaſt they meaſure it by 50 degrees, and that of Catnelk 
Northward,by 59 & 4© ſcruples over.So that,according to this ſite, Britaine is ſeated 
aſwell for aire as ſoile, in a right fruicfulland moſt milde place. The aire ſo kinde 
remperate, that not only the Summers be not exceſſive hote, by reaſon of conting 
gentle windes that abatetheir heat ( which as they refreſh the fruits of the.carth, ſo 
they yeeld a moſt holſome and pleaſing contentment borh to man and beaſt ) butthe 
Winters alſo are paſſing milde : For,the raine falling often with ſtill ſhowers,(to 
nothing of the aire it ſelfe ſomewhat thicke and grolſe ) diſſolyerh the rigour ofche 
cold ſo; and wirhall the ſea which compaſſeth ir,with moderate warmth doth cox 
fort the land in ſuch wiſe, as that the cold with us is much more remiſſe than in ſome 
pers of France and Italie. Whereupon it is, that Minutius Foelix,proving that God 

y his providence hath a ſpeciall regard of the ſeverall parts of theworld as.well as«t 
the whole, ſaith, That Britaine though it want other whiles the aſpett of the Sunne, yt 
refreſhed it s with the warmth of the ſea flowing round aboutit. Neither neede youto 
marvell at his ſpeech,concerning the warmth of the ſea. The ſeas, quoth Cicero,ſfi- 
red to and fro with the winds, do ſo wax warme, that a man may eaſily perceive, withinthi 
world of Waters there ts incloſed a certaine heat. Tothe temperateneſſe alſo of this Iland

' Andyetrl ſee (that I may tell you ſo much aforehand, beeing as I am a plaine ha W oa 
neſt and diligent ſearcher after the truth) how men moſt judicious and paſſing well © vic 


learned, goe about divers waies to extenuare the credit of this narration ; and ſoof MW H' 
ren as I ſtand in defence thereof, ro come upon me fiercely with theſe and ſuch like MW th 
argumeats. Firſt, grounding their reaſon upon the time,they proteft and ſay,charall MY ox 
is but fabulous (with reſervation onely of the Sacred Hiſtorie ) whatſoever is repor W of 
ted to have beene done before the firſt 0/ympias, to wit, the yeare 770. beforethe MY oi 
birth of Chriſt: like as theſe reports of Brutw, which are before the ſaid time 300; MW #/ 
yeares and more. And this they averre by the authoritie of Varro, the moſt learned MW (t 
writer ofall the Romans : who as he named the firſt age immediately after mans cre, W ## 
ation unto the Deluge , ama, that is, uncertaine, by reaſon of the ignorance theres M Þ 
of, ſo he termed the ſecond,even from the ſaid Deluge unto the firſt 0[ympias, wu, W 2 
that is to ſay, Fabulows:becaule inthat time there is related nothing elſe (for the moſt M t 


part) but tales, even among the Greekes and Latines, learned nations ; much mort 
then among the Barbarous and unlerrered, ſuch as io thoſe daies they were in all this 
traQ, every one. Then they alleage,that for the confirmation of this matter in queſtis 
on, the authoritie of ſufficient writers, (which to the knowledge of things paſt mas 
keth moſt, and is all in all) is altogether defeRive. Now,thole they call ſufficient wris 
ters, whole antiquitie and learning the greater it is, ſo is their credit the better accep- 
ted, who all of them, like as the ancient Britaines themſelves (by their ſaying) knew 
not ſo much as the name of Brutus. Czar, ſay they, fixteene hundred yeares fince, 
as he ceſtifierh of himſelfe, By all the enquirie that he could make, found no more but this, 
that the in land part of Britaine was inlabined by thoſe, who, ſaid they, were borne inthe 
very Iſland , and the maritime coaſts by ſach as from out of * Belgium paſſed over thither, 
Tacitus alſo, a thouſand and foure hundred yeares agoe, who ſearched diligently ins 
to theſe particulars, wrote thus, hat manner of men the firſt inhabitants of Britain wert 
borne in the land or brought in , 4s among barbarous people it is not certainely knowne, 
Gildas, being himſelfea wiſe and learned Britaine,who lived a thouſand yeares ſince, 
hath not one word of this Brut#s, and doubteth whether the old Britaines had any 
records or writings, whereby they might convey unto poſteritie,their own beginning 
and Hiſtorie ; profeſſing that he wrote, by the relation which hee had from beyond. ſea, 
and wot by any direttion out of the writings of his owne country, or any records left 
by writers : which if there were ever any at all, either the evemies had burnt them, or elſe 
they were carried away farre off iv ſome fleet of exiled perſons, and ſo not extam, Ninivs 
alfo , diſciple of Eluodugwe , taking in hand to write a Chronicle, eight hundred 
.yeares agoe, complaineth that the great Maſters and Dottors of Britaine had no hill, and 
teft no memoriall in writing : confeſcing, that himſelfe gathered whatſoever hee wrote out 
of the Annals and Chronicles of the holy Fathers, To theſe they adjoyne Beday 
| William 
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William of Malmesburic,and as many as wrotc eleven hundred and threeſcore years: 
ſince, who ſeeme nor once to have heard of Bratwe his name ; ſo filentare they of him 
i all their owne writings. | | J 

Hereupon they have noted, that the name of that Brutwe was never heard of in 
theworld, before that in a barbarous age, and .amid the thickeſt clonds'of igno- 
rance, one Hunibald a bald writer , fabled and feined , That Francio a Trojane, 
King Priams ſonne , was the founder of the French Nation, Heneethey collett, 
char when our country-men heard once how the French-mentheir neighbours drew 
their line from the T10janes, they thought ir a foule diſhonour,that thaſe ſhould our 
goe them in novilitie of Stocke , whom they matched every way in\manhood-and 
proeſſe, Therfore,thar Geffrey Ap Arthur of Monmouth, foure hundred -yeares ago;. 
was the firſt, as they thinke,that ro grarific our Brirans produced unto them this Brs-. 
tw,deſcended from the gods,by birth alſo a Trojane, to bee rhe author of the Britiſh: 
' Nation. And before that time verily not one man, as they ſay, made any mentionat 
all of the ſaid Bratwe. | 

They adde thus much moreover, that about the ſame time, the Scatiſh writers 

falſely deviſed Scota the Egyptian Pharaoes daughter ro bee che Foundreſle of their 
nation. Then alſo ir was, that ſome miſipending their wit and time, yea and offring 
violent abuſe unto the truth, forged our of their owne braines , for the Iriſh , their 
Hiberws ; for the Danes,their Danw ; for the Brabanders,their Brabo; for the Gaths, 
their Gothue 3 and for the Saxons, their Saxq z'as it wete the Stock-fathers of the ſaid 
pations. Bur ſeeing that in this our age, which hath eſcaped our of thoſe darke miſts 
of fatall ignorance, the French have renounced their Francio as a counterfeir Proge- 
victor: (Whereas the Frenchmen, quoth Turnibus a right learned man, favd highly 
upon their deſcent from the Trojanes , they doe it in emwlation of the Romans , whom they 
ſeeing to beare themſelves proud of that Pedigree and noble ſtocke, would needs take unto 
themſelves alſo the like repmation:) And for that the Scots, ſuch as be of the wiſer ſorr,' 
bave caſt off cheir Scota ; and truth ir ſelfe hath chaſed away Hiberws,'Danne, Brabs, 
and the reſt of theſe counterfeit Demi-gods,and Worthies of che ſame ſtampe : Why 
the Britans (ſhould ſo much ſticke unto their Br#txs, as,the name-giver of their Iſland, 
and tothe Trojane origioall, they greatly wonder : as who-would ſay, before the de- 
ſtruction of Troy,(which happened inthe thouſand yeare or there about after Noahs 
floud) there had beene no Britaines heere: and as.if there had not lived many valo- 
rous men before Agamemnon. NT |

this name of Druides came from a Greeke primitive head,to wit, 4%, that is, an(Q* 

for that they held nothing. more ſacred than the Miſlelco of the Oke ; wherayſw* 
Ovid writeth thus: / 
Adwiſcum Druids, Druide, cantare ſolebant. 

To Miſklto.goe Druidz, goe Druid, they did fing. 
2s who commonly dwelt within Oke-groves, and celebrated no ſacrifice and 
ſervice wirhout the branches and leaves thereof. But this,will Plinie more amply 
clare in theſe words of his : The Draide ( for ſo they call their Diviners, Wiſemen 
eſtate of Clergie) eſteeme nothing in-the world more ſacred then Miſſelto , and the 
whereupon it groweth, ſo it bgg an Oke. Now this you muſt take by the way z Theſe H 
or Clergie men chaſe of purpoſe ſuch groves for their divine ſervice , as ſtood oneh! 
Okes : Nay they ſolemnize no ſacrifice , nor celebrate any ſacred ceremonies without by 
ches and leaves thereof : ſo as they may ſeeme well enough to bee thereupon named D 
#n Greeke, And in very deed, whatſoever they find growing to that tree, beſide the þ 
fruit , they eftceme it as a gift ſent from heaven, and a ſure ſigne , that the God bimi 
whons they ſerve , hath choſen that peculiar tree, And no marvel; for Miſſelio ts pa 
graſon, and herd to be found upon the Oke : But when they meet mithit, they gathern1 
devoutly, and with many ceremonies.

Then fallthey to kill the beaſts aforeſaid for ſacrifice, mumbling many oraiſons and prajing 
That it would pleaſe God to bleſſe this gift of hu, to their good unto whom hee had vous f 
fed to give it. Now this conceite they have of eMiſſelto thus gathered, that what Iii 
creature ſoever, otherwiſe barren, drinketh thereof , #t will preſently thereupon become 
full ; alſo that it ts. a ſoveraigne counterpoiſon and remedie againſt all venom. So ſuperſii 
0us are people oftentimes in ſach frivolous avd fooliſh toies as theſe. Heereto accordet 
well that Diodorus Siculus in the ſame ſenſe hath rermed theſe Pricſts of the Gaul 
Zepmit«c, which word , (4s they all know', who have 5kill in the Greeke tongue , betokemi 
Okes. And Maximus Tyrius writeth thus of the Celts, i. the Gaules ; That they ww 
ſhip Inpiter , whoſe ſymbole or ſigne, # the higheſt 0ke. Furthermore, it may ſeemet 
proceede from theſe Druides, that our Saxons (as we reade in Alfricus) called a D# | 
Viner or wiſe manin their language, Dpy. Oftheſe if you bee willing to learne more, 
referre youto Mela, LaQtantius, Eufebius De Preparatione Ewvangelica, and the Cv 
medie Mulularia of Pſeuds- Plantus.

For when as at the ſamey 
Germanicas failed the Ocean, ſome of his company by force of tempeſt drive 
this Iland, were by the Princes thereof ſent backe againe. : 
That Caius Czar caſt in his mind to enter this Iland,it is certaine : but that h 
ſhittle braine, ſudden repentance, and wonderfull attempts againſt Germany, it 
tonorhing. For to the end that he might terrific Bricain and Germany ( over whi 
he hovered ) withthe fame of ſome mighty piece of worke , he made a bridgeh 
tween Baic and the Piles of Puteoli,three miles, and 600. paces in length.

Afier this to the Ocean be marcheth, as if be minded totranſlate the warre over into 
taine : Where even upon the very ſhore he embattelled his ſouldiers : himſelfe tooke ſe 
Gatley,and after he had lanched out a little way from the land,returned again(and then 
ting up an high pulpit, ſate him dawne,gave hu ſouldiers the ſignall of battell,andc 
the trumpets to ſaund :-, and ſpon 4 ſudden charged them to gather cockles, muckles, and 
ther ſmall ſhell: fifhes, Having gotten theſe ſpoiles(4s one indeed wanting enemies ſpoiles 
adorne a Trophye) he waxed proud as if he had conqueredthe Ocean : and having ri 
his ſeuldiers he brought ſome of thoſe cockles, and the other ſhell fiſh to Rome, that thert 
he might ſhew the bootie which he had gotten. In token and menriall of this breve vid 
he raiſed an high twrret , out of which, 4s from a watch-tower , there might blaze all 
long , lights and fires for the better direttion of ſhips at ſeain their courſe. The ruin

Veſpaſianus, ( who afterwards became Emperour) and his brother Sabinus with him as 
Lieutenant , who likewiſe having paſſed over the river, ſurpriſed very many of the Barba-= 
rians, and ſlew them, Neither fled the reſt away, but the morrow afier joynedbatielt, where-- 
in the viftorie remained doubtfall : untill ſuch time 4s C. Siditas Geta; at the very point to 
heve beene taken priſoner by the enemies, vanquiſhed them ſo, as thatfor hs good ſervice, 
triumphall honours were gramed unto him,although he had aot been Conſull. From thence the 
Barbarians retired themſelves to the river T hames, where it diſchargeth it ſelfe into the ſea, 
and with the flowe thereof riſeth high. | 
This river they ſoone paſſed vver , 4s being skilfull of ſuch places 4s would aff oord thens 
firme footing , and were pajebl fords. And ihe Romans in purſuing them were in dan- 
ger. Soone after , when the Germanes had ſwum over a ſecond time whiles ſome of them, 
paſſed over at 4 bridge, higher up the river, environing the Barbarians onevery ſide , they 
made a great ſlaughter of them : but when unadviſedly they followed after the reſt, they fell 
wpon blind bogs and loſt many of their men. Hereupon, and for that the Britans by occafi- 
onof Togodumnus his death abated not their courage one whit , but rather prepared" them- 
ſelves to fight the more fiercely in revenge of his death , Plantius for feare went ny far- 
ther : but ſetting 4 guard to keep what he had gotten, ſent for Claudius, heving 4 watrant 
and commandement ſo to doe, incaſe he were overlaid with any extraordinary violence, 
For which expedition among much other Equipage , Elephants alſo were gotten together 
and pms Claudins advertiſed of theſe newes, committed the aff aires of the City, and 
the ſeulditrs likewiſe to the charge of Vitellius ( upon whom, as alſo upon. himſelfe, he had 
conferred a Conſulſhip for ſix moneths ).

or wounds whatſoever. This couragious and cheerefull alacritie f theirs,aftonied the R 
captaine, conſidering the river juſt before his face, the rampier beſide which they had caſt 
the high hils over their heads, nothing but terrible,axd fullof defendants,put him into a 
drous fright, Nevertheleſſe the ſouldiers called hard for battell, crying ſtill,that there was; 
thing which wvalour could not overcome, The Prefetts and Tribunes alſo with like ward 
much enforced the ardour and courage of the whole armie.Then 0ſtorius having viewedy 
about what places were unpaſſable, and what yeelded paſſage, advanceth forward his menz 
boiling heat of choler, and eaſily wadeth over the river. Being come to the banke and r ang 
aforeſaid,ſo long as the volley of darts continued on both ſides,our men received more wound 
and in greater number were ſlaine. But after that by making of a targnet roofe of fence, th 
rude and ill faſhioned joyms of ſtones were plucked aſunder,and the fronts of both armies cam 
cloſe to hand-ſtrokes without ods ; the Barbarians fled to the hill tops. But thither alſo,at 3 
the heavie corſelets, as the light armed ſouldiers brake in : whiles theſe ſhot their darts 
jaw*lins at them the other preaſſed thicke and cloſe together upon them: Contrariwiſe the 
tans rankes were broken and diſordered , as who had neither head peece nor coat of fence.,j 
they thought to reſiſt our auxiliarie forces , they were beaten downe with the arming ſw 
& maſcie pikes of the Legionarie ſonldiers:if they turned to make head againſt them they wen 
ſlaine with the Speares, and. baſtard ſwords of the auxiliaries. A noble and renowned vithy 
rie this was, The wife and daughter both of Carattacus, were taken priſontrs , hisbrethin 
alſo yeelded themſehves. Himſelfe, as generally there ts no truſting to ſaccour in adverſit 
craving defence and protection of Cartiſmandus Queene of the Brigantes, was by her talai 
bound with yrons, and delivered to the Conquerors, nine yeeres after the warre began in Bni 
taine.Whereupen the fame of him being carried over into the 1/lands, ani ſpread abrodeth 
rowout the Provinces adjoyning, was famous alſd in Italic : in ſo much as they deſired 
who he was that ſo many yeeres had defied and cantemned our fortes. Neither was the namie 
' Carattacus meanly eſteemed of at Rome. And Ceſar whites he extolled bis one worth and 
nour wade the conquered Prince more glorious. For why,the peaple alſo was afſembled ands 
led, as to ſee antable ſpettacle. The cohorts of the Emperours guard ſtood all armed'in 
order within an open plaine tying before their campe. Then as King CaratFacus his vaſſalsa 
dependants marched before, the capariſons, chaines, and whatſoever he had wonne inwars's 
gainſt ſtrangers, were brought ina ſhew : then, his brethren, wife and daughter ; aud la 
all himſelfe was ſhewed to the people.The prayers of all the reſt were by reaſon of feare, t 
and nothing ſavouring of nobilitie:but Caratacus neither hanging downe his head, nor wit 
words craving any mercy when he flood beforethe Emperonrs tribunall,ſpake in this wiſts 
If my moderation in proſperity had beene as great as my nobility and fortune was ,{ 
come rather as a friend into this City, than a Captive : neither would you have. d;ſdginedl 
receive me with covenants of peace, being a Prince weſcerided of Noble: Progenizors,'\ ul 
acommander over many nations. My preſent ſtate, as it is tome diſhonorable, ſo te 
i magnificent.

Hee made the: * 
defence of Catholike Religion his ces tocolour his tyrandie ; Priſcillian, and 
certaine of his Series conviR of hereticall, and falſe dodtrine in the Syngde , or 
Councell of Burdeaux, andappealing unto him, hee condemned to death ; although 
Martin that moſtholy Biſhop of * Tburain or Tours,inoſt humbly beſoughe co for- 
beare ſhedding the bloud of thoſe poore wretches: avouching that it was fufficienc 
to deprive ſuch as were judged heretikes, and purthern out of their Churches,by the 
definitive ſentence of Biſhops: and that it was a ſtrange and-unexampled hainous 
deed, that a ſecular Judge ſhould determine cauſes of the Church.

REST Hat wasthe beginning of the Danes, the Danes themſelves verily know 
Were 20t for cerraine, For,the veritie it ſelfe hath hiffed our of the Schoole of 
&e Antiquitie, not onely that Giant Danus the ſonne of Humblus, bur alſo

anda very great ſcholler, fercherh their otiginall from the Dabe, a peo- 
ple of Scythia, and from Merc, a word which ſhould fignific'not a limit bur a Regi 
on: Our country man Ethelward was fully perſwaded, that the name aroſe from 
Citic of Donis. For mine owne part, I alwaies thoughr , that they ſprung from the 
Danciones, (whom Ptolomee placerh in Scandia, and who by change of one {crter, 
in ſome copies be named D auciones) and from thence voided themſelves into the de- 
ſerrand forſaken ſear of the Engliſh, to wit, iro Cimbrica Cherſoneſus : untill thar 
Jonas Jacobus Venuſinus, a learned man, right judicious, and palling well ſecne 
inthe ſtudic of Anciquitie, found out by diligent ſearch and inquiric,the very expreſſe 
traqs, as it were, and marks of the Danes name, within Sinus Codanue Or Codanovia, 
chat is , the Bakiſh ſes, or Ooft ſea, where Pomponius Mela made mention in this 
very tract, Which names pronounced ſomewhar groflely by the Northerne people, 
Cadan and Cdonomum, Mela forged and faſhioned upon the Latine anvill, into Codle-

ro creeke: alſo Pagani, that is, Painims, becauſe as yet they were not become Chriz, 
ſtians : but the Angles themſelves in their language, termed them Deniſcan, and ofs. 
ren times Heathon-mon, as one would ſay, Ethnicks. Of theſe Danes liſten ro * Dw«., 
do of Saint Quintins, an author of good antiquitic, out of rhe Librarie of Joha © 
Stow (that moſt ſtudious Antiquarie of the Citie of London) which was never ſhue 
from me. The Danes [warmed from out of Scanza, that is, Scandia, hike bees out of an, 
hive, in manifold diuerſitie and barbarous manner after they had in heat laſcivious luſt and. 
wantonne(ſe engendred an innumerable of- ſpring. Who after they were growne to ripentſſe of 
yeares falling to hot contention for goods and lands with their fathers and grand fathers, yea 
and often times among themſelves , when they once overflowed and grew ſo populous that 
they could have no roome ſufficient for ts inhabite in the place, wherem they preſently dwelt 2; 
having gathered together by lot a multitude of youth and ſpringals, after a moſt ancient 
cuſtome, were thruſt out into forrains Realmes, to conquer uno themſelves lands by dint of. ,, 
ſword, wherein they might live. v 
But in the full performance of diſcharging thoſe that ſhould be thus ſent out and in maſts. 
ring up their armies,they ſacrificed unto Twvn, whom they worſhipped in old time as their)

But when as now they aſlaile and fer upon * Ae!fred King of the Weſt-Saxons, he 
one while by retiring and giving them ground, otherwhiles by preafſing hard upon 
them with his viRorious forces,nort only did put them back from his owne country ; 

but alſo having ſlaine a Daniſh-perty-king of the Mercians, expelled them in manner, 

quire out of all Mercia: and his ſonne Edward the elder following in craine of his fa- 

B thers viRories, when he had put the Danes to flight,brought Eaſt Englandto his ſub- 
jeQion: like as Adelſtane his bale ſonne, ſpeedily marching to atchieve viRories, with 

great {laughter of the Danes ſubdued Northumberland, and ſoterribly purſued the 
Danes, that they were forced either to depart the realme, or to ſubmic themſelves 
anto him. By the valorous proweſle of chele Princes, England recovercd our of the 
whirlepit of calamiries,and reſted from that bloody warre by the ſpace of 50.yeares. 
But while Erheldred a man ofa dull and foft ſpirit raigned, the Danes taking advan- 
rage of his cowardiſe, ſtrooke up alarme and ſounded the bartaile againe: and having 
waſted the country, conſtrained the Engliſhmen to redeeme their peace yearely with 

a great ſum of monie: and ſo inſolently they bare themſelves, thar the Engliſhmen 
C conſpired generally rogether, and in one night murdred all the Danes every mothers 

ſonne of them throughout all England , thinking by the effuſion of bloud to quench 

the fire of Daniſh warre,which brake out nevercheleſſe into a more pernicious flame. 

. For, Sueno King of the Danes, provoked with this {langhter of his people, invaded 

England with a puiſſanc armie,and having in a furious andenraged mood made much 

ſpoile, he put Echeldred to flight,ſubdued the whole Kingdome,and left the ſame un- 

to his ſonne Canutus : who having encountred in many cruell and bartailes, 
and thoſe with variable fortune fought, with Etheldred now returned, and his ſonne 

Edmund ſurnamed Iron-fide, had two of his ſonnes ſucceeded after him, to wit, H- 

rald abaftard, and * Canutus the Harare : After they were dead, and the Daniſh y 

ſhaken off, the Kingdome fell againe unto the Engliſh. For, Edward, who in reg 

of his holinefſe was ſurnamed, The Confeſſor, the ſonne of Echeldred by his { 
wife,recovered the Crowne and royall Dignitic. Now began England to rake 
againe; but ſoane after, as ſaith the Poer, |

Theſe Normans were ſo called of the Northerne quarter or climate from wheneg 
they came:for, Normans benothing elſe but. Men of the North:in which ſenſe alſo they 
are named Nordlexd;,that is, a Norrherne people (for, a mixt nation they were of the 
moſt valiant Norvegians,Suedens,and Dancs.) Inthe time of Charles the Great,they 
pom roving and piracie, in ſuch crucll manner about Frifis, Belgia, England, Irs 
and,and France, that when the ſaid Charles the Great ſaw their roving ſhips in the 
Mediterranean ſea, he ſhed teares abundantly, and with a grievous h ſaid; 
Heavie I am at the heart that in my life time they durſt once come upon this coaſt: = 
ſee what miſchiefe they will worke hereafter to my poſteritie - Yea, and in the que 
Proceſſions, and Leranics of Churches, this afterwards was added ro the reſt : From 
the race of Normans , Good Lord delyver ws. They drave the French to that ext 
mitie, that King Charles the * Bald, was forced to give uno Haſting a Norman Arcly 
pirate, the Earledome of Charters for to aſſwage the mans furic: King Charles the 
* Grotle, granted unto Godfrey the Normana part of * Neuftria, with his daughte 
alſo in marriage. But afcerwards,by force,and armes they feated themſelves neere 
tothe mouth of the river Sein, in a country which before time was corruptly | 
Neuſtria, becauſe it had becne a parcell of Weftrafia : For, fo the writers of the mics 
dle time named that which the Germans uſed to call Wefter.rych, that is, the Well 
kingdome : and doth compriſeall that lieth betweene the rivers of Lore, and Saint:

Nomanic- 
phew by his ſon carrying bork! his name, ſucceeded after himin rhe Duchie of Nor- Oe 
mandie : but when Richard the third was dead without flue, his brocher Roberr 
was Duke in his ſtead, who of his concubine begat that William, whom weecom- 
monly name The Conquerour, and the Bafterd, All theſe were every one for their no- 
ble as, archicved borh ar home and abroad, moſt renowned Princes. Now whiles 
this William being of ripe yeares, ruled Normandie, Ed»«rd the holy, furnamed 
Conrz$5 08, King of England, and the laſt of the Saxons line, departed our of this 
world unto his heavenly country, to the great miſle and lofſe of his people, who be- 
ing the ſonne of Ladic Zmms coſen to William, and daughter to Richard, rhe firft 
ofthat name, Duke of Normandie, whiles hee remained in Normandie baniſhed, 
had promiſed unto him, that he ſhould ſucceed after him in che Crowne of England, * Dew re- 
But Harold the ſonne of Goaiwin, and Great Maſter or Steward of King E _ 
houſe, uſurped the Kingdome : whom to difpoſleſſe, his brother * Toffo of one fide, 
and the Normans of the other, did what they could, and left no tone uncurned : Bue 
when he in a pitched field had,neere unto Sramford-bridg in Yorkſhire, flaine his bro- 

ther Toſfo and Harold King of Norway, whom Teſts had drawn to rake part with hut Nowmang, 
inthis war,and ſo obtained 2a bloudy vidorie, behold, wirhin nine daics after the faid .:0«6. 
W111 ſurnamed the Baſtard, Duke of Normandie, raking hold of the promiſes 
of King Edward late deceaſed, and preſuming of his adoption and neere alliance, ha- 
ring levied a | wr armie, arrived in England among the South-Saxons. Agamit 
whom Harold forthwich advanced, albeir his ſouldiers were fore wearied, and his 
power by the former battaile much empaired. And nor farre from Haſtings they en. 
counter and joyne bartaile : where Harold engaging himſclfe inro the nudft of the 
medley, and fighting manfully loſt his life with a great number of Englihmert left 
flaine in the place: but how many they were juſt, bard ir is exaQty.to conceive and 
faichfully ro pat downe. W1r iran thus a Conquerour preſencly with banner dif- 
plaid marched abour in order of bartaile by Wallingford ro London: where being 
received, he was folemnly inaugurated King,asunto whorn, by his owne ſaying, The The Charter 
Kingdome was by Gods providence appoimed, and by vertue of « gift from his Lord and &* William 
Coſen King Edward the Glorious, gramed : 2nd after ſome few lines the ſtory rannerh ;

leſſe affetted of the Engliſhmen, who deſired nothing more than to have a King, (as it were) 
ent of their owne bodie : And therefore, all of them for the moſt part had their ties fixed 
with much reſpect upon Harold Goodwins ſonne, a man for bis good parts as well in wary 
«4s peace very glorious. For albert he was of noble parentage but by one ſide « and his fathin'y 
for hu treacherie and treaſon, as alſo for pilling and polling had incurred everlaſting infu 
mie and ſhame, yet with his courteous aff abilitie, gentill deportment, liberalitie, and warlity 
proweſſe he wound himſelfe into exceeding great eſpeciall favour with the people. For 
there could not another bee ſet by him, in whom there was more reſolute hardineſſe to ads. 
venture upon danger,or more adviſed policie in the midſt of dangers. His valour alſo and

fortitude ſhined out ſo apparamly in the Welſh warres, which heretofore moſt happily oy 5 
brought to an end, that he was repmed verily a man paſſing well furniſhed with all 1 
required in a ſoveraigne Commander ,and even borne to repaire the decaied ſtate of England; * 
Moreover, good hope there was that the Danes (who onely terrified this country) would bet 
the better contented and pleaſed with him, becauſe he was the ſon of Githa, daughter to-Syts 7 
. 20 Kingof Denmarke. CAnd incaſe there ſhould ariſe any other power againſt him, eitha” 
forraine or domeſticall, he was thought ſufficiently enabled to make his part good with the afs 
fettionate hearts of the common people, with the alliance alſo and aff initie that hee had amony 
the Nobility. For hee had to wife, the ſiſter of Morcar and Edwin two brethren, men of tx. 
ceeding great pui(ſauce : and Edric ſurnamed the Wild,a man of high ſþirit,aud in chiefe ay 
thoritie was linkedto him inthe neereſt bond of A ffinitic « beſides it fell owt very well fax 
hin, that at one and the ſelfe-ſame time,Sueno King of the Danes had bis hands full of warty 
with Sueden ; and betweene William Duke of Normandy, and Philip the French King, f- 
fell ſome diſlikes and emulation , for that Edward the Confeſſor during his exile in Nay. 
mandie, had in expreſſe termes promiſed unto William of Normandie the Kingdome, if ba ih, 
died without iſſue :_ For the performance of which promiſe, Harold became as it wenty” 
ſurety, and bound bimſelfewith an oath, (what time hee was detained priſoner in Norman, 
die) but with this condition annexed, that he might eſpouſe the daughter of the ſud 
William of Normandie. Whereupon moſt men thought it the wiſeſt policy to ſet the Crown 
upon William his head , to the end that by performing oath,and promiſe, ' the. warre that they 
foreſaw now threatned, and deſtruition (which alwaies waiteth 45 a due puniſhment upay 
perjurie) might be. averted, and withall by laying Normandie to England, the Kingdom 
under ſp mightie a Prince might be ſurely eſtabliſhed, and the common-wealth very much ad 
vanced, But Harold quickly preventing ali conſultations whatſoever ; thinking it not god 
for him to linger and delay any whit : that very day on which King Edward was enterred, 
contrary to the expettation of moſt men, entred upon the ſaveraigne government, and wit 
the applauſe onely of ſuch as were then preſent about him, who with - acclamations [alutell 
him King, without the due complements and' ſolemnitie of Coronation , ſet the Imperial 
Diaders upon his owne head. By which att of bu , as being a breach of ancient ordinance, 
exceed:ngly provoked and ſtirred up againſt him, the whole Clergie and Eccleſiaſticall ſtat 
But he knowing well enough , how hard it was for a new Prince, and an uſurper, to mats 
zaine hu roall place and dignitie without an opinion of pietie and vertue, for to blot ont thy 
hu offence given, and to eſtabliſh his Scepter, did all he poſſibly could for the promoti 
religion, and preferment of Churchmen, and to beautifie and adorne Monaſteries and religs | 
ous houſes : Edgar Aetheling Earle of Oxford, and all the nobles he entertained with all lowt } 
and favour-:the people he eaſed of theire tributes: he gave bountifully a great largeſſe of many”

V Hat an inſolent and bloudie viQoriethis was,the Monks that write of it,havg 
declamed wirh full: mouth ; neither is it to be doubted ,but in this ViRoriez 
( as.it hapnethin other) wickednes tooke head and bare the full ſway.” William 
Conquerour,in token as it were of a Trophee for this conqueſt, abrogared ſome part 
the ancient poſitive lawes of England, brought in ſome Cuſtomes of Normandze.

| the Great, thename of Comes was not inuſe, to fignifieny honour. But he, whenks 
altered rhe forme of the Roman Empire by new diſtin&ions,and endevored to.ablige 
many unto him with his benefits, and them to advance ante honour pry 
ticle of Comes withoutany funRion or government at all to bea ticle of dignirie: and 
this Cowes had acertaine power and priviledge, for toaGgompanje the Prince; nota, 
ly when hee went abroad, bur in his palace alſo, in hi; privie chamber, and ſecie 
roomes, to have libertie likewiſe to be preſent at his Talle,and private ſpeeches, And 
hereupon it is , that wee read thus in Epiphanius, ins wy avs xv farddeg d{e0 meme Kopdny 
iw3.thatis, Who ſo obtained of the King, the Dignitic of Comites. At length, tothem 
which were beholden unto hun for this honourable preermeat, hee granted 
dignirics with charge : and againe, upon thoſe that were n place of Magiſtracie, and 
exccured any office of State, cither at home or abroad, he beſtowed that title -gf 
honour , Comes 'Domeficorum., L. Great Maſter of the Fouſhold z Comes ſacrarum 
 irgitionum, L. High Treaſurer; Comes ſacre veſts, Miſter of the Wardrobe 
| Comes Stabuli, Maſter of the Horſe ; Comes Theſauri, Treafurcr ; Comes Orienti 
Licutenanc of the Eaſt 5 Comes Britannia, Comes Africe, &c. Herehence it camp, 
that everſiace the name of Comes, imported Dignitie, and authoritie, or government 
at the firſt temporarie, afterward for terme of life.. Morcove, in proceſle of rinks 
when the Empire of the Romans became rent into many kindomes, this title 
was retained : and our Engliſh-Saxons, called them in Latine, Comvtes , and 
Conſules, whom in their owne language, they named Ealdopmen, and the very lam 
the Danes termed in their tongue, Zorlas, that is, Howowreble, as Echelward writeth, 
by which name ſomewhat mollified, they are called of us at thy day, Zarles. And 
verily for along time, they were knowne by this name ſimply : arlength, with adds 
tion alſo of the place over which they wereput in authoritie, Nenher as yet delcets 
ded this honour to the next heire by inheritance. Where, by the way thus much] 
note, that the firſt heredirarie Earles in-France, were the Earlesof Britaine: But 
when William of Normandy had made conqueſt of this Land, and ſeated himfſelk 
inthe abſolute goverament of this Kingdome, Earles began to bee Fendall, Heredith 
rie, and Patrimonial,, that is, By fee, or Tenure by ſervice, by inheritance, and by Lands,

And hereupon it is, that inall the Charters and Hiſtories 
of that age, #![noble men in manner be called Barons - and verily that title then was 
right honorable, and under the terme of Baronage, all the ſuperiour ſtates of the king- 
dome, as Dukes, Marqueſſes, Earles and Barons, in ſome ſort were compriſed. But ir 
attained to the higheſt pitch of honor, ever ſince that King Henrie the Third, out of 
ſogreat a number, which was ſeditious and turbulent, called the very beſt, by writor 
furmon,untothe high Court of Parliament. For he (ut of a writer I ſpeake

antiquity)after many troubles and enormous vexations, betweene the King himſelfe, & Si- 
— Os with other Barons raiſed, & after appeaſed,did decree and —_ that all 


thoſe Earles and Barons of the Realme of England, unto whom the King himſelfe venuch(a- 
j of Kebwn , come unto hit Parliament, p_ Fer 6 ©: = 6 
that which he began a little before his death, Edward the Firſt and his ſucceffour, 
conſtantly obſerved, and continued. Hereupon, they onely were accounted Barons 
of the kingdom , whom the Kings had cited by vertue of ſuch writs of Summons, as 
they term@them,unto the Parliament. And it is noted,that the ſaid prudeng King Ed- 
ward the Firſt, ſummoned alwaics thoſe of ancient families that were moſt wiſeto his- 
Parliaments, but omitted their ſonnes after their death, if they Were got an{werable 
to their parents in underſtanding . Barons were not created by Patent uncill fuch time 
2s King Richard the Second created ohm Beauchamy de Hok Baron of Kiderminſter 
by his letters Patent, bearing date the eighth day of October, in the eleventh yeare, 
of his raigne. Since that time, the Kings by their Patrents,and the putting on of the 
mantle or roabe of honour, have given this honour.And art this day, this order of 
creating a Baron by letters P atenr,as alſo thar ocher by writs of Summons, are in uſe: 
in which notwithſtanding they are not ſtiled by the name of Baron, but of Chevaler 
for the Common law doth not acknowledge Baron tobe 8 name of dignity. And they 
thatbeinthis wiſe created, arecalled Barons of the Parliament, Berons of the Realme, 
and Barons of honor,for difference ofthem,who yer according to that old forme of Ba- 
rons, be commonly called Barens, as thoſe of Burford, of Walton 5 and thoſe who 
were Berons unto the Count- Palatines of Cheſter and Pembroch, who were Barons in fee 
and by tenure, | 

Theſe our Parliamentarie Barons carie not the bare name onely, as thoſe of France 
and Germanie, but bell borne Peeres of the Realme of England, Nobles , Great States 
and Counſellors : and called they are by the King in theſe words, To treat of the high af- 
faires of the kingdome,and thereof to give their counſell. They havealſo immunitics and 
priviledges of their owne, namely that incriminall cauſes they are nor to have their 
triall bur by a Turie of their Pceres: that they be not put ro their oath, burtheirpro- 
teſtation upon their Honor is ſufficient : that they be nor empanclled upon alurieof 
twelve men for enqueſt de fat7o, No ſupplicevit can be granted againſt them. A Capias 
cannot be ſued outagainſtthem : Neither doth an Zſoine lie againſt them : with very 
many other, which I leave unto Lawyers, who are.to handle theſe and ſuch like. Be- 
lides theſe, the two Archbiſhops,and all the Biſhops of England,be Broxs alfo of r 
kingdome,and Parliament : even asin our Grandfathers daies,theſe Abbars and Priors 
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Vato whom, 25 till uaro the Biſhops, By right and cuſteme it appurtained, 45 to Prerty, 
of the Kingdome, 19 be mich the ret of the Peerer perſwaly preſet at al parlizmencs what 
ſaever, there to conſult, to handle, to ordaine, decree, and determine, in regards "Wy 
ronies which they held of the King.

Banerets, whom others terme untruely Baronets, have their name of a Banner : 
For, granted it was untothem in regard of their marriall vertue and prowefle, ro uſe 3n*rers. 
a foure ſquare enſigne or Banner, as well as Barons: whereupon ſome call chem-and 
that truly Equites Fexillary, thatis, Knights-Banerers, and the Germans, Banner- 
heires. The antiquitie of theſe Knights Banerets, I cannot fetch from before the rime 
. of Kine Edward the Third, when Engliſhmen were renowned for Chivalrie : fo that 
, Iwould beleeve verily,that this honorable ricle was deviſed then firft, in recom 
of martiall proweſſe, untill rimeſhall bring more certainty of truth co light. In che 
publicke records of that time, mention is made among military titles, of Banerers, of |

ſcene 4 Charter of King Edward the Third, by which he advanced Iohn Coupland to EE IO 
the State ofa Banerer, becauſe in a batrell foughe at Durham hee had raken priſoner 
David the Second, King of the Scots ; and it runneth in theſe words: Being withing to re. * Hominum 
werd the ſaid Tohn, who tooke David de Bruiv priſoner, aud frankly delivered him unto uf; nn: 
for the deſerts of bis honeft and valiant ſervice, #n fuch ſort as others may take example by ad ana. 
this preſident to doe us fatthfull ſervice in time tocome ; me have promoted the ſaid Tohn to ; 
the place and degree of a Baneret : and for the maintenance of the ſame ſtate, we have gran- - 
ted for us and our heires to the ſame lohn, foe hundred pound: by the yeere, tobee received 
for him and his heires, &c, Worth the remetabrance iris, ro ſet downe heere out of 

Froiſſard the very maner and forme, whereby Tohn Chandos a brave 8& noble warrior 
in his time was madea Baneret. What time as Edward Prince of Wales, ſaich he, was 
to fight a field in the behalfe of Peter King of Caſtile Henry the Baſtard and 
the Frenchmen, lohn Chandos came unto the Prince and delivered into his hands his 
own Banner folded and rolled up, with theſe words:My Lord, this is my Banner,may 
ſt Far youto unfold and diſplay it,that I may advance it into the field chis day:For, 

I have by Gods favour revenewes fufficient thereunto. The Prince then, arid Peter 

King of Caſtile who ſtood hard by, rooke the Banner into their hands; the 
Game, delivered it again unto him with theſe or fuch like words : SirTohn, in the name 
of God, who bleſfe this dayes ſervice of yours, that'it tay ſpeed well andrurne to 
your glorie, Beare your ſeife manfully, ind give prosfe what a Knight you ave. _—_—

Concerning Knights of the Batb,in all my readings hitherto,I could find no great 
Antiquitie thereof, than this, that they were in uſe among the ancient French: a 
that Henrie the Fourth King of England , that day whereon hee was crowned in; 
Tower of London, dubbed 46. Eſquiers Knights, whothe night before had wat 


' and bathed : unto every one of whom, hee gave greene fide coats rcaching downe 


to their ankles , with ſtreit ſleeves, and furred with minivere: alſo, they they wa 
upon their left ſhoulder two cordons of white filke with taflels thereto 
downe. Theſe in former times were wont to be created, and (elected out of the flo 
of Nobilitie ( which had not before taken the degree of Knighthood ) at the 
nation of Kings and Qycenes, and art their marriages : ſometimes alſo, when 


ſonnes were inveſted Princes of Wales,or Dukes, or when they ſolemnly received the? 


cintureor militarie girdle of Knighthood, and that with many ceremonies , wh 
now for the moſt partare grown out of uſe. But in our daics,they thatare called by ti 
King to enter into this order (neither will I handle this argument exquiſicly ) chedyy 
before they are created, being clad in an Eremits gray weed, witha hood, a linga 
coife, and booted withall, come devoutly to divine ſervice, to begin their war 
there, as if they would employ their ſervice for Godeſpecially : they ſuppeall tg 
ther: and upon every one of them, there wait two Eſquiers, and one Page: 
ſupper, they retire themſelves into their bed-chamber, where for each.of them is pats 
pared a prettie bed, with red curtains, and their owne armes faſtened thereupog, 
with a bathing veſſell ſtanding cloſe by, covered with linnen clothes, wherein 

they have ſaid their praiers , and commended themſelves to God, they bathe them 
ſelves, 'that thereby they might bee put in mind , to be pure in bodie and ſoule 
thenceforth. The next morrow, early in the morning awakened they are, and 
ſed with a noyſe of Muſicall Inſtruments, and doe on the ſame apparell. Thent 
high Conſtable of England, the Earle Marſhall, and others whom the King appoit 
teth,;come unto them,call them forth in order:and tender an oath untothem, rang 
that they ſhall ſerve and worſhip God aboveall,defend the Church, honour the Kang, 
mainraine his rights, prore& widowes, virgins, orphans, and to their power repgl 


and put by all wrong. Whenthey have {worne thus to doe, by laying their ba | 


upon the Geſpels,they arc brought with ſtate ro morning prayer,the kings M 
and Heralds going before, and by them likewiſe, they are conducted backe to,

they put on a mantle of martiall redde Taffata, implying they ſhould bee Marti 
men, -and a white Hat witha white plume of feathers over their linnen coife, un t0+ 
ken of fincerity, and tic a paire of whitegloves to the pendant cordon of their math 
tle. This done, they mount upon Steedes, dight with fadle and furniture of 
lcather, with white intermingled, and having a crofle inthe frontlet, Before eva 
one of them rideth his owne Page, carrying a ſword with a gilded hilr,art which thew 
hang gile ſpurres,and of either hand ofthem ride their 'Eſquiers. With this pd 

and trumptes ſounding before them, to the Kings Court they goe, where when 

are brought by two ancient Eſquiers to the Kings preſence, the Page delivereth 
Girdle and Sword hanging thereto, untothe Lord Chamberlaine, and he with: 
reverence unto the King, who therewith girdeth the XK»ight overthwart,and 

derh therewith two elder Knights to put on the Spurres, who in times paſt were W

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A with good wiſhes, and praiers to kiſſe his knees that was to bee Knighted. And theſe 
new Knights thus created, uſed in old time to bring up the ſervice of meates to' the 
ines Table : after this, they dinealrogerher, ficting to one fide of the boord, every 
one under the Eſcutcheon of his owne Armes faſtened over his head. Ar evening 
praierthey repaire to the chapel,offcr their ſwords upon the high alcar,and by laying 
downe a piece of money redeeme the fame againe. Naw,as they returne from divine 
ſervice, the Kings Maſter-Cooke ſhewerh them his knife, and admoniſheth thern to 
performe che part of good and faithfull Knights, otherwiſe he would to their ſhame 
and reproch, cut off choſe Spurres of theirs. Upon the Coronation day, in thatſog 
lemne pompe, they accompanie the King keeping their places, with their Swords 
girt to them, and their ſpurres on, in Joviall blew mantles,as a man would fay, in the 
colour of juſt Jupiter, as a fore-token of juſtice, having the knot of white filke made 
in forme of a croſſe, wich an hood upon their lefr ſhoulder. Bur of theſe comple- 
ments (which my purpoſe was not to proſecute in particular) this may bee thought 
ſufficienr, if not ſuperfluous. 

Now as touching thoſe Knights, who ſimply without any addition bee called, _ 
Knights, and howſocver they are in order ranged laſt, yer by inſtirution they be firſt, _——_ 
and of greateſt Antiquitie, For, as the Romans, a gowned nation, gave unto them 
chat were entring into mans eſtate, a virile and plaine gowne, without welt or gard : 

C even ſo, the Germans our Anceſtors beſtowed upon' their young men, whom they 
judged meet for ro manage armes, armour, and weapons. Which Cornelius Ta- 
citus will informe you of, in theſe words of his : The manner was not for any one to take ,,, wu 
armes in hand, before the State allowed him as ſufficient for Martial ſervice. And then; Gnmeaneruw. 
in the very aſſembly of Counſel, either ſome one of the Princes, or the father of the young 
m4, or one of his [ine folke furniſh bim with a ſhield and a javelin, This with them ſtan- 
deth in ſtead of avirile gowne , this is the firſt honour done to youth : before this they 
ſeeme to bee but part of a privace houſe, but now within a while members of the Common- 
weale 


D And ſeeing that ſuch military young men, they termed in their language (as wein 
ours) Knechts, from them I deeme, the originall both of name and inſticution alſo, 
ought to be fetched. This was the firſt, and moſt fimple manner of creating a Knight, 
thisthe Lombards, this the Frankes,this our countrymen, all deſcended out of Ger: 
manie inold time uſed. Paulus Diaconus reporteth thus z among the Lombards, The 1is.1.ce.it 
# the Cuſtome, that the Kings ſonne dineth not with his father, unleſſe hee receive CArmes 
before from ſome King of a forraine nation. The Annals of France record, that the 
Kings of the Franks, gave armes unto their ſonnes, and to orhers, and girded them 
with word: yea, and our Aelfred, as William of Malmesburie witnefſerh,when he 
dubbed Arhel(tan his nephew, Kaight, beiag a child of great hope,gave him a ſcar- 
E fer mantle,abelr or girdle ſet with precious ſtones, and a Saxon-ſword witha golden . 
ſcabberd. Afrerwards, whe as religion had polleſſed mens minds fo, as that they 
thought nothing well & fortunately done, but what came from Church-men,our An- 
celtars alittle before the Normans comming received the Sword at their hands. And 
this, Ingulphus who lived in thoſe daies,ſhewerh in theſe words; He that was to be ciſe- 
crated wnto law full warfare, ſhould the evening before, with a contrite heart, make conſe” 
ſoon of his ſinnes unto the Piſhop, Abbat, eMonke,or Prieſt, and being abſolved, give bim- 
ſelfe to prayer, and lodge all night in the Church, and when hee was to heare divine ſervice 
the morrow after, offer bis (word upon the Altar : and after the Goſpel, the Prieſt was to 
pu: the ſword firſt ballow:d upon the Knights neck, with his BenediQtion, and ſo when hee 
hal heard Maſſe againe and received the Sacrament, he became « lawfull Knight.Neither 
p 8rew this cuſtome our of uſe ſtreight waies under the Normans : For, John of Sariſ- 
burie wrirerh in his Polycraticon,thusz A ſolenwne Cuſtorse was taken uy and uſed that 
thevery dy when axy one was to be honoured with the girdle of knighthood, hee ſhould ſs- 
lemnly goe to Church, and by laying and offering his Sword upow the CAltar, vow himelfe 
(«1 it were) by making a ſolensne profeſſion, to the ſervice of the Altar, that u to ſi x4 rel 
| Perpetuall ſervice, and obſequious dutie wnte the Lord. Peter alſo of Blow, writethy thus : 
P | AY 
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by this ceremonic lawfully authoriſed : according to which wee reade, shat William : 
Rufus King of England, was dubbed Knight, by Lanfranke the Archbiſhop, But this 
cuſtome by little and little grew todifuſe, ſince the time that the Normans,as Ingub 
phus writeth, laughed and {corned at ir; and in a Synode at Weſtminſter, 4». 1103, 
a Canon paſled, That no Abbats ſhould dubbe Knights : which ſome notwithſtanding 
expound thus, That Abbats ſhould grant no lands of the Church tobe held, by Knights ſer. 
vice, orin Knights fee, or ſervice. 

Afcerwards, Kings were wont to ſend their ſonnes unto the neighbour Princes tg 
receive Knighthood at their hands: thus, was our K. Henrie che Second, ſent ung; 
David King of the Scots, and Malcolme King of Scots unto our Henry the Second, , 
and our Edward the firſt unto the King of Caſtile, to take of them Militarie or Firils 
«rmes: for,theſe termesand phraſes they uſed in that age for the creation of a Knight, 
Then it was alſo, that beſides the ſword and girdle, gilt ſpurres were added for mare 
ornament ; whereupon at this day;they are called in Latin, Equztes awrati, Moreover, 
they had the priviledge to weare & uſe a {igner:for before they were dubbed knights, 
(as I gather out of Abendon Booke) it was not lawfull co uſe a ſcale: Which writing 
(quorh he) Richard Earle of Cheſter prgſes to fx with the ſeale of his mother Ermeys 

* Beene dub- - #rud, conſidering that all Letters which he diretted ( for as yet he had not * taken the Milk 
bed Rnight. zarie girdle) were wade up and cloſed within his mothers ſignet. Tathe age enſuing, 
knights (as ic may be well colleted) were made by their wealth, and ſtate of livings; 
For, they which had a great knights Fee, that is, ( if wee may beleeve old ol 
* Ochers ſay * 68o.akers of land,claimed as their right,the ornaments and badges of knighthood; 
oo Nay rather under Henry the Third,they were compelled after a ſort to be knights, as 
many as in revenues of their lands might diſpend fifteen pounds by the yeare : ſos 
now itſcemed a ticle of burden, rather than of honour. 7» the yeare 125 6.there went aw 
an ediit from the King,by veriue whereof, commandement was given,cs proclamation madt 
throughout the Realme that whoſoever had fifieew pounds in land and above, ſhould be dight 
in his armes, aud endowed with knighthood : to the end that England as well as Italie might 
be ſlrengthned with Chivalrie : and they that would not, or were not able to maintaine tht 
benoxr of knighthood, ſhould fine for it, aud pay a piece of woney. Hence it is, that in the |

rence holdeth an entire and whole Fee, is at full age, and not yet Knight , therefore it 
CHiſericordia, that is, To be fined as the Kings pleaſure. To this time and after, unlele 
I faile in mine obſervation, in the Briefes and Inſtruments our law when twelve 
men, or Jurers are named, before whom there paſſcth triall or proofe de fads, that is, 
of a fait, they bee called, Mlites,that is, Knights, who have a compleat Fee, and thoſe 
Milites gladio ciniti,that is, Knights with cintture of ſword, who by the King are girded: 
with the belt of knighthood. At which time when the King was to create knights, 8s 
the ſaid Matthew Paris writeth,he ſat gloriouſly in his ſeate of cſtate,arraied in cloth þ 
of gold ofthe moſt precious and coſtly Bawdkin, and crowned with his Crowne of 
gold, and to every Knight he allowed or gave 100. ſhillings, for his * harneſſements. 
And not only the King, bur alſo Earles in thoſe daics created Knights. For the ſame 
author reporteth, How the Earle of Gloceſter imveſted with a militarie girdle his brotbet 


Willzam, after he bad proclaimed 4 Turneament. Simon likewiſe de Momtefort pro

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Leiceſter, did the ſarte by Gilbert de Clare : Like as in France, (athing that evidently 


A appearcth by the Patent or Inſtrument of * Nobiliration) he that hath obtained'ſych * Ennobliſh< 


letters of * Ennobliſhment, is enabled to be dubbed Knight and receive the girdle of knight- 
hood at any K nights hand that he will himſelfe. Bur fince that time, hath no man with »4. 
us beene created Knight, but eicher by the King himſelfe, or the Kings eldeſt ſonne, 
warranted before by authotirie received from his farher, or clſe by the Kings Lieute- 
nant, or Deputie Generall in the Campe, and thatin conſideration either of ſome va- 
liant as atchieved,or exploits to be performed abroad inarmes: orelſe of wiſedome 
and policic at home. And verily a moſt prudent and wiſe otder was this, that our 
Kings tooke, ſince they had not any Fees or Lands now-to beſtow upon them. Nei- 
ther was their (I aſſure you) any thing of more validitie, to give an edge unto 
the courage of hardy men, and to bind unto them their beſt ſubjeRs, and ſuch as had 
deſerved well, (being otherwiſe worſhipfully deſcended, and of honourable paren- 
rage,and withall ſufficient for eſtate and living) than kindly and lovingly to-adorne 
them with this high eſteemed title of Knighthood, which was before time the name 
only of charge and funRion: when this right worſhipfull title was by the Prince con- 
ferred upon one, adviſedly and for deſert, ir went (no doubt) for an ample reward, 
was prized as a benefit, and accounted among the tokens of honour. For, Knights in 
this manner dubbed, made this eſteeme thereof, that in it conſiſted the guerdon of 
their vertue and valour, the praiſe oftheir houſe and family, the memoriall of their 
C ftocke and linage and laſtly, the glory of their narne. Inſomuch, as our Lawyers 
have in their bookes wriren, That [ Knight] was a name of dignitie, but ſo was nat 
Baron. For in old time a Baron (if he were not of this order of Knighthood) was 
written ſimply by his Chriſtian, or fore-name, and the proper name of his family, 
without any addition, unleſſe it were of Dominws, a terme fitting Knights alſo. And 
this name of Knight may ſeeme to have beene an honourable additament to the 
higheſt dignitic, when Kings, Dukes, Marqueſſes, Earles, and Barons, requeſted 
to have the dignitie, and name together. Heere it likes me well to inſerr, what Mat- 
thew Florilegus hath written concerning the creation of Knights in the time of Ed- 
ward the Firſt. The King(quoth he) for to augment and make 4 goody ſhew of bs expedi- 
tion into Scotland, cauſed publike proclamation to be made throughout England, that who. 
ſoever were to be Knights by bereditarie ſucceſſion, and had wherewith ts maintaine that 
degree, ſhould preſent themſelves in Weſtminſter, at the feaſt of Whitſontide, there to re- 
cerve every one, the ornaments of 4 K night, ( ſaving the equipage or furniture that belong. 
#th to horſes) out of the Kings Wardrobe. When as therefore there flocked thither to the num- 
ber of 300, young gallants the Sons of Earles, Barons,and Knights, purple liveries, fine ſilke 
Scarfes, Roabes moſt richly embroidered with gold, were plemtifully beſtowed among them, 
according as was befitting each one : Aud becauſe the Kings Palace,(large though it were) 
was ftreited of roome, for ſegree a multitude aſſembled, they cut downe the apple trees 4- 
E bout the new T\ emple in Lonaon, laid the walles along, and there ſet up pavilions and tents, 
wherin theſe noble young gallants might array, and ſet out themſelves one by one intheir gor- 
geous and golden garments. All the night long alſo, theſe foreſaidyouths, as many as the 
place would receive watched and prayed in the ſaid Temple. But the Prince of Wales, by 
commandement 'from the King his father, held his wake, togither with the principal and 
goodlieſt men of this company within the Church of We ws ah Now ſuch ſound was there 
of trumpets, ſo loud a noiſe of Minſtrelſie, ſo mightit an applauſe and cry of thoſe that for joy 
ſhouted, that the chaunting of the Crvent could not be heard froms one fide of the Quire to the 
other. Well, the morrow after, the K ing dubbed his Sonne Knight, and gave him the 
Girale of Knighthood in his owne palace , and therewith beſtowed upon him the Du- 
chie of CAquitaine. The Prince then, thus created Knight , wemt direttly into Weſt- 
minſter Church for to grace with the like glorious dignitie his feers and companions. 
But ſo great was the preaſe of people thronging before the High Altar, that two 
Knights were thronged to deb, , and very many of them faimed, and were readie 
to ſwowne, yea, although every one of them had three ſouldiers at leaſt to lead and pro- 
tet? him: The Prince himſelfe by reaſon of the multitude preaſing wp to him, having _

I leave it far” 
others to write: as al{o,when they had ſo far offended,that being to ſuffer death there 
fore, they were firſt diſpoiled of their enſignes, and of their degree, to wit, their milis 
rarie Girdle ungirted,the Sword taken away,their Spurs cut cff with an hatcher, their 
Gaatlets or Gloves plucked from them,and the Eſcutcheon oftheir Armes reverſed; 
like as in the degrading * Ecclefiaſticall orderyall the Ecclefiaſticall ornaments, booke, 
chalice,8 ſuch like are taken away. Let the curious alſo enquire, whether thoſe knight 
weretruly by ſometermed Knights Bachelars, or whether Bachelars were of a mids, 
dle degree between theſe Knights and Eſquires* For,in the Kings Recordare read,Thy# 
names of Knights,of Bachelars,and of Y aletts of the Earle of Goceſter and of others. Wheres* 
upon there be that would have Bachelars ſo called, as one would ſay, Beſ-Chevaliergy” 
that is, knights of low degree: although other derive that name from the French: 
verbe Battailer, which _— to combate or fight it out.  Withall, let them wei 
and confider, whether theſe dignities of knighthood in times paſt ſo glorious, (as long 
as they were more rare, and beſtowed onely as the reward of vertue) may not be vile 
fied, when it becommeth common,and lieth proſtitute (as it were) to the ambitioug® 
humour of every one.

Next indegree after theſe Knights, arc Eſquires, termed in Latine, Armigers, that®

To this Chancellors Office in proceſle of time 
much authoritic and dignitic hath been adjoyned by authoritie of Parliamentzeſpeci- 
ally ever ſince that Lawyers ſtood ſo preciſely npon the ſtrict points of Law, and 
caught men with the traps and ſnares of their law termes ; that of neceſlitic there was 
a Court of cquitie ro be ereed, and the ſame commirted ro the Chancellor, who 

ight give judgement according ro<quitieand reaſon, and moderate the extremitie 
of law, which was wont to bee thought extreme wrong. In this Court there firrerh 
3s Preſident, the Lord Chancellor of England, and as aſſeſſors or afiiſtants to him twebve 
Maſters of the Chancerie : whereof the biefe and principal is the Keeper of the Rolls be- 
longing t0 the ſame Court , and thereupon he is called Maſter of the Rolles. There belong 
allo ro this Court very many Officers, of whom ſome artend eſpecially upon the 
Kings Seale, namely, The Clerke of the Crown, The Clerke of the Henaper, The Sealer, 
The Chasff-wax, The Controller of the Hanaper, Curſitours twenty foure , CA Clerke for 
the writs of $ub-pens.

hold,&c. Bur underſtanding that others were in hand with theſe marters, ſo farre am] ' 
from preventing them, thar right willingly I ſhall impart even to them, whatſoeve - 
in this bebalfe I have obſerved. 
SONG Some man perhaps heere looketh, that I ſhould our of Aſtrologicall rules,addeto 
ves Briraine £0 the reſt, under what Signeand Planer our Briraine is ſeated. And verily I will ſay 
 lieth, ſomewhar to ſatisfie the Curious; for in thoſe learned errors I have, I may tell you, 
in my youth taken ſome paines : alchough the ConjeQurers of Aſtrologers touching 
this point are ſo divers,that the very diverſitie may ſceme to weaken the thing ir ſelle, 
and leave no place for therruth. M. Manilius an ancient Poet in this verſe of his, ſee- 
meth to intimate, that Capricorne heere beareth rule in Britaine : 
Tu Capricorne regis quicquid ſub Sole cadente 
Hater any 
Thou Capricorne doeſt governe all, 
. Thar lies ro Sun ar his down-fall. 

Prolomce, Albumazar, and Cardane, doe make Aries our Tutelar Signe z Iohas 
es de Muris, the Planet Saturne : The Frier Perſcrutator, Eſquidus and Henrie Silen, 
the Moone ; for that, as they ſay, it is in the ſeventh Climate. Roger of Hereford, 
Thomas of Ravenna, Philologus, and Hiſpalenfis, are of opinion Piſces governe us; 
and laſt ofall Schonerus,and Piratus, (ſee how they all diſagree) have with no better 
reaſon than the reſt, ſubjected us unto Gemyn. | 

Now will I, by Gods affiſtance, make my perambulation through the Provinces 

or Shires of Britaine : wherein (according to the Preface that they uſed in old time; 
Theorderor before they tooke any enterprize in hand) Godgrant me gracious good ſpeed. Inthe 
Methoc, of  ſeverall diſcourſes of every of them, I will declare as plainely, and as bricfly as I cay 
enſuing. who were their ancient Inhabitants ; what is the reaſon of their names ; how they 
are bounded ; what is the nature of the ſoile ; whar places of antiquitie, and goodac 
count are therein ; what Dukes likewiſe, or Earles have beene in cach one fincerhe 
Norman Conqueſt : And in this ſucceſſion of Earles, to confeſle frankly, by whom 
I have taken profit, I doe willingly and juſtly acknowledge that Thomas Talbot 4 
moſt diligent Clerke in the Records of the Tower, a man of ſingular skill in our ant 
quiries, hath given me much light, | 

And begin I will arthe fartheſt parts in the Weſt,thar is to ſay,at Cornwall, and ſo 
paſſe over the other countries in order, imitating herein Strabo, Prolomee, and the 
moſt ancient Geographers, who alwaies begin their deſcription in the Weſtems 
countries, as being firſt from the Meridian. |

y Ht Region, which according tothe Geographers, u the 
firſt of all Britaine, and growing ſtraiter ſtill and nar- 
rower, ſhooteth ous fartheſt into the Weſt, and hath on 
the North fide the Severne-Sea ; onthe South the Bri. 
tiſh, and onthe Weſt, the Vergivian or Weſterne Oce- 
an, beating upon it , was in ancient #ime inhabited by 
thoſe Britainess whom Solinus called, Dvxn ox1t, Ptolomee, Dawnxonr i, 
or ( as we find in ſome other copies,) more truely Daxwo i. Which name; 
if it bee not derived from thoſe ever-continuing mines of tinne in this 
raft, which the Britans terme Moina ; may ſceme to come of the dwelling 
there under hils. For, their habitation all over thu Country u ſome- 
what low, and in valleys : which manner of dwelling # called inthe ® Bri- *Welch. 
ziſhrongue Dan-munith : in which ſenſe alſo the Province next adjoy- 
ning, in like reſpef ts at this day named by the * Britans Duffneint, that *Welchmen, 
ir to ſay, Low valleys. Now whether the Os710amn1l, called alſo Oran, onidamij. 
and OsT1on 3, of whom Strabo maketh mention out of Pitheas of Mar- 
files, beour Danmonij, I wiſh the ſkudiow ſearchers of Amiquity would 
weigh with themſelves, and examine ſomewhat more diligently. For, ſea- 
fed they were, by their report, in the fartheſt parts of Europe, toward the 
Weſt Ocean over againſt Spaine, not farre fromibe Iſle V xantiſſa, now 
caled Viſhant, Which particulars every one doe very well, and in each 
point agree unto thit Region of our Dunmonij. And ſecing that thoſe 
Oſtiones be called by Artemidorus Cos int. as Stephanut in hu Cities 
ſeemerh to note, I wiſh likewiſe they would confider (becauſe theſe people 
are termed alſo Corini ) whether in ſtead of Cos5181, we are notto read cojui. 
Cons : For, we read Falij for Furij, and Valeſ for Valerij. And 
ſurely, the Geogr aphers have not ſo much as a glimps where to ſceke thoſe 
Oſtidamnij and Colsini, by the weſterne Sea, if they be hence excluded.

Of him both coaſt Corinea,and people Corniſh height, 
But, no ſtrange marter it is (if a man ſearch Antiquities) for many places to 
their denominations given them of ſuch kind of ſcire as this. In Crete and * Tami 
Cherſoneſſs, there bee promontories termed, Ki vimon, that is, Rams Foreheads, 
cauſc they ſhoote forth into the ſea, after the faſhion of Rams hornes. Sem 
Cyprus was of the Greekes in old time, called Ceraſts, for that ir butterh on the 
with promontories bearing out like hornes, ſo that it is no marvell, if the coaſt 
called Kernaw, and Corn,crookening inward as it doth, like unto an horne,and 
divers ſmal capes and points ſticking out, as it were hornes. Whereupon, when inthe 
heat of the Saxons warre, many Britans retired themſelves into this tract, truſtingty 
the naturall ſtrength ofthe place ; for, they knew that the waies by land were hay - 
enough to bee paſſed through by reaſon of mounraines, and croſſed in divers placgy 
with armes of the Sea ; that failing likewiſe there, was comberſome, becaule the pl. 
ces were unknowne : the Saxon being Conquerour , who called all forraine thi 
and aliens or ſtrangers , in their language Wealrh, named the Inhabitants heregf 
Copnwealer and Werowealer. Hereof fprang the Latin name Corrmwallia,and in theks | 
ter age Cornubia, and in ſome writers Occidua Wallia. So farrc it is off, that it ſhoulſ 
be called Cormwallia, of the Gaules that conquered it, which ſome there bee, thaty 
fatterie of the French name and nation would uphold : who, if they were as PD | 
ſighted at home, as they bee curious abroad , might find that their * Britaine 
lying upon the ſeacoaſt,oppoſice to this Eountry, is ſo named of our Britan, and thit | 
Cornovaille, no {mall territorie therein, which ſpeaketh the ſame language that oury 
Corniſhinen doe, tooke name of our countrey-men, that paſſed over hence to dwell 
there. For, as theſe our Britaines of the Weſt parts, aided the Armorici of Gaulejits 
habiting in that traR in their warres againſt Czſar ; upon which occafion hee pretes, 


ded a quarrell ro invade Britaine, and they afterwards comming thicher, as wee ia

before,changed the name of Armorici,and called ir Briteine : ſo in the foregoing 
readie they were, andever at hand to helpe thoſe Britaines their country-men | 
the French; and during the tempeſtuous troubles of the Daniſh warre,. ſome of them 
pur over thitheralſo, and are thoughr to have left this name of Cornovaile behind 


them there. Bur to leave that Cearnovaille. 


This our Cornwall, as if nature made amends and recompence for the incroching Wl E 
in of the ſea, is for the moſt part raiſed on high wich mountaines, beiog in the vallies © 
berweene of an indifferent glebe, with which the Sea weede, or reit commonly cab 
led Orewood, and a certaine kind of fruitfull Sea-fand , they make ſo ranke and batrls, 
that it is incredible, The Sea coaſt, is beaurified with very many Townes , able to 
ſer out a great fleer of Ships : the inland parts have rich and plenteous mines of tinge, 

For, there is digged out ofthem wonderfull ſtore of tinne, yielding exceeding muck 

profit and commoditie, where are made houſhold pewter veſſels, which are uſed 
throughout many parts of Europe in ſervice of the table, and for their glittering” 
brightneſſe, compared with filver plate. The Inhabjrants doe diſcover theſe munes 

by certaine tinne-ſtones lying on the face ofthe ground, which they call Shoad, be- 1M FE 
ing ſomewhat ſmooth and round. Of theſe Mines or tinne-workes, there betwo-- 
kinds : the one they call, Lode-workes ; the other Stream-workes. This licth in low@ 
grounds, when by trenching they follow the veines of tinne, and turne afide now and 

then the ſtreames of water comming in their way : that other, is in higher place

Diodorus Siculus, who flouriſhed under Auguſtus C#far. For, hee writeth; thatthe 
Brirans, who Inhabited this part,digged tinne our of ſRtonie ground,and at a low wa- 


tercartied the ſame in carts, to certaine Iands adjoyning: From whence Merctifhts ' 


tranſported ir by ſhips into Gaule, and from thence conveied the ſame upon hotſes 

withia thirtie daies unto the ſpring-heads of the river * Eridanus, ' orelſeto the ticie 

Narbone, as it were,toa Mart. AErhicus alſo, who ever hee was, that unworthily 

beareth title to be interpreted by S. Hierome our of the Sclavonian tongue, infimia- 
teth the very ſame, and ſaith, That hee' delivered rules and precepts to theſe Times 

C workers. Butit ſeemeth, that the Engliſh-Saxons neglected it altogether, or to have 
uſed the workmanſhip and labour of Arabians or Saracens. For, the Inhabitants in 
their language terme the mines forlet and given oyer, Attal Sarifin, that is, the lea- 
vings of the Saracens ; ifthey did meane by thar name,the ancienc Panims. 

Aﬀeer the cotnming in of the Normans, the Earles of Cortwal gathered great rich- 
es out of theſe mines, and eſpecially Richard brottier to King Henrie the Third : 
and no marvell, fich t1ar in thoſe dates Europe had tinne from no'other place. For , 
the incurſions of the Mores, had ſtopped up the tinne mines of Spaine ; and as for the 
tinne veines in Germanie, which arc in Miſnia and Bohemia, they” were nor as yet 
knowen: and thoſe verily not diſcovered, before the yeere after Chriſts nativirie, 

D 1240. For then, (as a writer of that age recordeth ) was tinne mett all found in Germa- 
wie by a certain Corniſhman driven ont of his native ſoile, to the great loſſe and hindrance of 
Richard Earle of Cornwal. This Richard began to mike ordinances for theſe tin-works, 
and afterward Edmund his ſonne granted a Charterzand certain liberties; and wirhall 
prefcribed certaine Lawes concerning the ſame: which hee ratified or ſtrengthened 
under his ſeale, and impoſed a tribute or rent upon tin,to be anſwered unto the Earls; 

Theſeliberries, priviledges and lawes King Edward the Thitdgdid afterwards con- 
firme and augment. The whole common-wealth of thoſe Tinners and workmen; 
as it were, one bodie, hee divided into foure quarters, which of the places they call 
Foy-more, Black-more, Trewarnaile, and Penwith, Overthem all hee ordained a War- 

E den, called, L. Warden of the Stanniers, of Stannum, that is, Tinne ; who giyerh judge-

and Forrainer, except in cauſes of land, life, or member. From whom there lieth'an ' 


appcale to the Lord Warden, from him to the Dake, from che Duke tothe King. In 
matters of momeart,thereare by the Warden generall Parliaments, or ſeverall aſſem- 
blies ſummoned : whereunto Jurars are ſent our of every Stannarie, whoſe conſtituri- 
ons do bind them. As'for thoſe thaz deale wittitinne, they are of foure ſorts : the ow- 
ners ofthe ſoile, the adyenturers, the merchants or regraters, and the labourers,called 

F the Spadzards ( of their Spade) who men are pirifully owr-caren by uſurious- 
contracts.

And now only rin is here found, burths 
with alſo gold and filyer;yca,and Diamonds ſhaped,and poinred anglewile,ſmoe 
alſo by nature it ſelfe : whereof ſome are as big as walnuts,and inferiqur to the Qrig 
Diamonds, in blacknefle and hardnefſe only. Morcover there is found Eryngizm, tha 
is, Sea Holly, growing moſt abundantly every where along the ſhore. Furthermore, 
plenrifull is this countrey of graine, although not withour great toile of the h 
man, that it hath not onely ſufficient to maintaine it felfe , bur alſo affoorderh 
times great ſtore of corne into Spaine. Beſides, a moſt rich revenue andcomm 
they have by thoſe little fiſhes that they call P:lcharas,which ſwarming, as one would 
fay,ia mighty great skuls about the ſhores from Iuly unto November,are there tak 
garbaged, ſalted, hanged in the ſmoake, laiedup, preſſed, and by infinite numbg 
carried over into France, Spaine, and Italic, unto which cquntreys they be very g( 
chaffer, and right welcome merchandiſe, and are there named * Fumades. 
upon Michael a Corniſh Poet, and of Rbymers in his time the chiefe , in his $ 
tyre againſt Henrie of £urexcbes, Archpoet to King Henrie the Third, | 
bad unreverently plaicd upon Corniſhmen, as if they were ſeated in the nocke hal

Siculus reporterh,they were more conrteous coward ftrangers:)(o they are valiant, 
wel pitcht in ſtature,brawny & ſtrong limmed:fuch as for wraſtling,(ro ſpeak | 
of that manly exerciſe, 8 fear of hurling the Ball which they uſe)ſo farre excell, 1 
for flight and cleane ſtrength together, they juſtly win the prize and praiſe from 
nations, io that behalte, Moreover, that Poet Michael, when as in the exceffive 
mendation of his country men, hee had with gigging rimes refounded, how Art 
his bartels, gave chem the honour,to giverhe firſt charge, he thus couragiouſly cows 
cluderh in rime.

For,at thattime Athelſfane expelled the Brirans quite out oft 
Malmesbury, Citie, who before had inhabited it in equallright with the: Saxons, yea, and-dra 
them beyond Tamar, and then fortified the Ciric round about with a rampire; a 
wall of foureſquare ſtone, and other bulwarks :for defence. Since which time, : 
ny benefits by the Kings have beene beſtowed upon it, and among the reſt, as were 
* Domeſday, in William the Conquerours * booke, This Citie parae no tribute, but when Londd 
Yorke, and WincheHer paide , and that was hraife a marke of ſilver for a ſouldiers ſeronts: 
And when there was any expedition ſet out either by ſea or land, it ſerved in proportion 
foe hides. It hath beene likewiſe from rime to time much afflicted, once ſpoiled Wd” 
ſore” ſhaken, by" the furious outrages of the" Danes, in the yeare of our redemſs 
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® the treacheric of one Hugha Norman Governor of the ciric, it was raced and rained 

along from the Eaſt gate to the Welt. And ſcarcely began it to flouriſh againe, when 
William the Conquerour, moſt ſtraightly beleaguered ir: when the Cirizens in the 
meane while chought it not ſufficient ro ſhut their gares againſt him, bur malapart- 
fie taunts, and flouts at him : but when a piece of their wall fell downe, by the 


Yall hand of God, as the Hiſtorians of that age reporr, they yielded immediatly 

thereapon. At which rime, as we find in the ſaid ſurvey-booke of his, The King had 

in this Citie three hundred houſes. it paid fifteene pounds by the yeare,and fortie houſes were 
deſtroyed afier that the King came into England. After this it was thrice belicged, and 
yet it cakily avoided all : Firſt, by Hugh Courtney Earle of Denſhire in that civill 
warre berweene the two houſes of Lancaſter and Yorke : then, by Perkin Warbecke 
chat imaginarie, counterfeit and prerended Prince, who being a young man of a very 
baſe condition, faining himſelfe ro be Richard Duke of Yorke, the ſecond ſonne of 
King Edward the Fourth, ſtirred up dangerous tires againſt Henrie the Seventh : 
thirdly;by ſeditious Rebels of Cornwall,inthe yeare of Chriſt 1549 : at which time 
the Cirizens, moſt grievouſly pinched though they were with ſcarcirie of all things, 
continued neverchelefſe in their faith and allegeance, untill that Iohn Lord Ruſffell, 
raiſed the fiege, and delivered them. 

But Exceſter received not ſo great damage at theſe enemies hands, as it did by cer- 
taine dammes, which they call Feares, that Edward Courtney Earle of Denſhire, 
taking high diſpleaſure againſt the Citizens , made in the river Ex, which ſtop the 
paſſage {o, that no veſlell can come up to the Ciric ; but fince that rime all mer- 
chandize is carried by land from Topeſham three miles off. And albeit it hath beene 
decreed by AR of Parliament, to take away theſe Weares, yet they continue there 
ſtill, Hereupon, the little Towne adjoyning is call Feare, being aforetime named, 
Heneaton : which was ſometime the on of Auguſtine de Bas : from whomin 
right of inheritance it deſcended to Iohn Holland, who in his fignet which my ſelfe 
have ſecne barea Lion rampant, gardant among flowers de Lys, The civill govern- 
ment of this Citie is in the power-of foure and twenty perſons : out of whom there is 
from yeare to yeare a Major elected ; who with foure Bailiffes ruleth heere che State.

by Horeales they meane the Sawne, and by thoſe twelve Labours, endured and per- Talcs. 
formed by Hercules,the twelve ſignes of the Zodiack, which the Sunne in his yearely 
courſe paſſerh through ; what it is they ſay, let them looke to ir themſelves; But for 
mine owne part, I willingly believe that there was an Hercules, nay, I could becon- 
tentto grant with Varro,thar there wereofthem fortic and three,all whoſe acts were 
aſcribed to that Hercules, who was the ſonne of Alcmena , yet can I not perſwade 
my ſelfe, that ever Hercules came hither, unleſſe haply hee failed over the Ocean in 

that Cup which God Nerius had given him, whereof Acheazus makerth mention, 
But you will ſay,thar Franciſcus Philelphus in his Epiſtles,and Lilius Giraldus in his 
Hercules, averre no lefſe. Pardon mee, I pray you theſe latter writers may well 
moove mee , but they are not able to remoove mee, conſidering that Diodorus Si- 
Culus, who went on with the Greekiſh hiſtoric in order, even from the moſt remote, 
and firſt records of all Antiquirie, in plainetermes afficmeth , that neither Hercules, 
nor Father Bacchus went cver into Britaine. I am therefore verily perſwaded, that 
the name of Hercules even to this place , came either through the vanitie of 
Greekes, or from the ſuperſtitious Religion of Britaines. For, as theſe beeing a 
moſt warlike Nation themſelves, had valiant men in marvellous admiration, and as 
highly eſteemed of ſuch as vanquiſhed Monſters: ſo, the Greekes againe , what- 
ſoever was any where ſtately, and magnificent, that they referred to the glory of 
Hercules : and becauſe hee had beene a great traveller , ſuch as travelled were wont 
to offer ſacrifice unto him z and to him likewiſe conſecrate the places where they fir(t 
arrived. Hereof came Hereules-rocke in* Campania, Hercules Haven in * Ligurii, Her- * Tera Le 
ewles Grove in Germanie : hence likewiſe, the Promomtories of Hercules in Mauritania, * Riviera & 
Galatia,and Briraine. Genes. 
As the ſhore giverh backe againe from this Promontorie of Hercules, the two 
Rivers, Towridge,and Taw,which are the onely Riversin this north part of the Coun- 
tie, diſcharge themſelves into the ſea at one mouth.

hat gone bare-foot upon nine culters red hot in Wincheſter Church wichour harme 
(an unuſuall kind of rriall in thoſe daics, and then called 0rdabpw) and ſo cleered her 
ſelfe of that imputation,that ſhe made her chaſtiric by ſa greata miracle more famous 
to poſteritie: She for a memoriall thereof, gave nine Lordſhips to the Church of 
Wincheſter : and King Edward her ſonne, repencing that hee had ſo wrongfully 
brought his mothers name into queſtion beſtowed likewiſe upon the ſaid Church 
this Iſland with other revenues. Ir is in compaſle ſcarce ſeven miles, rifing up abouc 
> the fides with high rocks, bur lying flat and lowin the midſt : Inhabited (catteringly 
heere and there: plentifull enough of corne, and good ta feed ſheepe : but ſo ſcant of 
woods, that in defaule of other fewell they make their fire with oxe and cow dung 
dried. The Inhabitants,of all Engliſh-men were the cunningeſt lingers; and very of- 
ten doe find among the weeds or reeds of the fea, 1/ids Placemos, that is, Iſis haire, 
which as Plinie reporteth out of Tuba, isa ſhrub growing in the Sea not unlike unto 
Corall withour leafe : cur ir up it turneth into a black colour, and if it fall, it ſoone 
breakech.

tures than heeretofore, 

From thence the ſhore ſtretcheth out direRly along by the Ile of Purbeck(as they 
call it) which for a grear part of it is an heath and forreft like indeed repleniſhed with 
Deere both red and fallow, having alſo veines of marble running ſcatteriogly heere 
and there under the ground. Inthe midſt whereof, there is an old large caſtle named 

Corf ſeated upon a great laty hill, which after a long combat with time ſomewhat 
yielded as overcome, unto time, untill of late it hath beene repaired, and is a notable

and hackſters to murther him,and like a moſt wicked Scepdame fed her cies with his 
bloud. For which deed repenting herſc}fe when it was roo late,ſhe ſought afterward 

_ maruellouſly ro waſh out that ſinfull ſtaine,by raking her ſelfero the manele, and ring 
in the habice of an holy Votarie, and to building religious houſes. Thi Purbeck is cal: 
kd an Iſle, although ir be onely a Demy Ifland, compaſſed round about with the fea, 
ſave onely on the Welt-{ide : For, on the Eaſt, the ſea benderh rhe bankes inward, and 
tug in at a very narrow ſtraight betweene the two ſhores (againſt which a ſmall 

Ile with a block houſe called Brenſey Randeth) makerh a broad and wide bay.On the 
North fide wherofin the ſaid Biland, there tanderh over ir the towne Poole, fo as it 
Is wholly environed with waters except it be ontheNorth-fide,where it cloſeth with 
the continent & hath one gate and no more leading unco ir. We may well thinke it ſo 
named, becauſe that bay aforeſaid lying under it,in calme weather whe the waters be 
ſtill reſermblerh a pond,ſuch as we call a poole in our language. This ofa Sedgeplot,8& 
of a tew fiſhermens cotages, in the laſt foregoing age,grew to be a mercate towne ex- | 
cecding rich and wealchy,beautified alſo with goodly houſes:and K.Henry the Sixth 
by conſent of the Parliament granted unto ir the priviledges of a part or haven towne 
Which he had taken from Melcorb,and licenſed the cAtsjor thereof, ro wall ir abaur : 
which worke afterward was beguaar the _—y Kiog Richard the Third,a Prince 
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who deſerved tobe rancked among the worſt men and the beſt Kings. Bur ever ſing 
that time, by whar farall deſtinie, I know not, or rather through the idleneſſe ap 
floth of the rowneſmen, it is decaicd: in ſo muchas for want of Inhabitants, | 
very houſes at this day, runne to ruine. Into the Welt Angle of this Bay falleth 
greateſt,and moſt famous river of all this tra&;commonly called Frome, bur the Eng. 
liſh-Saxons, as witnefſeth CAerinue , named it Fpau; whereupon perhaps, for thy 
this Bay was in old time called Fraumouth , the poſteritic enluing tooke the rivgy 
name tobe Frome. The head thereof is at Ewreſhot necre unto the-Welt limit. gf 
this ſhire : From whence he taketh his courſe Eaſtward by Frompron, whereto itgay 
the name, and from the North recciveth a little river running downe by Cerne Ab 
bey : which A»guſtine the Apoſtle of the Engliſh nation builr, when hee had broke 
there in pieces, * Heil the Idol of the heathen Engliſh-Saxons, aftid chaſed away the 
fog of paganiſh ſuperſticion. Here was firſt bred among the religious men (as I hajx 
read) Iohn Morton Cardinall, and Archbiſhop of Canterbury borne at S. Andrew 
Milborne, worthily advanced to {o high places for his good ſervice in working Eng 
lands happineſſe by the union of the two houſes, of Lancaſter, and York , and ofthi 
family there hath iſſued both R. Biſhop of worceſter, and many gentlemen of vey 
good note in this country, and elſewhere. Under this ſomewhat lower, the Fra @ 
Frome (chuſe whether you will) maketh an 1fland, and ſo gocth co ſee that moſt ang 
ent towne [ Dorche#er Jwhich in Antoninus his 1tinerarium is rermed Dvxxovany oil C 
that is, the river Paſſage or Ferry, and ſeemeth by Prolomee to be named untrulyjin 
ſundry copics Dvxniym and Dvx1v w. This is the head Towne of the whole Shit, ; 
and yet is neither great nor beaurifull, being long fince deſpoiled of the walles by the , 
Danes, who raiſed as it is thought certaine trenches ; whereot one is called Mary 
bury being an acre inditched, an other Poundbury ſomewhat greater : and the thindy

mile off as a Camp, with five trenches containing ſome ten acres, called Maiden cafth 
which a man may eaſily conjeRure to have beene a ſurnmer ſtation or campe of tie 
Romans. But of her antiquitie ir ſhewerh daily expreſle tokens , namely the Roma 
cauſey of the Foſſe high way, and coine of-the Romans both copper and fiber 
found there,and cſpecially at Ferdington hard by which the common people thee, 
call King Dorn his pence, whom by ſome alluſion to the name, they dreamehull” 
ſweetly, ro have becne the founder of the towne. It had anciently a caſtle in that 
place where the Grey-friers built their Convent our of the ruines thereof, and hath 
now bur three pariſh Churches, whereas the compaſſe of the old towne ſeemath 
ro have beene very large. But the moſt grievous hurt that it tooke, was when Saw 
the Dane had in moſt outrageous crueltic renewed the Daniſh warre : and Huſhthe 
Norman who ruled theſe countries a man of a perfidious and treacherous mind, {ub 
fered all ro be ſpoiled and harried.

writers, but to their ignorance who cannot conceive the meaning. | 

From hence Frome runneth by Weedford, where in old time Guy Brient a Barol 

and renowned warriour had a little Caſtle of his owne: which afterward was the ht- 
bitation of Hugh Stafford of Suthwick , by one of whoſe daughters Inheritrices, ti p! 
came as I have heard ro Thomas Strangwaies, who beiog borne in Lancaſhire, and 
brought hither by che firſt Marqueſſe Dorſet, obtained a great and rich inheritance W- { 
theſe parts, and his iſſue built a very faire houſe at Ai/bery. Then holdeth hee on bs t 
courſe beſides Byndon. in the Saxon tongue Beanoun, which alſo had a monaſteris 
where Kinegilſus in the yeare 614. ina doubtfull, and dangerous bartell vanguif G 
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A the Britaines. Not long fince ir was the ſeat of the Lord Marney : now it giveth the 

honourable title of Vicount unto the Lord Thomas Howard Knight of the order of 
S. George: whoſe father Thomes the ſecond ſonne of Thomas Howard, the ſecond of 
that name Duke of Norfolk, Queene Elizabeth created Vicount Howard of Bindow , Bindon. 
when he having matched in marriage wich the daughter and heire of Baron CMarney, 
was ſeized heere of a very great inheritance of the Newborows. Theſe who were an. N<vÞorongh. 
ciently named de Novo Burgo, and commonly Newboroughs, derive their pedigree 
from a younger ſoone of Henry the firſt Earle of Warwick of the Norman line: and 
e held heere Winfrore, with the whole Hundred of the gift of King Henry the Firſt, per 
ON B ſervitinm Camerarii (theſe be the words out of the booke of the Offices) in Capite de 
t Domino Rege - that is, by ſervice of Chamberlaine, in Chef, from our ſaveraigne Lord the 
g King.

Where Frome maketh his ifſuc into that Bay, whereupon Poole is ſcitnate,hard by 
the very mouth is planted Warham, in the Saxon rongue Weapeham,' a towne 
Wc ſtrongly ſcated on every {ide bur Weſtward, as being fenced onall parts befide, with 
the rivers Trewt, Frome, andthe Seca together : In King Edward the Confeffors time, 
it had two Mint maiſters : but whiles William the Conquerour raigned it could nor 
reckon above ſeven dwelling houſes in ir. Yet afterwards it flouriſhed againe, forti- 
| fied with the wall, furniſhed with a mint houſe, a great number of Inhabitants, and a 
moſt ſtrong Caſtle, which that King William the Firſt built, it continued ina moſt 
flouriſhing ftate untill” che daies of King Henry the Second, who when hce came ro 
challenge the Crowne of England in the yeare 1142, hee arrived heere, beſieged 
and trooke the Caſtle which was defended by Robert Lacy, againſt him in behalfe 
D of King Stephen,and afterward Robert of Lincolne a man of mighric poſſeſons in theſe 
arts defended the ſame againſt King Stephen. Bur from that time, by occaſion patt- 
ly of warres, and partly of ſuddea caſualrie by fires, by reaſon alſo that the ſeaby lit- 
tleand little which draweth the commoditie ofan haven,it is almoſt run to ruine: and 
inthe very heart of the old rowne it bringeth forth ſtore of garlick. At this mouth 
likewiſe is diſcharged another ſmall river with Frome, Aflcrius calleth ic Trent, but 
| now the Inhabitants thereby name it Piddle : From the North banke whereof ſcarce 
three miles off I ſaw the ruins of Middleton Abbey, which King &4he/fane foun- 
ded asa fatisfaRion to appeaſe the ghoſt and ſoule of his brother Edwine, whom hee 
had deprived both of his Kingdome, and life. For when that ſolicirous defire of raig- 
E ning had cauſed him quite to forget all Juſtice, hee put the young Prince heireappa- 
FF ran tothe Crowne, with one page, into a little whirrey without any tackling or fur- 
niture therero, tothe end he might impute his wickednefle ro the waves. And fo the 
young Prince overcome with gricfe of hearr, and unable ro maſter his owne paſſions, 
caſt himſelfe headlong into the ſea. Under rhis Middleton, there is voided alſo ano- Middleton, 
ther river, which ranneth hard by Bere a little mercate trowne, where for a long time, 
that ancient,and famous family de Twrbids wills, commonly,Turbervill bad their chicf 
habitation, whereofas ſome were famous, ſo Hugh Turbarvill in the time of King 
Edward the Firſt was infamous for histraicerous practiſes with the French, 
Bur togoe backe againe to the Welt part of the ſhire: Ar the ſpring head of Frome, 
where the ſoile is moſt fruitfull, the forreſt of Blackmore ſometimes thicke, and fall of

- fonof which name, the Inhabitants by tradition from their forefathers report to be White-bart- 
thus. When King Henry the Third came hither ro hunt , and had taken other 
Deere, he ſpared a moſt beautifull and goodly White-Hart, which afterwards T. dc 
&-Lynd: agentleman of this countrey with others in his company tooke and _ 
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but how perillous a matter it was to bee twitching (as they ſay) ofa lionthey ſao 
found and felc. For, the King conceived great indignatiop, and high diſpleaſureyy 
gainſt chem, put them to grievous fine of money for it , and the very lands whicy 
they held, pay even to this day every yeare by way of amercement a piece of money 
into the Exchequer, which is called White hart ſilver, There joynech neere to thiy 
forreſt Shirburne towne, named alſo Shirburne Caſtle, in old time Scipebupn, which by 
interpretation is Fons Limpidwe, or as it is elſe where writen Fons clara, that is, Papy 
fountaine or cleare well, (cired on the hanging of an hill, a pleaſant and proper ſeate,ag. 
William of Malmesbvurie ſaith, 4s well for the frequent number of Inhabitants, as the ſy 
ruation : and now it is che moſt populous, and beſt haunted rowne of all this county; 
and gainerh exceeding much by clothing. In the yeare of our redemption 704, 
Epiſcopall ſeat was heere erected, and 4/delme the firſt Biſhop there conſecrateds 
afterwards alſo in the raigne of Erheldred, Hermas the Bilhop of Senning, having ob« 
tained thisBiſhoprick,rraoſlated his Epiſcopall ſee hither,and joyned the ſaid Bi 

rick of S#nning unto this, which nnder William Conqueror the ſame Biſhop eranf; 
lated to Sarisbarie, and reſerved Shirburne to bee a retiring place for his "* 
unto whom ir belongeth as yer: And one ot them, namely, Roger, built a ſtrong Caſtly 
inthe Eaſt-part thereof, under which lay ſometime a wide meere, and many fi; 
pooles: and now being filled up are converred into molt pleaſant, and rich medow 
ground. As forthe Cathedrall Church, preſently upon the tranſlation of the See, ix 
becamea monaſlterie againe,and beareth ſhew of great antiquirie, alth not 
yeares paſt, in a broile berweene the rowneſmen and the Monks it was fired : whi 
the burnt aad ſcorched tolour upon the ſtones doth as yer moſt evidently ſhew, Ups 
der this, the river 1e{, whereof I will ſpeake ſome where elſe, winding in and ot 
with many curving reaches, runneth Weſtward to Ch:#on, the ſeate ſometime of the 
linage de Havulbanch, trom which ir deſcended hereditarily unto the family ofthe 
Horſcies Knights, where it entrerh into Sommerſerſhire, x) 

More toward the Eaſt the moſt famous river Stewre paſſing full of renchesand 

Eeles eſpecially, arifingin Wiltſhire out of fix fountaines commeth downe to Stune"/ 
ton, the honor and ſcar of the Barons of Stowrion. So ſoone 2s it entred in this Shine ly 
it paſſeth through G-llingharm forreſt, in which Edward {urnamed Irow-ſide in a meme» 
rable batcell pur the Danes to flight : and three miles trom thence ſalureth Shafivbuy

Bur moſt famous in this® 
place, by occaſion of a prety fable that our Hiſtorians doe report of TA quila papel 
Cying here of the converſion or change of the Britaines Empire: For,ſome wi : 
the bird, 4quils, that is, an Eagle, others a man ſo named to have forerold here, that 
the Britiſh Empire after the Saxons and Normans ſhould returne againe to the atv 
cient Bricaines * and theſe men affirme and maintaine that this place is of greater a" 
riquitie than Saturne himſelfe, whereas moſt cerraine it is, that it was firſt built by 
Alfred. For, the Hiſtoriographer of Malmesbury hath recorded, that in his dai 
there was an old ſtone tranſlated from the rujnes of the wall into the Chapter houſe of

B Thislaſcription I have the more willingly put down here for proofe of the Truth, 
becauſe in all the copies which I have ſeen ir is wanting, fave only in that in the Libra- 
rie ofthe lare Lord Burghley, high Treaſurer of England, and I bave beene informed 
that it contigued there untill the time of King Henry rhe Eighth, Yerthe Inbabirancs 
havea tradition thar an old Cirtic ſtood upon the place which is called the Cafile- 
Greene,and by ſome, Bolz-bury;now a faire plaine ſo (cited that as of one fide it joynerh 
tothe Towne, ſo of another it is a ſtrange fight to looke downe ro the vale under it :

Dunſtaea man of a ſubtile witand well experienced, when he had once by an opi- 
nion ofhis ſingular holineſſe and learning wonndhimſelfe into the inward acquain- 
tance of Princes, in ſtead of theſe, brought in Monks of a later order, called Bened:- 
ines, and himſelfe firſt of all others becameche Abbat or ruler heere of a great co- 
vent ofthem; who had formerly and afterward gotten at the hands of good and 
godly Princes a royall revenue. yf fu pnrs reigned as it were in all afflgence 600, 
yeres(for all their neighbours round Cw. kDa their beck)they were by K.Henry 
the Eighth diſpoſſeſſed 8 thruſt aut of all, &this cheir Monaſtery, which was growne 
now to bea prety Cirie,cvironed with a large wall a mile abour;& repleniſhed with 
ſtatcly buildings, was razed and made 'even with the ground: and now onely ſhew- 
th evidently by the ruines thereof, how great and how magnificent athing it was. 
i I Sg be thought one of theforh thatin this age have vanities in admirati- 
ſhould tell you of a Walouttree in the holy Churchyard heere, that never did 
a —_ leafe before S. B arnabees feaſt, and upon that very day was rank and full of 
eaves; but that is now gone, and a young tree inthe place:as alſo of the Hawthorne in 
Wiral-park hard by, which upon Chriſtmaſday ſprouceth forth as well as in May. 
And yetthere bee very many of good credit, if we may belceve men of their word, 
whoavouch theſe things to be wa true.

they lighted upon a Tomb or Grave-ſtone, oh the uppercface whereaÞwas falling, 
broad Croſle of leadgroſly wrought: which being taken forth ſhewel ariitifetipuc 
of letters: and underthe ſeid ſtone almoſt nine foot deeper,was a Sepulclieq 
oake made hollow,wherin the bones of that famious Arthar were be 
ſcription or Epitaph;asit was ſometime exermplified,and drawn out-afithefielt Capi 
in the Abbey of Glaſcon, I thoughtgood forthe antiquitie of the charadters kgey 
put downe. The letters being made aftera barbarous maner,8 reſembling the thi 
CharaQer,bewray I the barbariſme of thar age, when 1gnoranici(asit weir)hy 
fatall deſtinie bare ſuch ſway,rthat there was none to be found, by whoſe writinggtty

Withinthe Citie it 
ſelfe there bubble 8& boile up three ſprings of hote water, of a blewiſh or ſea-colour, 
ſending up from them thin vapours, and a kind of a ſtrong ſent withall, by reaſon 
thatthe water is drilled,and ſtrained through veines of Brumſtone,andaclammy kind 
ofcarth called Birumen, Which ſprings are very medicinable,and of great vertue to 
cure bodies over-charged,andbenummed(as it were) with corrupt humours : For,by 
their heat they procure ſwear,and ſubdue the rebellious ſtubbornneſle of the faid hu- 
mors. Yet are not they wholeſome at all houres: For, from eighr-of rhe clocke in 
the forenoone unto three after noone, rhey are in manner $kalding hote, and doe 
worke: and being thus troubled. caſt up'from the botrome cerraine filth : during 
which time they are ſhut : neither may any body goe-into them; untill by their 
flucest 
Bath te of a croſle ſtanding upright iwvld time in the midſt of tt) ts of a very 
mild and temperate warmth: and hath twelve feares of ſtone about the brinke or bor. 
der thereof, and is encloſed within a wall. The ſecond, . diſtant from this nor fully 
200.foot is much hotter:whereupon it is termed Hote Bathe : Adjoyning to thele,is a 
Spirtle or Lazar houſe, built by Reginald Biſhop of Barh for the reficfe of poaxe dif- 
eaſed perſons. And thoſe twoare in the midſt of a Street on the Weſt-ftide of the 
Citie, The third, which is the greateſt, and after a ſort in the very boſome and heart 
E of the Cirie, is called the Kings Bath, neere untothe Cathedrall Church, walled alſo 
round aboar,and firted with 32. ſeates of arched worke : wherein men and women 
may fit apart, who when they enter in put upon their bodies linnen. , and 
have their guides. Where the ſaid Cathedrall Church now ſtandeth, - there was+in 
ancient time, as thereporr-goeth, a Temple conſecrated ro Minerva. Certes, Solinus 
Polyhiſtor [peaking (no deubt) of theſe hore Barthes ſaith thus , 7» Britaine, there are 
ot fprings very daintily adorned and kept for mens uſe : the patroneſſe of which fountaines 
s the Goddeſſe Minerva © in whoſe Temple the perpetuall fire never turneth aſhes, and dead 
coales, but when the fire beginneth to die, it turnes imo round maſſes of ftane, Howbeit 
thenexs writeth, that all hote Bathes which narnrally breake our of the bowels of 
the earth are ſacred to Hercules. And in. very deede, therc is to bee ſeencinthe 
walles of this Citi an ancient Image (ſuch as ic is) of Hercules graſping'in his hand 
aSnake , among other old monuments by the injuric of time now altogether defa- 
ced: Bur that we may not contend about this marter, let us grant (ifirbe ſo thought 
Sood) that Bathes were conſecrated to Hercules; and Minerva, joynly.- For the 
Greekes doe write that Pals firſt miniſtred water unto Hercules for to bath him, af- 
V 2 ter 
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ter he had atchicved his labours. For my purpoſe it ſhall ſuffice, if I beable ro pegs hill « 
by the authoritic of Solinwe (who writeth that Pallas was the Patroneſle of they 
Bathes) this Citic to be the ſame which the Bricans in their tongue called Caey-Pally 
dar, that is, The Citie of Pallar-water, or Yrbs Palladie CAque, if a man turne iting 
Latine. For,the matter,the name,and ſignification doe moſt firly agree. The findiy 
out of theſe Bathes our Fables attribute to the King of Britans B/eyden Cloyth, 
Bleydes the Magician ; but with what probabilitic,that I leave to others. Plinie indexy 
affirmeth, that che Britans in old time ufed the praRtice of magick with ſo greatoay, 
monics,that it ſeemed they taught ir the Perfians: yer dare I nor aſcribe theſe Rath 
toany art magicall. Some of out writers, when their minds were bulicd in other i E 
matters, report Iulivs Ceſar to have beene the firſt finder of them : But my opiniagig 
that later it was ere the Romans had knowledge of them, ſeeing Solinws is the ti 
that hath made mention of them. The Engliſh-Saxons about the 44. yeare after 
their comming into Britaine, when they had broken league and covenant, and king 
led againe the coales of war which had already beene quenched, belteged this Citie; 
But when the warlike Arthur came upon them, they rooke the hill named <atax 
Bedonicas, where, when couragiouſly a long while they had fought ir out ro thews 
rermoſt, a great number of them were ſlaine. This hill ſeemeth to be the very 
which now is called Banneſdowne , over alittle village necre this Cirie, which th 
callBatbſtone,on which there are bankes, and a rampier as yet to be ſeene. Yet ſome 
there be, I know, who feeke for this hill in Yorkſhire : But Gildas may bring then 
backe againe to this place: For, in a manuſcript Copie within Cambridge-Librari, 
where he writerh of the vicorie of Aurelius Ambroſe, thus we read : Yril that yore 
wherein ſiege was laid to the hill of Badonicus, which « not farre from Severne mai, 
Bur in caſc this may not perſwade them,know they, that the vale which runncthbee 
along the river £4w0x,is named in Britiſh Nant Baden, that is, The Y ale of Baden: md 
where we ſhould ſccke for the hill Badonicas, but by the Yale Badonics, | cannot hi 
therro ſee. Neither durſt the Saxons for a long time after, fer upon this Ciric,butkek 
ir for a great while to the Britans. Howbeit in the yeare of Chriſt 377. whenCome 
lin King of the Weſt-Saxons, had defeated the Britans at Deorbaws , in Gloceſterſhin,j 
being both ſraightly beſieged, and alſo aſſaulted, it yeilded at firſt : and withinſww 
yeares recovering ſome ſtrength grew up to great dignity and therewith got anew 
name, Ackmanceſter, as I ſaid:For,0sbrich in the yeare 676.founded a Nunnery the: 
and immediately after, when the Mercians had gotten it under them, King Off«baik 
another Church, both which .in the time of the Daniſh broiles were overthrown, 
Oar of the ruines of theſe two,aroſe afterwards the Church of S. Peter,in whichBal 
gar ſurnamed the Peace-maker, being crowned, and ſacred King, beſtowed upontte 
Citie very many Immunities, the memorie of which thing the Citizens yearely with 
Solemne plaics doe yer celebrate. In Edward the Confeffors time, (as wereadit 
Domeſ-booke of England) ir paicd tribute according to 20. Hides, when as the Shirt 
paid. There, the King had 64. Burgers, and 3o.Burgers of others. But this 
ritie of theirs endured not long : for, ſoone after the Normans comming in , 
Aowbray Nephew to the Biſhop of Conſtance, who had raiſed no ſmall Seditions 
gainſt King Willem Refi, ſacked and burned it. Yer in ſhort ſpace it revived, il 
recovered it ſelfe, by meanes of Iohnde Yillula of Tours in France, who being Bilbop 

of Welles, for five hundred markes(as faith William of Malmesburic)purchaſe 
Citic of King Henry the Firſt , and tranſlated his Epiſcopall chaire hither, ret 
ning alſothe title of Biſhop of Welles, and for his owne See builta new Church: whid 
being not long ſince ready to fal,0/zver Biſhop of Bathe beganto found | 
by thatold (a curious and ſtately piece of worke, I aſſure you) and almoſt finilhel 
the ſame : Which if he had performed indeed, it would no doubt have ſurpaſſed 
moſt Cathedrall Churches of England. Bur the untimely death of ſo magnificent 
Biſhop, the iniquirie and troubles ofthe time, and the ſuppreſfion of religious houſs 
enſuing, with the late avarice of ſome, who have craftily conveied the money ab 
lected throughout England for that uſe, another way (if ic be true that is repoms}

For, in the*booke of 
Netitie , mention is made ofthe Procurater [Maſter or Governour] Cynegis V s x- 
raxsrs Or BENTENSTS, In Britaine : where the onely Aowre of Lawyers, lames 
Cujaciug readerh Cynacit, and in his Paratitlesupon the Code interpreterh it, Sacram 
rextringm , that is , The ſacred workhouſe or ſhop of embroidering and weeving, And 
riohe of his mind is Guidwus Pancirolus, who writeth that thoſe Gynecia were inſtitured 019cinm- 
for the weaving of the Princes, and ſouldiers garments, of Ship-ſailes , of linnen 
ſheeres, or covering, and ſuch like cloaths,neceſſarie for the furniture of manſions.

Lazius was of opinion, that that the Procurator aforeſaid , had the 
heere of the Emperours dogs. And to ſay truth,of all the dogs in Euro 


bearethe name, in ſo much, as Srr4bo witneſſerh, our dogges ſerved as Ceakdios, end Britiſh dogs, 
the ancient Galles made ſpeciall uſe of them even in their wars. And of all ethers, 
they were in moſt requeſt both for thoſe baitings in the Amphitheaters, and alſo in 
all echer publique huntings among the Romans. For as the ſame Strabo-writerh, they 
Were byui eg mexmryines, that is, of 4 geverons kind aud framed naturally for hunting.

T1 theſe daies of ours it 1s indifferently well pcepled and frequented, having water 
plentie, by reaſon ofthe River turned and conveighed divers waics inco ic , lying 
lomewhatio length from Eaſt ro Weſt, and containerh abour a mile and a halfe in 
circuit withio the walls : which open at fixe gates, and have every one of them their 
ſuburbs reaching forth without, a good way. Onthe South fide of the Weſt gate 
there mounterh up an old Caſtle, which oftentimes hath beene beſieged , | 
fore and ſtraightly, above rhe reſt whattimeas Mawd the Empreſle held ir againſt 
King Stephen,and ar length by a rumour given outthat ſhe was dead,and cauſing her 
ſelfeto be caried our in a coffin like a courſe deceived the enemie. As concerning that 
round table there, hanging up againſt che wall which the common fort uſerh ro gaze 
upon with great admiration, as if it had beene King Arrhurs table, I have nothing 
to ſay but this, Thar, as a man which viewerh it well may cafily perceive, iris no- 

ing foancientas King Arthur. For, in latter times when for the exerciſe of armes 

and feates of warlike prowelle, thoſe runnings ar rilr, and marriall juſtlings or tornea- 
ments, were much praRiſed:they uſed ſuch tables, leaft any contention or offence for 
prioritic of place ſhould through ambirion ariſe among Nobles and Knights afſem- 
bled together, And this wasa cuſtorme of great antiquicie, as it may _ſceme. For, 
the ancient Gaules, as Arhenzus wricerh, were wont ro fit about round tables , and 
their Eſquires ſtood at their backes , holding their ſhields. Abour the midft of the 
citic, but more inclining to rhe South, Xene/walch;King of rhe Welſt-Saxons after 
the ſubverſion of that Colledge of Monkes which flouriſhed in the Ramans rime;. (as 
William of Malmesburie faith) Firſ# founded to the glory of God ,; the faireſt Charch

This by the way, pardon me I pray you, forl digreſle licentiouſly. Thus 
Biſhops of Wincheſter have beene ancicntly by a cerraine -peculiar preroga- 
tiverhat they have, Chancellours to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury , and for long 
time now Prelates to the order of the Garter : and they have from time to time to 
their great coſt reedified the Church,and by name, Edington and Walkelin, but Wick. 
ban eſpecially : who built all the Weſt part thereof downe from the quire, after a 
new kind of worke, I affure you, moſt ſumpruouſly. In the midſt of which buildi 
ISto be ſeene his owne tombe of decent modeſtic betweene rwo pillars. And theſe 
Biſhops have ever and anon conſecrated it to new Patrons and Saints , as ro Saint 
CAmphibalus , Saint Peter, Saint Swithin, and laſt of all tothe holy Trinitie: by 
Which name it is knowne art this day. The Engliſh Saxexs alſo, hadthis Church in 
great honour for the ſepulture of certaine Saints and Kings there, (whoſe bones 
Richard Fox the Biſhop gathered , and ſhrining them in cerraine lirtle gilded coffers 
Placedthem orderly with their ſeverall Inſcriptions in the top of that wall which en- 
cloſerh the upper part of the quire) and they called it in times paſt Ealven Mynrbep, 
tatis, Theold Minſter , for difference from another. more lately built, which was 
that is, The new Minſter ; which.

Yet this I may bebold to affirme, that it Aouriſhed in great honour abay | 
that time: and I my ſclfe have lighted here upon very many pecces, of the coingef 
Conſtantine, the younger ſonne ro Conſtantine the Great : which in their revenk 
have the portrai& of an houſe with this Inſcription Px ov1p zNT1a cans Non - 
thatthis Conſtantius whom he maketh the builder of this Citic, died at Mopſigfiang 
Sepulchres of Cilicia, and was interred in Conſtantinople in the Sepulchre of his Anceſtors,ay 
— knowne for certaine, and confeſſed. Yet I will not denie, bur that bee might hawit 
this citie a monument erected in honour and remembrance of him, - For, way 
there were that had ſuch monuments built, abour which the ſouldiers , werewm 
yearely to juſt, and keepe ſolemne turneaments in honour of the dead. 1+ wl 
Whea the declining Roman Empire haſtened to an cnd, and barbarous nayiany! 
began every where to waſteand ſpoile the Provinces : their Armies heere in Britnggh 
fearing leaſt the ame of this fire , wherewith their nexr neighbours in Francewas 
conſumed, would catch hold of them, ſet up and created Emperours to themlelye: 
firſt Marcus, then Gratian, whom they ſoone flew : and laſt of all in the yeareal 
Conttantine Chriſts birth 407,0ur Conſtantine for his names ſake,they forced, wild he,nildbes 
Emperour, yfurpe the Empire,and to put on the Imperiall Purple robe in the citic Caer Segont;s 
chotenin oP* both Ninnius, and Gervaſe of Canterburie, do witneſſe. This Conſtantine putting 
* Bononia, fea out of Britaine, landed at * Bologne in France, and drew all the Roman-anus 
even as farrc as the Alpes to fide and joyne with him in his warres. Hee 
fended Valentia in France, againſt the power of Honorius the Emperour : the Ry 
Rhene which long before had beene neglected, hee fortified with a garriſon. Upmi 
the Alpes, where any paſſage was, hee built fortreſſes. In Spaine , under thee 
dud of his ſonne Conſtans, whom of a Monke he had declared Emperour, he want 
fortunately : and afterwards having ſent his letters unto Honorius, and cravedpl 
don for ſuffering the ſouldiers, to put upon him the purple perforce, whether 
would or no ; he acceptedar his hands the Imperiall inveſture, which hee freelygat 
him. Whereupon being puffed up with pride, after hee had paſſed the Alpes, 
mind was wholly ſet upon a journey to Rome. But hearing that Alaricus the Got 
who had favoured his part was dead, hee returned to Arles, where hee ſctled his 
periall ſeat, cauſed the Citieto bee called Conſtantine, and commanded the cout: 
and afſemblics of ſeven Provinces, there to bee holden. In the meane time Gave 
tius excited the ſouldiers againſt their Lord,and when he had treacherouſly Lane® 
ſoanc Conftans at Vienna in France, beſieged Conſtantine alſo hirmſelfe with 
Arles. But after that one Conſtantius ſeat by Honorius with a great armie, m#

From this time forward our writers for a great while have not ane word of Wight 
unto the yeareof our Lord,one thouſand fixcie fix,in which,Toſtie King Haralds by. 
ther with certaine men of warre, and Rovers ſhips out of Flanders in hatred of hy 
brother invaded ir, and after he had compelled the Iſlanders to pay him tribute; 
parted. Some few yeares after ,as we read in the old booke of Carteſ broke Priovie, which 
fter Robert Glover Somerſet, ſhewed me , who carried as it were the Sunne light of ancin 
Genealogies and Pedigrees in his hand. Like 4s, faith this booke, William the Baſtard cone 
red Encland, even ſo William Fitz-Osbern his Mareſchal and Earle of Hereford, cage 
redthe Iſle of Wight, and was the firſt Lord of Wight.

Stephens followers) that nothing now remaineth of it but the bare name inthenar 
ſtreet. Nigh whereunto, King Henrie the Firſt having plucked downea little Ny 
neriethat Queene Alfrith had founded in former times , to make fſatisfaRion forke. 
wicked deeds, built for Monks a ſtately and ſumptuous Abbay , andenricheditnith 
great revenewes. Which Prince, to ſpeake our of his very Charter of the foundation, 
Becauſe three CAbbaies in the Realme of England were in old time for their ſinnes defi. | 
ed, towit, Reading, Chelſ(cie, and Leonminſter, which a long time were held in Laymn 
hands : by the adviſe of the Biſhops, built a new Monaſterie of Reading and gevenn| 
it Reading , Chelſtie , and Leonminſter, In this Abbay was the founder himlelk 
King Henrie, buried with his wife both vailed and crowned for that ſheekal 
beene a Queene, and a profeſſed Nunne, and with them their daughter Mand, s 
witneſ{eth the private Hiſtorie of this place, although ſomereport, that ſhe waa 
terred at Becc in Normandie.

And incredibleit is how much ground the kings of England have 
ſuffered every where to lie untilled, and ſer a part for to empale & encloſe ſuch deere, 
or,as they ule to ſay, have afforeſted. Neither can I think, that any thing elſe was the 
cauſe thereof, but onely the overmuch delight in hunting, or to maincaiac the Kings

Camel, Oking, where King Henry the 
feventh repaired and enlarged the Manour houſe beeing the inheritance of the La- 
dy Mew Counteſſe of Richmont his mother, who lived there in her later time, 
Newsrk ſomcrime a ſmall Priory invironed with divided ftreames : Pyriford, where 
in our remembrance Edward Earle of Lincolne Lord Clinton, and Admirall of Eng- 
land built him an houſe; and 0ckbem hard by, where that great Philoſopher and f, 
ther of the Nominals Wiliam de Ockham was borne and whereof hee tooke that 
name: as of the next village Ripley, G. de Ripley a ringleader of our Alchimiſts, and

Lomy or clayiſh rode,or hich, famous in formerrtimes for the death of * Canutus rhe * Hardy- 
Hardie, King of England, who there amid his cups yielded up his virall breath; For <**- 
hee, becing given wholly ro banqueting and feaſting, cauſed royall dinners foure 
rimesevery day,(as Hewry of Huntingdon, reporteth) to be ſerved up forall his courr, 
chooſing rather to have his invited gueſts, ro ſend away whole diſhes untouched, 
than other commers unbidden to call for more viands to be upon his table. Bur 
now this place is of the greater name and more trequented by reaſon of the Archbi- 
ſhop of Canterburie his palace. For, Baldwine Archbiſhop of Canterbury about 
the yeare of Chriſt 1183. having made an exchange with the Biſhop of Ro. 
cheſter, purchaſed a manour in this place wherein hee began to build a palace for 
himſelfe and his ſucceſſouts : which they by little and lirtle encreaſed. Bur when 
they went abour to erect a collegiat Church heere alſo, good G O D, whar poſting 
was there ro Rome with complaints and appeales, from the Monkes of Cancerbutrie, ' 
how many fiery thunderbolts,menaces and cenſures were ſent out from the Biſhop of 
Rome againſt theſe Archbiſhops £ For theſe Monkes were in bodily teare; leaſt this 
would bee their utter undoing, and a prejudice .unto them in the EleRions of the 
Archbiſhops.

But lit dh 
ing without lawfull iflue in the twelfth yeare of Edward the thirds raigne, Ala 
his fifter and heire wedded unto Edmund Earle of Arundel, by her manux} 
brought this honour of Surrey into the houſe of Arsndels.

This 
Brember was a caſtle ſometime of the Breoſes : For, King William the firſt gave it 
unto: William de Breoſe, from whom thoſe Breoſes are deſcended, who were Lords of 
Gower and Brechnock : and from them alſo, both in this County and in Leiceſterſhire, 
are come the Families of the $hirleys, Knights. But now in ſtead of a Caſtle, there is 
nothing bur an heape of rubble and ruines. A little from this Caſtle lieth Stening, 
a great mercate , and at certaine ſet daies much frequented, which in CMelfrids 
will, unlefſe I be deceived, is called Steningbar, in latter times it had a Cell of Black- 
Monkes wherein was enſhrined $. Cudman an obſcure Saint, and viſited by pilgrimes 
with oblations. 

That anciene place alſo, catled Poxrys Apvanr, as it ſeemeth is ſcarce three 
miles from this mouth of the river :/ where, when the Saxons firſt troubled our ſea 
with their piracies, the Band called Exploratorum under the Roman Emperours kept 
their Station; but now it ſhould ſeeme to-bee choked, and ſtopped up with huge 
heapes of beach gathered rogerher, For, that this was Ederingron a pretic village, 
which the ſaid Leſfred granted unto-his younger ſonne, both the name remaining Ederington. 
I part, and alſo certaine cattages adjoyning now called Portſlade, that is, The way to 
the Haven, doe after a. ſort perſwade: to ſay nothing, how cafily they might land 

E heere, the ſhore being ſo open and plaine. And for the ſame cauſe, our men in the 
reigne of King Henrie the Eighth, did heere eſpecially wait for the Frenchmens-gal- 
lies all the while they hovered on our coaſts and upon the ſudden ſer one ortwo cat- 
tages 0n fireat Brightbelmffed, which our anceſtours the Saxons termed Bpizhveal- 
mep-vun, the yery next road or harbour thercunto, 

Some few miles from hence, there diſchargeth it ſelfe into the ſea a certaine ri- 
ver, that hath no name, arifing out of S. Leonards forreſt neere unro Slaugham, the $1ugyam. 
habitation of the Coverts, who in King Henrie the third hiis daics flouriſhed in this 
quarter, with the degree of Knight-hood ; thence by Car&feld to Linfeld, where in 
former ages was a ſmall Nunnery ; and ſo by Malling ſome-time a Manour appur- 

F aning to the Archbiſhops of Canterburic, to Lews, which peradventure hath his Lees, 
name of paſtures called by the Engliſh Saxons Lerpa. This for frequencieof people 
andgreatneſſe is reputed one of the chicfeſt townes of the County : Scared it is up-

Abour 346. yeeres ſince this place became famous for the mortall and bloudie 
battaile berweene K. Henrie the third, and the Barons : in which, the proſperous be- 
ginning of the fight on the kings fide, was the overthrow of the kings forces. For, : 
whiles prince Edward the kings ſon, breaking by force through certain of the Barons * 263, 
rroups, careleſly purſued the enemies over far,as making ſare account ofthe viRtory - T1. 1.c ae 
the Barons having reinforced themſelves , giving a freſh charge, ſo diſcomfited, and of Lewes. 
puttoflight the Kings armie, that they conſtrained the King to accept unequall con- 
ditions of peace, and rodeliver his ſonne Prince Edward with others into their hands. 
From Lews the river, as it deſcendeth, ſo ſwelleth, that the botrom cannot containe 
it,and therefore makerh a large mere,and is fed more full with abrooker falling from 
Laughtow, a ſeat of Pelhamss,a family of eſpeciall relpedt, by Glne that is in the Britiſh 
tongue , the vale, the habitation of Aorleyes, whoſe antiquitic the name dothrteſti- 
fic. And afterward, albeit it gathereth it ſelfe into a changell, yet oftentimes ir over. 
fleweth the low lands abour-it to no ſmall detriment. Not farre from the ſaid mere, 
Furle ſheweth it ſelfe a principall manſion of the Gages, who advanced theireſtare

7undell, and beyond, the countrey along the coaſt : for a great breadth , mounterh 
up into high hilles, called the Downes, which for rich fertilirie giveth place to few 
valleys,and plaines: ſonow it falleth into ſuch a low levell and marſh,thar the people 
think it hath been over-flowed by the ſea.They call it Pevenſey Marſh,of Pevenſey the 
nexttowne adjoyning, which licth in the plaine ſomewhat within the land upon a 
{mall river, which often times overlaieth the lands adjacent. In the old Engliſh Saxon 
= it was walled, Peopenyea, in the Norman ſpeech Pevenſell, now common- 
ly, Pemſey : It hath had a meane haven, and a faire large caſtte, in the ruinous walles 
whereof, remaine great bricks, ſuchas the Britans uſed, which is ſome argument of 
aHtiquitie thereof, It betongedin the Conquerours timeto Robert Earle of pum 
Moriten,halfe brother by the mothers ſide to the Conquerour,and then had fiftic and gornieuſr,pag, 
lix Burgelſes, Afrer the attainder of his Sonne William Earle of Moriton, it came to '5*:

co a full periodand finall end. Forthere , King Harold in the yeere of ourlai 
1066. the day: before the Ides of Octaber , albeit his forces were muchwedlad 
ina former fight withthe Danes,and{ his ſoldiers wearied beſides with alongjoul 
from,beyond Yorke, encountred him ina place named Fpiton. Whenche Non 
had ſoundedthe Barraile, firſt the skirmiſh continued for a pretty while withhowd 
arrowes from-both ſides; then, ſetting footeto foote, asif chey fought mani 
they. maintained, fighta longer time : But when the Engliſhmen had moſt 
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—ived cheir firſt violent on ſer, the Norman horſmen with full cariere put forward 
and gave an hot charge. But ſeeing they alſo could not breake the batraile, | 
retired for the nonce, and yer kept their rankes in good order. The ho mer ſup< 
ſing them to flie, preſently diſranged themſelves, and in diſray preaſfed hard upon 
the enemies : but they,all ona ſudden bringing backe their companies charged them 
a freſh on every {ide with all their joynt forces rhicke united rogether and ſo enclo- 
Gns them round about, drove them backe with great ſlaughter : who nor withſtan- 
ding having gotten the higher ground withſtood the Normans a long'time , untill 
Yrold him(clfe was ſhot through with an arrow and tell downe : forthen 
z ſtraightwaies chey turned their backes and berooke themſelves every man to o_ 
The Duke lofty, and haughty with this victory, and yer not unmindfull of God the 
ver thereof, erreted in memoriall of this batraile an Abbey ro the glory of God, 
2nd $, Martin, which he called de Bello, or Bartaile Abbey, in that very place where 
Havld after many a wound and ſtab among the thickeſt of his cnemies gave up the 
phoſt, that the ſame might bee as it were an everlaſting monument of the Normans 
vieorie : and therein he offered his ſword , and royall robe which he ware, the day 
of his Coronation. Theſe the Monkes kept untill their ſupprefſion, as alſoa table of 
the Normans gentry which entred with the Conguerour; but ſo corruptly in later 
times, that they inſerted therein the names of ſuch as were their benefaours, and 
whoſoever the favour of fortune or vertue had advanced to any eminencie in 
the ſubſequent ages. About this Abbey there grew afterwards a towne of the ſame 
name: or, (that [ may uſe the words of the private Hiſtory of this Abbey) As he 
Abbey encreaſed, there were built about the compaſſe of the ſame one hundred and fifteene 
buſes of which the towne of Battell was made, Wherein there is a place called by a 
French word Sangue lac , of the bloud there ſhed : which by nature of the 
ſeemeth after raineto wax red. Whence, William Newborough, wrote although un- 
truely, thus : The place, in which there was a very great ſlaughter of the Engliſh men figh- 
ting for their countrey if peradventure it be wet with any ſmall ſhowre, (weateth forth very 
freſh bloud endeed : as if the very evidence thereof aid plainely declare that the woyce of 
ſo much Chriſtian bloud there jhed doth ſtill cry from the earth to the Lord. But to the 
laid Abbey King William the Conquerowr granted many and great priviledges. And 
among other, to uſe the very words of the Charter. If any thiefe murderer, or felon for 
feareof death fly and come to this Church, l:t hins have no harme but be diſmiſſed and ſent 
away free from all puniſhment. Be it lawfull alſo for the Abbat of the ſame Church to dcli-

This good man moved with humane frailtie promiſah wnto thesi 
ſumme of money,and for the obtaining thereof did ſet downe a time berweene , thatifh 
ſpace he could not by ſome acceptable ranſome eſcape this momentany death, hee mig ys 
the meane while purge bimelfe with many a groane,to be off ered as a lively ſacrifke nn 
Lord.But when all the time & ſpace appointed were come & gone,this greedy gulft of WA 
called forth the ſervant of the Lord,& in threatning wiſe demands thus tribute promjuw® 
to them to be ſpedily and out of hand paid.

Laſtly, Whether any place in cither of the two ſhores taketh name in the ancient 
language, of a breach, a plucking away,divition, ſeparation or ſuch like * as Rheginms 
which ſtanderh upon the Sicilian Streight,is named of the Greeke word raw thar is, 
to breake, becauſe inthat place, by the violent force of waves Szcilie was broken off 
from Itaze.

They that would have Britaine to have been the very continent of Gawle after that 
univerſall deluge, argue from the wolves, whereof there were many amoog us in-old 
time, like asat this day in Scotland and Ireland.

Bur that famous and learned man Hoſdirgly, 
Chancellour of France, a very skilfull Antiquary, avoucheth, that Cafes is nomy, 
ent towne, but was only a ſmall village, ſuch asthe French-menterme Burgady,y, 
till that Philip Earle of Bolen, walled it about, not very many yeares before. gy 
Engliſh won it. Neither is it red in any place, that men tooke ſhipping there fork 
raine, before thoſe times. I thinke therefore that 7:jwm isto bee ſought ſome wha 
elſe : that is ro fay, below, at Yitſan, neere unto Blackneſſe,which we call Whieſa,th 
word founding not inuch unlike to 1:##m9. For, that all men croſſed over our ofihy 
hand rhither, and embarqued there to ſaile hither, wee obſcrved out of our ownely 
ſtories : in ſo much as certaine lands were held in Coper /andneere Dover by lervicy 
hold rhe Kings head betweene Dover and Whit-ſand when ſoever hee crofledthe nt 
there. And Lews the younger French King when he came in devout pilgrimagey

beaſts), hath beene by lictle and lircle laied unto the land by the benefit of ' 
Whereupon I may well and truely terme it the Seas gift, like as Herodotus called $4 
gypt.the gift of the river N:{«s, and a very * learned man termed the paſture 
Holland , the gifts of the North-wind and the river Rene. For, the fea to makts 
mends ycilded that againe in this place (which it ſwallowed up elſe where in 
coaſt) cirher by retyring backe,or by laying oze therero from rime to time :as ſont 
places which inthe remembrance of our grandfarhers, lay cloſe unto the ſeathay 
are now dif-joyned a mile or two from the ſea.

_— polkfſed) along the river Yage or Wye, that parteth England and Wales, was why: 
beſpred wich thicke tall woods: we call it at this day, Deane forreſt: The Laine wk 
ſome name it of the Danes Danica Sylvarhe Danes wood, orhers with Girald,the Was © 
Danubia. But I would thinke, if it had nor this name of Deas a little rowne x 
ning, that by ſhore cutting the word, it was called Deane, tor Arden. Whichy 
both Gauls and Britans in ancient times may ſeeme co have uſed tor a wood, tas 
dering that two mighty great woods, the one in that part of Gaw/e called Gallie Bu 
ca, and the other among us in Warwick-ſhire, arc by one and the (elfc ſame wy 
termed Arden. For, this was a wonderfull thicke Forreſt , and in formeraes 
darke and terrible, by reaſon of crooked and winding ways, as alſo the griflytuy 
therein, that it made the inhabirants more firrce, and bolder ro commit robbaig o 
For inthe reigne of Hepry the ſixt they ſo inteſtcd all Severne fide with rod 
ſpoiling, thar there were lawes made by authoricy of rhe Parliament, for torclhy 
them. Bur fince that rich Mines of Iron were keere found out, thole thicke watk | 
began ro wax thin by little and lictle. In this Forreſt, upon the foreſaid riverſtal 
Twudenhan and Wollaſton, two townes of good antiquity, which Walter and Riga 
brechren of Giſlebert Lord of Clare wreited our of the Welch-mens hands, aboutte 
yeare 1160. As allo Lidzty is adjuyning to them, where Sir Williams Winter, View. 
mirall of England, a renowned Knight tor Sea-ſervices ( as his brother Arthur (la 
in Orkeney-Iſies) built a faire houſe. But the moſt ancient rowne of all othesi 
Azonz or Avons, mentioned by Antozine the Emperour in his lone). 
which having nor loſt that name altogether, is at this day called Avent: alu 
rowne indeed , but ſtanding upon Severne, juſt nine miles, as hee writeth, us 
VENTASILYVRYM, Or Caer-went. 

And ſecing that Avon in the Brictiſh tongue importeth C4 River, it halldew 
ſtrange thing, if wethinke it ſo called of the river : for in the very {ame ſigniticam

It 1s 2 great and faire 
rowne, having three bridges ro paſſe over, ſtanding upan three rivers, famous for 
making of Wollen cloath,and the beſt muſtard ; which for the quicke heate that it hath, 
biterh moſt and piercerh deepeſt : but moſt famous in times paſt by reaſon of an anci- 
ear Monaſtery which Dodo a man of great power in Mercia founded inthe yeare 715, 
where beforetimehe kept his royall court, as is teſtified by this inſcription which 
there remained long after. ©

Nor many yeeres after, thoſe Engliſhmen who could not endure the infolen © 
command of rhe Normans, preſuming upon the naturall ſtrength of the place, choſe 
it for their chiefe Hold and ſear of refiltance, yea and from rhence troubledthe 
Conquerour not a little. For, Wiliam Gemeticenſis writerh thus. They went into ugert 
of the Country which for waters and woods pas inaccefible, raiſing a Caiilenitha nt 
rong trench and rampier, which they called Dunholme : out of which mating manyrules 
ſundry waies, for 4 certaine ſpace they kept themſebves cloſe there, waiting for the contuing of 
Swene King of the Danes. But when that fellnot out according to Lecir apians "I 
they provided forthemſelves by flight: and King Wiliam comming ro Dutham, 
granted many priviledges for eſtabliſhing the liberty of the Church, andbuilethe '»

flowre of hisage inured to many a warre;and exerciſed in moſt dangeroustroublesqf

Betwixt the meeting of D 
theſerivers,the ancient City Cariile is paſſing commodiouſly and plealantly feared, 
garded on the North fide with the chancll of Eden ,onthe Eaſt with, Pererall, onthe 
Weſt with Caud - and befide theſe naturall fenſes it is fortified with'ſtrong wallsof 
ſtone, with a caſtle and a citadell!, as they tearme ir, In faſhion ir lyeth ſomewis 
long,running outfrom Weſtto Eaſt : on the Welt fide is the Caſtle ofa poſtage 
compaſſe,which King Richard the third, as appeareth by his Armes,repaired.

chandiſe ſo freſhly,that for quick commerce & wealth it became in very flouriſhing D Il Þ 
eſtate; in which regard King Richard the ſecond granted thata ſword ſhould bee 
carried before the Malor.and King Henry the fixth made ita County, anc by 
#: ſelfe, Tris diſtant from the firſt Meridian or Weſt line 21. degrees and 30. mi 
nutes, and from the ZquinoRiall line toward the North pole 34. degrees and 57, 
minutes.

It was the firſt thing alwayes 
that borh nations tooke care of whenſoever they were at any diſcord: fo that fince 
thetime that King Edward the firſt of that name , firſt wreſted it perforce out of the 
Scots hands, the Scots have oftentimes repoſſeſſed it, and the Engliſhmen as often 
$ recovered it from them againe.. Butler us here (if you pleaſe) abridge the Hiſtory 
thereof, Ofthis Berwicke T have read nothing of greater antiquity that this, thar 
William King of Scots being aken Priſoner in the field by the Engliſh, delivered it 
up unto our King Henry the ſecond for his enlargement out of priſon, on this con- 
dition, thatunleſſe by a centaine day appointed hee payd a fumme of money for his 
ranſome, it ſhould belong unto rhe Crowne of England for ever ; and preſently , as ic 
isin the Polychronicon of Durham ,"the ſaid King Henry fortified it with a Caſtle, 
Howbeit King Richard the firſt , upon payment of the money releaſed it againe un- 
tothe Scotiſh. Afterwards: King John, as we read in the hiſtory of XMelroſſe, wonne 
both the towne and Caſtle of Berwick,whas time as he withbis Rutars burn Werke, Rox- 
C burgh, Murford and Morpath,yea and laidall Norchumberland waſt becauſe the Barons 
of Northumberland had done homage at Felton to Alexander King of Scots, Many 
yeeres after, when Jobn Baliol King of Scots had broken his oath, King Edwardthe 
firſt, inthe yeere of ſalvation 1297. brought Berwzck under his ſubjeRion: yer with- 
io alittle while after , when the fortune of warre began to ſmile upon the Scots, 
they ſurpriſed it ſtanding for-ler and negleAed, bur ſtraightwayes it was yeelded up, 
and the Engliſh became Maſters of it. Afterward; in that looſe reigne of King Ed- 
ward the ſecond, Peter ky betraied it unto Robert Bras King ofthe Scots, who 
hotly aſſaulred ir: and the Engliſh laid fiege unto it in vaine , ugrtill that our HeBor, 
King Edward the third, inthe yeere of Chriſt 1333 . ſetring valiantly uponir,wonne 
Ditas happily. Howbeit in thereigne of Richard the ſecond, cerraine Scottiſh rob- 
bers upon a ſudden ſurpriſed the Caſtle : but within nine dayes Henry Pearcy Earle 
of Northumberland regained ir. Scarce ſeven yeeres were overpalſed, when the 
Scots recovered ir againe, not by force but by money : For which cauſe, the ſaid 
Henry Percy, Governour of the place, was accuſed of high treaſon: but he,with mo- 
ney likewiſe corrupted both their faith and forticude, and ſtreightway got it in his 
hands againe. A great while after, when England was even pining by reaſon of civill 
warte, King Henry the ſixth being now fl:d the Realme into Scotland, ſurrendred it 
up intothe hands of the Scot,for to be ſecured of his life and ſafery in Scotland. But 
ifter twenty two yeercs were expired, Sir Thomas Stanley, not wichout loſſe of his 
£ men, reduced it under the command of King Edward the Fourth. Since which 
- time, our Kings have art divers times fortified and fenced it with new works: but cſ- 
pecially Q1een Elizabeth, who of late, tothe terrour of the enemy, and ſafeguard of 
her ſtare, encloſed ir abour in a narrower compaſle within the old wall, with an high 
| mall of ſtone moſt ſtrangely compaRted together ; which thee hath ſo forewarded a- 
| fine with a counterſcarfe , a banke round about , with mounts of earth caſt up by 
| mans hand, and open terraces above head, that either the forme of theſe munitions, 
/ orſtrength thereof may juſtly cur off all hope of winning ir. To ſay nothing all this 
while of the valour of the gariſon ſouldiers,the ſtore of great Ordnance and furniture 
dwarre, which was wonderfull.

Now vneat having bm enformed before what ſcarcity of viRuals be ſhoald 
de im thoſe parts, had received at a certaine Abbey ſome loaves of white bread, and a 
Yahles of ret mine © which when they had byoug hr forth, the people made a greater wan- 
det than before,as who bad never ſeen enhey wine or white bread. There approached un- 
wthetable great bellied women and their hmbands,who comer, the bread, & ſmelling. 
10 the wine, traven ſome part thereof, and there was no remedy but to deale and give all 
awiy among them. Now when we had ſiren at ſapper untill it was rwo howres mithinnight, 
the Prieſt and our Hoaſt together with the children and all the men,lefis/Encas,and made 
haſte away ; for they ſaid they were to flye for feare of the Scors anto 8 certainepile, that 
ſtood a great way off © which Scors,at a low water when the tide was paſt uſed ro paſſe over 
the river,and fall ro boot-haling. But they would in no wiſe take e/Eneas with then, al- 
though hee mtreated them very inſtantly; no nor any woman, albeit among ft them there 
weremany both young maids,and wives paſving faire © For they areperſwaded yerily, 
that the enemies will doe them no hurt, as who rethou whoredome no burt nor evill at all. 
Sve/Encas remaines theyre alont with two ſervants and his Guide, in company of an hun- 
drid women ; who ſitting roundin a ring with a good fire in the mids before them, fell to 
buchell and dyeſſe hemp, ſate up all night wahou ſitep, and had @ great deale of talk with 
0 bis Interpreter.When the night was fay ſpent,what wuh barking of dog1,and gaogling of 
geeſe, a mig hty noiſe and outcry was madecthen all the women ſlipped forth divers wazes, 
bis Guade alſo made ſhift to be gone, and all was of an hurry, as rf the enemies had beene 
come. But v/Eneas thought it his beſt courſe to expebt the event within bus bed- chamber, 
(and that was a ſtable) for feare leſt f he bad runne forth of dores jenowing not the way, 
be (bould betome a prey and booty to him that ſhould firſt meet him.But ſee, fireightwaces 
the women returned with the Imerpreter , bring word all was well ; and that they were

acizmhorm the Britans call Gury s Britazb,as it were, Mounrainers,was ereted;thar 
whichteached:from 7 ees tothe Scoreafb. Frith, was the beit part thereof, and ſub- 
kittothe Kings of North-hamberland : who having fimſhed their period, whatfo- 
&erlay beyond Twede, became Scottiſh and was counted Scotland 4-FhetiEgberrt

ing ranne through with a Javelin by a thiefe , ended his life. Afrer this, Goſpatriche 
purchaſed the Earldomeofthe Conquerour , who nor long after depoſed him from 
that honour; and then ſucceeded after him waldeof Siwards ſonne, His fortune was B 
to loſe his head; and in his roome was placed walcher Biſhop of Durham, who(like 
as Robert Comin his ſucceſſour) was {laine ina tumultuous commotion of the com» 
mon people. Afterwards Robers Mowbrayattained to the ſame honour, which hee 
ſoone loſt through his owne perfidioustreacherie, when he deviſed to deprive King 
william Rufw of his royall eſtate,and to advance Stephen Earle of Al ſonne 
to the Conquerors fiſterhereunto.

Earldome for a ſumme of money,unto Hugh Pudſey Biſhop of Durham for tearmof{; © 
his life, ſcoffing that he had made a young Earle of an old Biſhop. But whentheſwd, 
King was impriſoned by the Emperony an bus returne out of the Holy-land,and Hughfo 
bs delzverie had contribuied only 2000. pounds of filver,which the King took nor wellas..../ 
bis hands,becauſe he was deemed to have performed but alutle , whom hee underfigod 19. 
have raiſed and gotten together a huge maſſe of money,under pretence of bis — L 
releaſe,he deveſt ed and deprived bim of his Earldome. After which time the ticleofthe 
Earledomeof Northumberland lay diſcontinued about an hundred and foureſcore.

humberland out of this tamily, was Henrie Percie, begotten of Marie daughterit9:

for his marriall proweſſe , was rewarded alſo by King Edward the: thitd with faite 
pofſeſſions in Scorland,created Earle of North-humberland by King Richard thekt- 
cond on the day of his Coronation , and much enriched by his ſecond wife Dame 
Maud Zucze (although by her hee had no iſſue) upon a fine levied unto her, thath® | 
ſhould beare quarterly the Armes ofthe Zucies with his owne,and lived 1n great ho- 
nour, confidence, and favour with King Richard the ſecond.

ſuramed H9t-Spurre, with a power of menagainſt the King , who-both loſt their 
livesat the barraile of Shrewes bury. Whereupon he was proclaimed traitour,and at- 
ainted ; bur ſhortly after, by a kind of connivency,received againe intothe Kings fa- 
your (unto whom he wasa terrour) yea and reſtored to all his lands arid goods, fave 
onely the 1/le of Han,which the King reſumed into his owne hands. Howbeit within 
eawhile after, being now become popular, and over forward to enrertaine new de- 
, and having procured the Scots to bandy and joyne with him in armes, him- 
them perſon entred with banner diſplayed intothe field, againſt the King, asanU- 
,and ona ſudden at Barrhammore in a tumultuary skirmiſh in the yeere 1408; 
wasdiſcomfited and flaine by Thomas Rokesbythe high Sheriffe of Yorke+ſhire. E- 
yen yeeres after, Henry, this mans nephew by his ſonne Henry Hor- Spur (whoſe 
mother was Elizabeth,daughter to Edmund Moriimer the elder, Earle of March, by 
Philippa the daughter of Leonel Duke of Clarence) wasreſtored in bloud and inhe- 
ritance by authority of Parliament, in the time of King Henry the fifth: which 
Henry Pexcie, whiles he ſtoutly maintained King Henry the' fixth his part againſt 
the houſe of Yorke, was ſlaine ar thebattell of Saint 41bans, like as his ſonnc Hen- 
'y,the third Earle of Norchumberland , who married Aelexor, the daughter of Ri-

farrendred this ticle into the my and was created by him Marqueſſe on- 
reme. Aﬀter this Henry Percy, the ſonne of Henry Percy aforeſaid , recovering the 
E favour of King Edwardthe fourth, obtained reſtitution in bloud, and herediraments; 
whoin the reigne of Henry the ſeventh was ſlaine by the countrey people, thar a- 
dout a certaine levie of money exated by an AR of Parliament, roſe up againſt the 
Colleours and Aſſeſſours thereof. After him ſucceeded Hexry Pexcy , the fifth 
Earle, whoſe ſonne Henry by a daughter and Cohcire of Sir Robere Spenſer, and E- 
lexor the daughter likewiſe and Coheire of Edwand Beaufort Duke of Somerſer, 
wasthe fixth Earle 5 who(having no children, and his brother Thomas being execu- 
ted for taking armes againſt King Henry theeighth, in the firſt difference about Re- 
lgion) as if now that family had beene at a finall end for ever) prodigally gave away 
apreat part of that moſt goodly inheritance untothe King and others. Some few 
F yeeres after, Sir John Dudley Earle of Warwick, got to himlelfethe title of Duke of 
Northumberland,by the name of JohnEarlof Warwick, Marſhal of England,Vicount 
Liſle, Baron Somery,Baſſet,and Ties, Lord of Dudley,Great Maſter and Steward of the 
Tags beuſe; whenas inthe tender age of King Edward the ixth, the Chieftaines 
and leaders of the factions ſhared titles of honour among themſelves , their fautors, 
andfollowers. This was that Duke of Northumberland, who for the time, likeunto 
a tempeſtuous whiclewind , began to ſhake and teare the publicke peace oy the

and ſooth up thoſethat bee in higheſt place.) For which being attained 
treaſon, he loſt his head , and at his execution embraced and publikely pre 
pery,which long before,cither ſeriouſly or colorably for his own ad 

renounced. When he was gone, Queene Mary reftored Thomas Percy ns 
to Henry the ſixth Earle by his brother Thomas, unto his bloud, and by anew Py. 
tent created him firſt Barox Percy, and anon Earle of Northumberland, 

and the heires males of bis body, and for default thereof, to bus brother Hen; a 
heires males. But this Thomas the ſeventh Earle, for his treaſon to Princtatd cout, 
try, under maske of reſtoring the Romiſh religion againe, loſt both life 

inthe yeere 1572. Yerthrough the ſingular favour and bounty of QueenElizaherh 
according to that Patent of Queene Mary,his brother Henry ſycceededakiet him,as 
the cighth Earle ; who inthe yeere 1585. ended his dayes in priſon, and hadl farhis 
ſucceſſor Henry his ſonne, by Katherinthe eldeſt daughter , and one ofthe beirexcs, 
John Nevill, Lord Latimer, the ninth Earle of Northumberland ofthis family;

Since 
when, in proceſſe of time new titles of honours were much taken up, and Scotland as 
wellas England, hath had Dukes, Marquefles,Earles, Vicounts,and Barons. As for the 
tileof Duke, the firſt that brought irinto Scotland was King Robert the third,a- 
boutthe yeere of Salyation 1400 .like as the honourabletitles of Marqueſſe and Vi- 
count were firſt brought in by our moſt gracious Soveraigne, King James the ſixth, 
Theſe are counted Nobles of the higher degree, and have both place and voice inthe 
Parliaments,and by a ſpeciall name are called Lords, like as alſothe Biſhops. 
Among the Nobles of a lower degree, iti the firſt place are ranged Knights, who 
prefily are dubbed with greater ſolemaity than in any other place throughour all 
Furope,by taking of an oath, and are proclaimed by the publike voice of an Herald, 
Ofa ſecond ſortare they, whoare tearmed L airds and Barons : among whom none 
were reckoned in old tim<,birt ſuch as held immediatly from the King,lands in Chef,

Theſe Sheriffes are all for themoſt 
part hereditarie. For the Kings of Scots, like as of England alſo, to oblige more 
ſurely unto themthe better ſort of Gentlemen by their benefits and' favours, made 
in old time theſe Sheriffes hereditarie and perpetuall. But the Engliſh Kings ſoone 
perceiving the inconveniences thereby enſuing, of purpoſe changed this ordet,and F 
appointed them from yeere toyeere. There be civill Courts alſo in everie regaliti

that he gave his ſonne #4hred to the King for an hoſtage, and himſelfe'wearie of this 
world, rooke the habit ofa Chanon at Holy Rood houſe in Edenburgh. As for #+« 
ved, Gilbert his younger brother rooke him priſoner in batraile, and whenhee had 
arour his rongae, and plucked his eyes forth of his head, he cruelly bereaved him 
boch of life and inheritance . But within ſome few yeeres, when Gilber: was dead, 
1fhreds ſonne recovered his fathers inheritance, who of a fiſter of William XMdjvz 
Conſtable of Scotland, begat Alan Lord of Galloway , and Conſtable bf Scotland: 
DThis Alan, by Margaret the eldeſt daughter of David Earle of Huntingdon, had Dey- 
whilda wife ro Fobn Balliol, and the mother of John Ball:ol King of Scotland, who 
extended with Robert Brw for the Kingdome of Scotland; and by a former wife, 
git ſeemerh , hee had Helex, married to Roger 2uincy Earle of Wincheſter, who 
thereby was Conſtable of Scotland, like as William Feryars of Groby, the Nephew 
ofthe ſaid Roger by a daughter and one of the heires. But theſe Engliſhmen ſoone 
btheir inheritance in Scotland, as alſo the dignitic of Conſtable : which the Com- 
ans Earles of Bucquan, deſcended likewiſe from a daughter of Roger 2uincie,obtai- 
ted, untillir was tranſlated unto the Earls of 4rro/l.Burthe title of the Lords of Gat- 
boy fell afterward to the family of the Dougloſſes.

- pence unto the Scottiſh nation, which by their valour had deſerved paſſing well of 
thekingdom of Francezwhoalſo by the ſamePrince for his vertues ſake was endow-. 
ed withthe Seigniorie of Aubignyin Auvergne. John had'a ſonne named Manbew 
Earle of Lennox, who wedded the daughter of James Hamw:ilonby Mariondaugh- 
terto King James the ſecond ; on whom he begat John Earle of Lennox © hee taking 
armesto deliver King Jawesthe fifth out of the hands ofthe Dowglaſſes and the Ha- 
miltons, was (laine by the Earle of Arran his Unkle on the mothers fide. This John 
was father to Matthew Earle of Lexnox , who having ſuſtained ſundrie troubles in 
France and Scotland, found fortune more friendly to him in England, through the 
F YI x fvourof King Henrie the eighth, conſidering thar hee beſtowed upon him in mar- 
nage his Neice, with faire lands. By the mcanes of this happie marriage were 

brought into the world Henrie and Charles.

But whenthe Northerne nations in the reigne of Commodau, having paſſed once 
over this wall, had made much waſt and ſpoile inthe countrey, the Emperour Seve. 
19,25 I havealreadie faid;repaired this wall of Hadrian. Howbeit afterwardstheRo- 
mans broughteftſoones the countrey lying berweene, under their ſubjeRion, For 
Niniu hath recorded, that Carawſiw under Diocletian ſtrengthened this wall no © 
ther time, and fortified it with ſevencaſtles. Laſtly, the Romanes fenſed this 
(when Theodoſim the younger was Emperour) under the conduRof Galle of Rovey- 
#4. Now, ſaith Bede, they made aturfe wall, rearing it not ſo much with flexi @ with 
turfes (as baving no canning Artificer for ſogreat a piece of worke) and the ſameny 
wſe, berweene two Friths or Armes of the ſea, for many miles in length © that where thi 
fenſe of water was wanting, there by the belpe of a wall they might defend their birders 
from the invaſion of enemies © of which worke, that #s 10 ſay, a very broad andbighual, 

4 141 may ſee to this day moſt certaine and evident remaines. | 
This wall began, as the Scots in theſe dayes give our, at the river Aven, thatgo- 
eth into £denborrough Forth , and having paſſed over the riverer Carron, rexcheth 
unto Deabritton, But Bede, as I ſaid erewhile, affirmeth that ir beginnethinaplace 
called Pen vael, thats, in the Pics language, as muchas The bead of thewal; inthe 
Britans rongue Pex-Gual,in Engliſh Pexwaltos, in Scottiſh Ceval* all whichnames 
nodoubt are derived from Yallumin Latine : and he ſaith, That place is almoſt two 
miles from Abercarvig or Abercurving. Andit endeth, asthe comnionſort thinke, 
at Kirk- Patricke, the native ſoile (as ſome wriceth) of Saint Patrick the lriſh-mens 
Apoſtle, necre unto Clayd; according to Bede, at Alcluid; after Ninius, atthe Citic 
Pen Alcloyt, which may ſeemeall one. 

Now this wall is commonly called Grahams dyke ; either of Grahaw a watlike 
Scot, whoſe valour was eſpecially ſeene when the breach was made throughir, of 
elſe of the hill Grampze, at the foot whereof ir ſtood. The author of Rots Tewe- 
rum calleth it the wall of Aber-cornerh, that is, of the month of the yeuer Cornet * 
where, in Bedes time, there was a famom monafterie ſtanding, as be hath recorded,uy-F 
on Engliſh ground, but neere uno that frith or arme of the ſea,which in thoſe dazes ſeve- 
red the lands of the Engliſh and the PAs. - : 

Hard by this wall of turfe, what way as the river Cerron croflcrh this Sheriffdome 
of Sterling, toward the left handare ſeene two mounts caſt up by mans hand, which 
they call Dux: pace, that is, Knoles of peace 2 and almoſt rwo miles lower there is a 
ancient round building, foure and twentie cubits high , and thirtecne broad, open in 
the top, framed of rough ſtone withour lime, having the upper part ofeverie ttoneſo 
tenanted intothe nether, as that the whole worke ſtill rifing narrow , by a 
interlacing and claſping, upholdeth it ſelfe. Some call this the Temple of God 
Tazxx1xus , others Arthurs- Oven, who father everie tarely and ſumptuous thing 
upon Arthur. Others againe, Juliw Hoff, and ſuppoſe it to have been built by Jol® 
Ceſer. But I would think rather that Juliw Agricohe built it, who fortified this fron- 
tier part, were it not that Niniw hath already cnformed us, that itwas x 
Carauſim for a triumphall Arch.

This 4:bol,that I may digreſſcalittle out of my way,is infamous for witches and 
wicked women: the countrey, otherwiſe fertile enough, hath vallies beſpread with C 
forreſts : namely where that Woop Car = vox1 a, dreadfull to ſeeto for the ſun- 
drie turningsand windings in and out therein,for the hideous horrour of dark ſhades, 
for the burrowes and dennes of wild bulls with thicke manes (whereof I made men« 
tion hererofore)extended it ſelfe in old timefarre and wide everic way in theſe pang, 
As for the places herein, they are of no great account, but the Earles thereofare ve- 
ry memorable, 

Thomas,a younger ſonne of Rolland of Galloway, was in his wives right Farle of 
Athol, whoſe ſonne Parricke was by the Byſers his concurrents murdered infend;at 
Hadingron in his bed-chamber, and forthwith the whole houſe wherein hee lodged 
burnt, that it might be ſuppoſed he periſhed by caſualtie of fire. %* 

In the Earldome there ſucceeded David Haftzgs, who had married the auntby 
the mothers ſide of Patricke ; whole ſonne that David ſurnamed of S:rrarhbogie may 
ſcemeto be,who alittle after,inthe reigne of Henric the third King of Englandþbei 
Earle of Athol, married one of the daughters and heires of Richard, baſe ſonneto 
John King of England, and had with her a verie goodly inheritancein , She 
bareunto him two ſonnes, John Earle of L7bol, who being ofa variable diſpolicion 
and untruſtie, was hanged upaloft ona gallowes fifrie foot high ; and David Earleof 
Athol, unto whom by marriage with one ofthe daughters and heires of John Coman 
of Badzenoth, by one of the hcires of CAamar de Yalence Earle of Penbroch, there 
fell great lands and pofſeffions. His ſonne David , who under King Edward the ſe- 
cond was otherwhiles amongſt Engliſh Earles ſummoned to theParliamenes iEng- 
land; and under King Edward Bale made Lord Lievtenant Generall of Scotland, 

; was vanquiſhed by the valerous prowefle of Andrew de 1urray , and flainginbat- 
taile withinthe Forreſt of Xelblexin the yeere of our Lord 1335. And his ſonne Da- 
vidleft two young daughters only,Elizabeth wedded unto Sir Thomas Perce,ftom 
whom the Barons of Burrough are deſcended : and Philip, married to Sir Thomas 
'Halſbaman Engliſh Knight. Then fell theritle of A:ho/unto that Walter Stewars, 
ſome to King Robert the ſecond, who cruelly murdered James the firſt , King of 
Scorland, and for this execrable crueltie ſuffered moſt condighe puniſhment ccot- 
dinigly : in ſo much as «£neas Sylvie, Embaſſadour at that time in Scotland trc F 
Pare Eugeninz the fourth, gaveout this ſpeech : That bee could nor tell whether hee 
ſhould give them greater commendations that revenged the Kings death, or brand them 
"— wel ſharper cenſure of condemnation, that Ifained themſelves with ſo bainow 6pare

Uato Periþ theſe places are neereneighbours, 3ſecbver, which Margaret an Eng. z 
liſh Ladie, widow unto King James the fourth, purchaſed with readie money forher 
third husband Heprie Sreward deſcended of the royall blood, and for his heires;ad 
withall obtained of her ſonne Kiog James the fifth for him the dignitie of a Baron, 
More beneath is Retheer, acaſtlc of the Rethwens, whoſe name is of damned 
rie,confidering that the three ſtates of the kingdome hath ordained, that whoſoever 
were of that name, ſhould forgoe the ſame , and rake unto them a new ; after tha 
the Rethuens, brethren ina moſt curſed and horrible conſpiracie, had complotredto 
murder their foveraigne King James the fixth , who had created William their fa. 
ther Earle of Gour:e,and afterward beheaded him being lawfully convicted, whenhe 


- would inſolently preſcribe lawes to his ſoveraigne. But of men condemned to per. 


pernall oblivion I may ſeeme to have ſaid overmuch , although it concerneth poſte. 
ritiealſo for a Cavear,that wicked generations be notified,as well as noiſome weeds

Lord Glamis , who now liveth , wasadvanced very lately by King James the Sixth 
ofthat name to the honour of the Earle of Xemghorz.

Hardby the mouth of Tayis fituate Dundee, ſometimes called .Al:8um 2 others 
tearme it in Latin 7 aodwnwm; a towne verily of great reſort and trade, andthe Con- 
ſable whereof by a ſpeciall priviledge is Standard-bearer to the King of Scots. He- 
for Boetims, who was here born,e th this name Dundee by way of allufion,to 
Donum Dez, that is, Gods gift. This Hefor, inthe reflouriſhing time of leaming, 
wrote the Scottiſh hiſtocie elegantly, and that out of ſuch hidden and farre ferched 
monuments of antiquitie, that Pauls Fovimw wondered inhis writings, there ſhould 
berecords extant for above a thouſand yeeres, of theſe remote parts of the world, 
Sotland,the Hebrides,and the Orcades s confidering that Italy , the nource of fine 
wits, for ſo many ages afcerthe Goths were caſt out,was defeRtive of writersand re- 
cords.

About the yeere 1242. John Comin was Earle of Anza , who dicd in France; and 
his widow (haply inheritrice to the Earldome) was marricd to Sir Gilbert Um- 
franvill an Engliſhman, For, both hee and his heites ſucceffively after him,were 
ſummoned tothe Parliaments in England(untill the third yeere of King Richard the 
ſecond)by the title of Earles of 4»gw. Howbeit the Lawyers of England refuſed in 
their Brieves and inſtruments to acknowledge him Earle, for that Angw was nor

But the Douglaſ- 
ſes, men of haughrie mindes and invincible hearts, from the time of King Robert the 
third have beene Earles of Angw (after that George Dowglaſſe hadtakento wife the 
Kings daughter) reputed the chiefe and principall Earlcs of Scotland , and to whom 
this office belongeth, to carriethe regall Crown before the Kings atall the ſolemne 
aſſemblies of the kingdome. The fixth Earle of .Azgw out of this ſtocke, was 4r- 
chebald, who eſpouſed Margaret daughter to Hentie the ſeventh K. of England, and 
C mother to Jamesthe fifth King of Scots, by whom he had iſſue Margaret wife to 
Matthew Stewart Earle of Lennox; who after her brothers decealc, that died child- 
| lefſe, willingly reſigned up her right and intereſt 1n this Earldome , unto Sir David 
| Doug laſſe of Peteindreich,herunkles ſonne by the fathers fide,and that with the con- 
ſent of her husband and ſonnes ; tothe end that ſhe might binderhe ſurer unto her 
ſelfe,by the linke alſo of a beneficiall demerite,that family,which otherwiſein bloud 
was moſt neere z what time as Henrie her ſon went about to wed Marie theQueen :

Now that otherwhiles there goeth ofitanill name, 
tis for that the inhabitants are in ſome places wilde and very uncivill, who ina mar- 
rellous contrarietie of nature,both love idlenefſe,and withall hate quictnefſe:who al- 
ſoare immoderately given to fleſhly luſt, and that over ſoone. For among the wil- 
derſort they beſtow their maidens in marriage;,as ripe and readie for husbands,when 
they be once ten,ortwelye yeeres of age. Neither will they by any meanes ſtay for a 
competent maturitie of yeeres, athing obſerved inall other countries. Butas tou- 
ching the manners and qualities of the Iriſh nation, I will diſcourſe more at large in

Not many yeeres afcer, theſe Scots in Ircland began to profeſſe Chriſtianitie, al- 
chovgh they would needs appropriate umo themſelves thar hiſtorie out of Rufinw, 
concerning the converſionof the Hiberranvin Aſia, and Celeſtin Pope of Rome ſent 
anto theſe Scots Paladizwthe Biſhop. Whereupon Proſper Aquiranm writeth in this 
#ancr againſt Collaror. Celeftin delrvered the Britans from the Pelagians bereſie,when 
he ſecluded cerraim enemies of grace,who held their own nattve countyey,even from that 
unknown part of the Ocean: and having ordained a Biſhop among the Scors whiles he la» 
hour e> ro keep an [land of che Romans am the Catholike fanh hebrowght alſo a barbarow 
natidn to be Chriflian. Yet Ninn wrieth, that Pal/ad:w being taken away by un- 

$timely dearh ir Brizaine, effected nothing : who alloreporteth our of the Iriſh wri- 

.yers, that Chriſtian religion was publiſhed and preached throughout Ireland by 
Saifit Patrick. For he being a Briran borne; and that as ſome will in Cluzdſdale, alli- 
edalſo to Sir Martinof Tourain,and adiſciple of Saint German, was appointed ſuc- 
ceſſour by Pope Celeſtinto Palladzw deceaſed ; who with ſo good ſucceſſe raughe 
and ſowed the ſeed of Chriſtian religion over all Ireland , that hee converted the 
orcareſt part by farre thereofunto Chriſt , and deſerved"the name of the Apoſtle of 
the Iriſhnation. Touching whom anancient writer, Hzer:zcw Antiſiodorenſis in his 
booke of Saint Germans miracles ; For as much as (ſaith be) theglory of a Father ap-

of ſo worthze a foumain drew no mean knowledge & learning inthe heavenly ſcriptures. 
whom alſo that moſt druine and godly Biſhop,conſidering to be in religion magnanimous, 
mvertues excellent,and in learning powerfull : and deeming ut meere folly, that ſo ftrons 
and able an hasbandman ſhould leve adle inthe tillage and ordering of the Lords corne- 
feld,direfied him unto holy Celeftine Pope of Rome, by S _ a Prieſt of bis,who ſhould 
groe teſtimente unto the Apoſtolicall See,of Eceleſiaſtecall honeftze in the behalfe of that 


D right excellent man.Being therefore approved wath the judgment, ſupported with the au- 


thoritie, and laſtly ſtrengthened with the bleſsing of him, he made avotage imo Ireland, 
and being peculiarly appointed an Apoſtle of that nazton, as he then lighined them wih 
bus dotirene © miracles, ſo now alſo and for ever adorneth them with wonderfulpriviled- 
get of his Apoſileſhip. The Iriſh ſcholars of Patrricke profited ſo notably in Chriſtia- 
nitic, that inthe age next following, Ireland was tearmed Sax#dram parria ,' that is, 
The natrve countrey of Saints; and the Scottiſh Monks 1n Treland and Britaine highly 
excelled for their holineſle and learning, yea and ſent out whole flockes of moſt de- 
vout men into all parts of Europe, who were the firſt founders of Luxewl Abbey in 
Burgundie,of Bobze Abbey in 1:aly, of wirizburge Abbey in Francland,ot St. Gallus 
Ein Sweztzerland, of Malmesburie, Lindisfarn, and of many other Monaſteries in Bri- 
rae. For out of Ireland came Celis Sedulius a Pricſt,Columba,Columbane,Colman, 
Aidan,Gallus, Kithan, Maidulph, Brendan, and many other celebrated for their holy 
life and learning. Oftheſe Monkes is that Hzerzc above named of Auxerreto be nn- 
derſtood, when he writerh thus ro the Emperour Charles the Bald © what ſhould 1 
ſpeake of Ireland,which ſening light by the dangers of ſea, flateth all of it well neere wth 
whole flockes of Philoſophers unto our ſhores 2 of whom ſo nyany as are more shilfull and 
learned than the reſt,doe voluntarily bamſh themſelves, to attend dutifully upon the maſt 
wiſe Salomon,and be at his command. | 
This Monaſticall profeſſion, although but then newly come up, was farre diffe- 
x fenitin thoſe daies from that of our time. They defired to be that indeed which they 
were namedto be : they were farre from colourable dealing or difſembling: Erred 
they inany thing 2 it was through ſimplicitie, not through lewdnefle, muchlefſe of 
wilfull obſtinacie. As for wealth and thefe worldly things , they ſo bighly contem- 
ned them, that they did not onely not ſeckeafrer , but alſorefuſed the ſame, though 
they were offered unto them deſcended by inheritance. For anotable apophthegme 
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U wasthar of Columbane (aMonke of Ireland) who,as the Abbat walef rw 1

when Sigebert King of the Franckners dealt very earneſtly with him, and that by Ke 


many large and faire promiſes, that he ſbould not depart out of but kingdome, anſwered 

him after the ſame ſort, as Ewſeb:w hath reported of Thaddeus, namely, That it be. 

came not themto embrace other mens riches,who for Chriſts ſake had forſaken their oug; 

And the Biſhops of Britain ſeemed no lefleto have deſpiſed riches, ſecing they war 

ſo poore,that they had nothing of their owne. For, as we read in Swlpirzw Severn, 

three Biſbops of Britaine,zn the Councell holden at Rimine, for want of their owne lrued 

of the publick charges, The Engliſh Saxons alſo in that age conflowed and reſorted 

from all parts into Ireland, as it were tothe mart of good learning : and hencejrisy 

that we read ſo often in our writers, concerning holy mEn thus , Such 2 oxe was ſexe | 
over into Ireland, for to be trained up in learning © and in the life of Sw/ges,who floys |

The fathers old he following, for love to read good works, 
Went unto Iriſh men, who were (O wonder) famous Clarkes. 


And from thence itmay ſeeme our forefathers the ancient —_ learned the ſo 

manner of framing their letters, and of writing ; conſidering that they uſed the ſell 
ſame characer,which the Iriſh commonly uſe at this day. 

And no cauſe have wee to maryaile that Ireland , which now for the moſt partis 
rude, halfe barbarous, and altogether voide of any polite and exquiſite literature, 
was full of ſo devout, godly,& good witsin that age, wherein good letters through 
outall Chriſtendome lay negleRed and halfe buried, ſeeing that the divine pro- 
vidence of that moſt gracious and almightie ruler of the world,ſoweth the ſeedsand 
bringeth forth the plants of ſanRitie and good arts, one whiles in one nationand 0- 
ther whiles in another , as itwere in garden beds and borders , and that inſundry + 
ges: which being removed and tranſlated hither and thicher,may by a newgromh D 
come up one under another, proſper, and bee preſerved to his owne glory , andthe 
good of mankinde. . 

But the outrage of warres by little and little quenched theſe hot affeRions and 
ſtudies of holineſſe and good literature. For tin the yeere 644. after Chriſtsnativi- 
tie, Egfrid King of Northumberland with fire and ſword made ſpoile and havocke 
of Ireland, a nation moſt friendly unto England ; for which cauſe Bede chargeth him 
aftera ſort,in moſt grave and important tearmes. Afterward the Norwegians, under 
the leading of Twrgeſe their Captaine, ſpoiled and waſted the countrey inmoſth- 
mentable manner for the ſpace of 30. yeeres: But when he was once ſlainebyatrain 
and ambuſh laid for him, the inhabitants fell upon the Norweg5ans,and madeſucha E 
bloodiemaſſacre of them, that ſcarceany one ſurvived to be a meſſenger of fo great 
a ſlaughter. Theſe Norwegians were no doubt thoſe Normans, who,as Kheginoſaith, 
inthe time of Charlesthe great, ſerring upon Ireland, an Iſle of the Scout, were by the 
Scots put to flight, Afterthis the Osſtmans, as one would ſay Efterlings,ot Eaſtmen, 
came out of the ſea-coaſts of Germanie into Ireland; who having entredinto certain 
Cities under the pretence of great trafficke, in aſhort ſpace raiſed a moſt dangerous 
warre. About the very ſametimein manner, Eadgar that moſt puiſſane King of Eng- 
Iand,conquered alſo a great part of Ireland: For thas we read in a certaine Charter 
his : #nto whom God of his graciows favour hath granted, together with the Empire 
England,dominion over all he kingdomes of the Iſes lying in To Ocean with ther 11 
flour and fierce Kings, even as farre as 10 Norway, yea and to ſubdue under the Engliſb 
Empire|the greateſt part of Ireland,with her moſt noble Citie Dublin "4 

After theſe tempeſtuous forraine warres wereallaied, there followed a moſt grie- 
yous ſtorfhe of civill diſſention at home, which made way for the Engliſhrocot- 
querTreland. For Henrie the ſecond King of England, taking occaſion and oppore 
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A tuoitic, by the privie diſlikes, heart-burnings, and malicious emulations am 
A Iriſh Princes, grew into a ſerious deliberation with the Nobles/of England, in the 


yeere of Salvarion 115 5.about the conqueſt of Ireland,for the behoof of his brother 
wiliam of Anjou : But through the counſell ofhis mother Xande the Empreſſe,this 
project was rejected unto another time, Howhbeir not many yeeres betweene, Der- & 
wiciwe, the ſon of Murchard (Dermot Mac Morrog they call him) who reigned over Dermot Mac 
the Eaſt part of Ireland, which in Latin is called Lagenia, and commonly Leinſter, Morr0g: 

being for his tyrannie and luſtfull leudnefſe thruſt our of his kingdome (for hee had 


raviſhed the wife of O Rorkea petrie Ki 
g fic the ſecond King of England, tobe reſtored into his ki 
2covenant with Richard Earle of Pembroch , ſu 


kingdome againe: and made 
Pemby med S:ronghow, of the houſe 
Clare , that he for his part ſhould aide him in the recovering of his Kingdome; and 


of Metb)obtained aide and forces of Hen- 


that himſelfe would aſſure unto the Earle , together with his daughter Eva, the faid 
Kingdome in ſucceſſionafter him. Hereuponthe ſaid Earle having forthwith muſte- - 
redup and raiſed atarmie of Welſh and Engliſh together, and joined unto him to 
accompanie him inthe warres, the F:tz-G:ralds, Fitz-Stephans, and other Gentle. 
men out of England and Wales, reſtored his father in law 'Dexmor into his former 
Kingdome againe : and within few yeercsgat by conqueſt ſo great apart of Ireland 
into his owhe hands,that his power became now ſuſpected tothe King of England ; 
co who by proclamation, and that with grievous menaces, recalled home the faid Earle 
and his followers out of Ireland,and unleſſe they obeyed without delay,pronounced 
them traitours,and their goods confiſcate. Whereupon the Earle granted. unto the 
King by covenant and writing, whatſoever he either inherited in right of his wife, or 
won with his ſ{word,and as his tenant in vaſſailage received from him the Earldomes 
of weisford, Oſſorie,Caterlogh,and Kildaregwith cerram ——_— King Henrie the 


ſcond,having gathered a power together inthe yeere of 
toIrcland,and obtained the Princely title of ſoveraigne rule of the Iland, 


hriſt 1192, ſailed over in- 


For the States of Ireland paſſed over unto him all their rule. and power , 
namely ; Rochericke .O Conor Dax, that is, The Browne, Monarch of Ireland, 

- Dermot Mac Carts King of Corke, Donald O Bren King of Limiricke, O Carell King 
of tr:el, Macſhaglin King of Ophaly,O Rorke King of Merb,O Neale King of #Ifrey, 
with the reſt of the Nobles and their people,and the ſame under their Charters ſub- 
ſcribed, figned,delivered, and tranſmitted to Rome. Which was ratified and confir- 
med moreover by a Parent of Pope Hadriap, by a ring delivered unto him intoken 
of his inveſtiture, and alſo by the authoritie of certaine Provinciall Syzoeds. This 
King Henrie afterward delivered up the Sezgnzorie of [reland; into the hands of his 
ſonne Fobn 4 which conveiance Pope #rban confirmed by his Bull,and in teſtimonie of 


rmeto have granted by his Charter or Patent, Ireland and 


bis confirmation ſent him a Coronet of Peacocks feathers broided and embroidered wuh 
old. Whom, after hee was once eſtabliſhed in his Kingdome , divers authors af+ 
England both unto 
the Church of Rome, tobe held of iteverafter in fee, and to have received it agai 
from the Church, as a Feudaterie : alſo to have bound his ſuccefſours to —— 
hundred Markes unto the Biſhop of Rome : But that moſt worthie and famous 
Sir Thomas Moore, who tooke the Popes part even unto death, affirmerh this to be 
falſe : For hee writeththat the Romaniſtscan ſhew no ſuch grant ; that they never 
demanded the foreſaid money , and that the Kings of England never acknowled- 
gedit. But by his leave,as great a man as hee was, the caſe ſtood otherwile, as evi- 
dently appearcth by the Parliament Records, the credit whereof cannot bee im- 
pugned. For in an aſſembly of all the States ofghe Realme, in the reigne of Edward 
p the third, the Lord Chancellour of England propoſed and related, that the Pope 
would judicially ſue theKing of England,as well for the Homageas the tribute,which 
wasto be yeelded for England and Ircland, to the performance whereof King'Jobn 


in times paſt had obliged himſelfe and his ſucceſſours: and of this point which hee 
put to queſtion, required their opinion. The Biſhops deſired to have a day by them 


_ ſelves forto cooſulc about this matter: the Nobles likewiſe and the people or Comm- 
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FIPER wangltie The day after, they all met, and with one generall accord ordained and A i. 


enacted : Thar foraſmuch as netther King Fobn,noy any other King whatſoever,could as 
poſe ſuch ſervitude upon the King dome, but with the common conſem and aſſent of a Pax- 
lament ; which was not done © and whatſoever be had aſe was ag ainft his oath athis 
coronation by him in expreſſe words religiouſly taken before God © Therefore in caſe the 
Pope ſhould urge this maner they were moſt readze,tothe utermoſt of their power, zo reſi 
him reſoluely with their bodies and goods, They alſo whoare skilfull in ſcanning and 
ſifting everie pricke and title of the lawes, cry out with'one voice , Thar the ſaid 
Grant or Charter of King John was voide in Law, by that clauſe and reſervationinthe 
end thereof ; Saving unto #6 and our heires,allour Rights, Liberties,and Regalities.But 3 ; 
this may ſeeme belide my text. = | 

Ever fince King Johns time,the Kings of England were ſtiled Lords of Ireland,un- 
till that King Henriethe eighth inthe memorie of our fathers was ina Parliament of 

- Ireland, by.the States thereof declared King of 1reland, becauſe the name of Lygg 
ſeemed inthe judgement of certaine ſeditious perſons , nothing ſo ſacred and fill of 
majeſtie as the name of Kg. | a 

Thisname and title of the Kingdome of Ireland were by the Popes authoritie 
(what time as Queene Maric in the yecre 1555+ had by her Embaſſadours in the 
name of the Kingdom of England rendred obedience unto the Pope Paul the fourth) 
confirmed in theſe words. Tothe laud andglorie of almightie God,and his moſt plori.. C ( 
os mother the Virgin Mary © to the honour alſo of the whole Court of heaven,and 6 c0og 
altartion of the Catholike faub, at the humble requeſt and ſuite made unto us by K; 

_ Philip and Queen Mare about this matter, wee,with the advice of our brethren, andot 
plenarie power Apoſtolicall by our Apoſtolicall authoritie, exeR for ever Irelandio hee; 
K ingdome,and endow dArgnifie,and exalt wah the ws, faculties,right, 
enſignes, prerog atzves, preferments, preemmencies rojall, and ſuch as other Realmes of 
Chriſtians haveuſe,and enjoy,and may have,uſe, and enjoy for the times ts come. 

And ſeeing that I have hapned upon thoſe Noblemens names,who firſt of all Eng- 
liſh gave the artempr upon Ireland, and moſt valiantly ſubdued it under the imperial 
crowne of England, leſt I might ſeeme upon envie to deprive both them andtheir D 
poſteritie of this due and deſerved glorie, I will ſet them downe here outofthe 
Chancerie of Ireland,according as the ticledoth purport.

Y land have ſent overthither, to managerhe ſtare of the Realme, their Re- 
N [2h \gents or Vice whom they tearmed in thoſe writings or letters 
i BEA Parents of theirs (whereby authoritie and juriſdition is commitredup- 
om tothem) firſt, * Xeepers of Ireland: then afterwards , accordingas it 
pleaſed them, Juſtices of Ireland, Lievienants, and Depuries. Which aurhorige and 
Ejuriſdiion of theirs is very large,ample, and royall ; whereby have power to 
make warre, to conclude peace, to beſtow all Magiftracies and es, CXxcepta Ve- 
ry few; to pardon all crimes, unlefle they be ſome of high treaſon, ro dub Knights, 
&c. Theſe letters Patents, when any one cntreth upon this honourable place of go- 
vernment, are publikely read, andaftera ſolemne oath taken in a ſer forme of words 
before the Chancellour, the ſword is delivercd into his hands, which is to be borne 
before himz he is placed ina chaire of eſtate, having" by him the Chancellour 
ofthe Realme, thoſe ofche Privie Councell, the Peeres and Nables of the king- 
dome, with-a King of Armes a Serjeant of Armes, and other Officers of State. And 
verily there isnot.(looke throughout all Chriftendomeggnine) any orher Vice-Roy 
pthat commeth neerer unto the majeſtic of a King , whether you reſpe& his juriſdi- 
Qion and autharitie, or his traine, furniture and proviſion. There bee affiſtant unto 
kim in counſe},the Lord Chancellour of the Realm,the Treaſurer of the Kingdome, 


and othors of the Earles, Biſhops,Barons,audJ which arc of thePrivic Coun- 
cell. For Ireland hath the very fame degrees of Syates that England hath , namely,

The Courts of Juſtice , or Tribunals of Irelatid, 


the pleaſure ofthe Kings of England is uſyally called by the Deputie,andby 

him diffolved : although inthe reigne of King Edward the ſecond,a Law wa 
enated, That every yeer there ſhould be Parliaments bolden in Ireland, which ſeemeth 
yertnot to have beeneffeed. Therebe likewiſe foure Tearmes kepr;as in 
yeerely : andthereare five Courts of Juſtice ; The Star-chamber,cthe Chancerie, the 
Kings Bench , the common Pleas,andihe E xchequer.There are alſo Juſtices of Afriſes,z 
of Niſi prims,and of Oyer and Determineraccording asin England : yea and Juſtices of 
Peaceinevery countie,for the keeping of peace. Moreover,the King hath his Serje. 
ant at law,his Atturney Generall,his Sollicitour, &c. 

Over and beſides, in the more remote Provinces there be Governours to miniſter 
Juſtice as aprincipall Commiſſioner in Connaught , anda Preſident in Mounſter: 
who have to affiſt them in Commiſſion certaine Gentlemen and: Lawyers, andyer 
every of them are direRed by the Kings Lievtenant Deputie.' As for the common 
lawes, Ireland is governed by the ſame that England hath. For we'read inthe Re- 
cords of the Kingdome thus : Xing Henry thethirdgin the 12. yeere of his reigne, gave 
commandement r0his Juſtice of Ireland, that calling together the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, C_ 
Barons, and Knights, he ſhould cauſe there before them to be read the Charter of Ki 
Jobn ; which he cauſed to be read accordingly, andthe Nohles of Ireland to be ſworn, 
rouching the obſervation of the lawes and cuſtomes of England, and that they ſhould hold 
and keepe the ſame. Neverthelefſe the meere Iriſh did not admit them, but retained 
their owne Brehoxlawes and leud cuſtomes. And the Kings of England uſed a conni- 
vence therein upon ſome deepe conſideration , not vouchſafing to communicate the 
benefirof the Engliſh lawes, but upon eſpeciall grace ta eſpeciall families or ſeds; 
namely, the O Neales,0 Conors,0 Brien,O Maloghlins,and Mac Murough, which 
were reputed of the blood roiallamong them. The ? arl:amentary or Statute laweral- 
ſo of England bejog tranſmitted, wereuſually in force in Ireland unto the timeof K, 
Henrie the ſevetith For inthe tenth yeere of his reign,thoſe were ratified &confir- D 
med by authoritie of Parliament inIreland, inthe time of Sir Edw. Poinings govern- 
menr,but ever fince they have had their Statutes enacted intheir owne Parliaments, 
Beſides theſe civill Magiſtrates,they have alſo one militarie officer, named theMare- 


T He ſupreme Court of the Kingdome of Ireland is the Parliament, whichat 


ſbal,who ſtandeth hereingrear ſtead,to reſtrainas well the inſolencie of ſoaldiers,as 


of rebels, who otherwhiles commit many & grear inſolencies. This office the Barons 
de Morleyof England bare in times paſt by inheritance,as appeareth by Records:for 
King John gave it to bee heldby right of inheritance, in theſe very exprefſe words, 
we have given and granted unto John Mareſchal for bis homage and ſervice,our Mare- 
ſhalſhip of [reland,with all appurtenances. we have given alſo unto him for bithiwage 
and ſervice, the Cantred inwhich ftandeth thetowne of Kilbunny,to have and bold un- E 
to ham and his heires of w and our heires. From whom it deſcended in theright line 
tothe Barons of 2forley. This Mareſhall hath under him his Provoſt Marſbell,and 
ſometime morethan one, according to the occaſions and troubles of thetime, who 


exerciſe their authoritie by limitation under thegreat ſcale of Ireland,withinſtruQi- 


ons. But theſe, and ſuch likematters, I will leave to thecurious diligence of others. 
Touching the order of juſtice and governmentamong thoſe more unciyill and wilde 
Iriſh, I will write ſomewhat in place convenient, when I ſhall treat oftheir manners.

Engliſhmen that came thither did empale for themſelves certaine limits inthe Eaſt 
part of the Iland,and that which was moſt frviafull : Within which there bee even at 
this day, thaſealforhat live uncivilly enough , and are not very obedient untothe 
hwes: like asothers without the pale are as courteous and civill as a man would de- 
fr& Bur if we look into bightrtimes,according to the fityarionof the country,or the

The firſt Earle of Ormond in this family , was James ſonne to Edmund Earle of 
Y |; Carricke, who wedded the daughter of Humfrey Bohun Earle of Hereford, whom he 
had by a daughter of King Edward the firſt : and here was his firſt ſtep unto this 
honour. Hereupon James his ſonne by this marriage came robe commonly named 
among the people , Thenoble Earle. The fifth Earle of theſe named James (that T 
may not ſtand particularly upon every one) received at the hands of King Henry the 
fxzhtherieſe and honour of Earle of #l:ſhire, to him and tothe Heires of his body : 
who being Lord Deputy of Ircland,as divers others ofthis race,and Lord Treaſurer 
of England , ſtanding atrainted by King Edward thefourth , was ſtraightwaies ap- 
prehended and beheaded: bur his brethren John and Thomas , likewiſe proclaimed 
traytors, kept themſelves cloſe out of the way : John died at Jeruſalem withoutt iflue, 
Thomas, through the ſpeciall favour of King Henry the ſeventh, was inthe end re- 
ſtored to his blood : who departed this life inthe yeere 1515, leaving behinde him 
twodaughters, Anne married to Sir James de ſanHoLeodegano,called commonly Set- 
- ah Margaret unto Sir #:1:am Bollein, who bare unto him Sir 7 ho. Bollein 5 
King Henry the eighth created firſt Viſcount Rochfort , afterwards Earle of 
kſbire and of Ormend,and afterward took Anne Bollezn his daughter to wife; who 
brought forth for England Queene Elizabeth, a Prince of moſt happy memory,and 
with ll thankfulneſſe to be alwaies remembred by the Engliſh and Iriſh. When Tho- 
#& Bollezn was dead leaving no iſſue male, Sir Pierce Burley ,a man of great power 
olreland, defcended ofthe Earles race, whom Henry the cighth had beforetime 
IcreatedEarle of Oſſerze,atrained alſoro the title of Ormend,and left the ſame unto his 
ſonne James, who had iſſue by the daughter and heire of James Earle of Deſmond 2 
fnne named Thomas Earle of Ormond'now living z whoſe faith and loyaltic hath 
been paſfing well tried and approved in many troubles and dangerous affaires : who 
a6 hath joined in marriage his only daughter unto Theobald Bwiler his brothers ſon, 
whom King James hath advanced lately to the title of Vicount Twlo, 

Whereas ſome of the Iriſh; and fuch as would be thought worthy of credit,doe af- 
firme, that certaine men in this tra are yeerely turned into Wolves : ſurely I ſup- 
poſe it bea meere fable : unleſſe haply through that malicious hamour of predomi- 
nant unkind Melancholy, they be poſſefled with the malady that the Phyficians call 

Eaghporia, which raiſeth and engendereth ſuch like phantafies , as that they imagine 
themſelves to bee transformed into Wolves: Neitherdare I otherwiſe affirme of 
thoſe meramorphoſed Lycaones in Liveland, concerning whom many Writers deli- 
ver many and marvellous reports.

This is thar very city which Prolomee called Ez Lana, we Dublia, 
Dry s x 1 n,the Larine writers D#bliz:um and Dwblmis, the Welſh Britans Danas 
Dulmn,che Engliſh Saxons in times paſt Duplin, and the Iriſh Bala-cle:gbthar is, The 
towne upon Hardles © for men ſay when it was built the foundarion was laid upon 
Hurdles, the place was fo fenniſh and mooriſh: like as H:ſpais or Sivell in Spaine, 

F which {dere reporterh to have been ſo named, becauſe ir ſtood ina mariſh ground, 
upon pules and ſtakes deepely pitched into the earth.

Whence in the life of Gryfficb Ap Cynax Prince of Wales, we read that Harald of , 
Norway when he had ſubdued the greateſt part of Ireland,built Develin. This may ( 
ſcemeto be that Harald Harfager, that is, with the faire lockes or trefſes, who was , 
the firſt King of Norway,wholeline indeſcent gocththus in the life of Gryffthe He 
rald begat a ſonne named Auloed  Anloed begat another Auloed; bebad s ſonne us. 
med Suric King of Develin : Sitric be begat Auloed, whoſe daughter Racwella was wa- 
ther to Gryffich Ap Cynan borne at Dublin , whiles Tarlowgh reigned in Ireland, Bu 
this is extravagant. Develznat length whenthe Engliſh firſt arrivedio Ireland, yee- 
ded unto their valour, and by them was manfully defended , when 4#ſculph Prince B 
ofthe Dublinians, and afterwards Getrred King of the Ifl:s fiercely on every fide aſs 
ſaultedit: withina while after a Colony of Briſtow-men was deduced hither, unto 
whom King Henry the ſecond granted this City (happely at that rime diſpeopleg) 
for toinhabite,wah all the Franchiſes and free Cuſtomes,which the men of Briſtow hg 

and that by thoſe very words which I have alledged. Since which time ir hath flow 
riſhed every day more and more , and in many tumultuous times and hard ſtreights 
givennotable proofe of moſt fairhfull loyaltie to the Crowne of England, : 

This is theroiall City and ſear of Ireland, a famous rowne for Merchandize, the 
chicfe Court of Juſtice, in munition ſtrong , in buildings gorgeous, in Citi 

pulous. Anold writer calleth it, s City an regard of the people noble , of the fire mo C 
pleaſant, byreaſon of the ſea and river meeting together , rich and plentiful m flþ, fan 
irafficke famow, for the yu plain delightfull and lovely, beſet with woods of m 
ring trees, environed about wth Parkes harbowring Deere. And William of News 
borrow of it writeth thus: Dzvelin a maritime catie w the mother cine of all Irelandju- 
ing toit a haven paſsing well frequemed , for trafficke and emtercourſe of Merchants 
matchable with our London, Seatcd it is it a right deleQable and wholſome place :for 
rothe South yee have hils mounting up aloft, Weſtward an open champion 

and on the Eaſt the ſeaat hand and in ſight ; the river Zeffy running downe at Nonh». 
Eaſt affordeth a ſafe rode and harbour for ſhips. By the river fide are certain wharks 
or Kaics, as we terme them, whereby the violent force ofthe water mightbereſtna- D ) 
ned. Forthis verbe(Cazare)in old writers fignified to Keep in,to reſtrain and repraſle: 

which that moſt learned*Scaliger hath well noted. A very ſtrong wall of roughbuil- 

ding ſtone reacheth hence along by the ſides of ir(and the ſame toward the South for- 

tified alſo with rampires) which openeth at fix gates, from whence there runne forth 

ſuburbs ofa great length. | 

Toward the Eaſt is Dammes gate, and hard by ſtandeth the Kings caſtle on high, 

moſt ſtrongly fenſed with dirches, towers, and an Armory or Store-houſe built by 

Henry Loundres the Archbiſhop, about the yeere 1220, In the Eaſt ſuburbs neere 

unto Saint Azdrew the Apoſtles Church, Henry the ſecond King of England, as He- 

veden reporteth, cauſed « rozall palace (or rather a banqueting houſe) ro be ereRedfor E : 
-/fe, framed with wonderfull workmanſhip moſt aruificially of ſmoothed watles after 
thewanney of this country,wherem himſelfe with the Kings and Princes of Ireland kept 

4 ſolemne feaſt upon Chriſtmas day. 

From hence is to bee ſecne juſt over againſt it a beautifull Colledge (in which 
place there ſtood in old time the Monaſterie of 4l- Hallowes) conſecrated unto 
the name of the holy and indiviſible Trinity,which for the cxerciſe and poliſhing of 
good wits with good literature , Queene Elizabeth of moſt happy memory endow- 
ed with the priviledges ofan Univerſity ; and being furniſhed of late with a notable 
Library, giveth no ſmall hoperhat both religion,and all the exquiſite and liberall ſci- 
ences will return eftſoones after their long exileto Ireland , as to their ancient home F 
(unto which, as unto a Mart of Arts and good learning , ſtrangers ſometime uſed to 
flocke and repaire.) And verily in the reigne of Edward the Second CAlexander 
Bicknor Archbiſhop of Dzvelin began to recall the profcſion of learning hither, ha- 
ving obtained from the Pope the priviledges ofan Univerſity and erected alſo pub- 


like LeRures: bur the troubleſome rimes that preſently enſued, interrupted _ 
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4 dable enterpriſe of that good man. The North gate openethat the bridge built with 
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arched work of new hewen ſtone by King John,and this joineth Oufimaxrowneto the 


City. For here the Ouftmans, who came over, as Giraldw writeth, our of Norway 
and the parts of the Norchren Iſlands , planted themſelves , as the Annales beare re- 
cord, abour the yeere of ſalvation 1050. 

[athis ſuburbe ſtood in times paſt the goodly Church of Saint Afaries of Ouft- 
»»by(for ſo ina Charter of King Joha it is called)an houſe alſo founded for preach- 
ing Friers, called of them Black Frzers , unto which of late daies have beene tranſla- 
ted che Judiciall Courts of the kingdome. In the South quarter of the City ſtand 


ztwo gates, Ormondsgareand Newgaze(which is their common houſe of correction.) 


Theſe lead unto the longeſt ſuburbe of all,called Saint Thomas ftreer, and a mag- 
nificent Abbey of the ſame name, called Thomas Court, founded and endowed in 
times paſt with very ample revenues by King Henry the ſecond for the expigtion 
of the murder of Thomas Archbiſhop of Canterbary. Into the South openeth 
Pauls gate,and that which taketh the name of Saint N:colas, making way into Saint 
Parrickes ſuburbe , wherein ſtandeth the Archbiſhops Palace , knowne by thename 
of Saint Sepulchres , and a moſt ſtarely Church dedicated unto Saint Pazricke , right 
goodly to bee ſeene, with faire embowed workes, ſtone pavements, anarched roofe 
over head of ſtone worke, anda very high rower ſteeple. Whar rime this Church 


owas firſt built, ir is, to ſay trarh, uncertaine. That Gregorie King of the Scots 


ame unto it about the yeere $90. the.Scotriſh Hiſtorie doth record. The ſame 
aerward being much enlarged by John King of England , was ordained firſt ro be a 
Church of Prebends by John Comyn Archbiſhop of Dublin inthe yeere 119. and 
Pope Celeſtine the third confirmed the ſame. Then after him, Henry Lowndres his 
ſacceſſour inthe Archbiſhopricke augmented ir with dsgarties. of Perſonages (for T 
may be bold ro uſe here the founders words) and framed ut conformable —_ 1ma- 
nities,orders,and approved cuſtomes of theChurch of Salisbury. But in our daics ic main- 
raineth a Deane, a Chanter,a Chancellor, a Treaſurer,two Arth-Deacons, and two 
and twenty Prebendaries ; 7 he only light and lamp (that I may not conceale the moſt 


ample teſtimony which the Parliament of the kingdome giverh unto it) of al godly 


and Eccleſiafticall diſcipline and order an Ireland. 

Thereis another Cathedrall Church alſo ſtanding in the very bearr'of. the City, 
which being conſecrare unto the Holy Trinity, is commonly called Chrifts Church ; 
touching the building thereofrhus we read intheancient records of the ſameChurch: 
Saric King of Dublin , the ſonne of Ableb Earle of Dublin, gave uno the bleſſed Tri. 
my, and to Donatws the firſt Biſhop of Dublin, a place to found a Church in unto the bo- 
h Trinity ; and not onely ſo,but gold and ſilver alſo bee beftowed ſufficiently for the bul- 
Gng of the Church and the bole cloſe. This was done in the yeere 101210 which, as 
Lancarvanenſis avoucherh , Szricthe ſonne of 4 bloze (for {o hecalleth him) lived 


gand flouriſhed in great name, The worke begun by Donarms, Lawrence Archbiſh >p 


of Dublin, Richard Strongbow Earle of Penbroch, commonly called Earle of Srrigu- 
lis (whoſe tomb is here ro be ſeen, repaired by Sir Henry Szduey Lord Deputy) Ro- 
bert Fitz-Stephen, and Rermund Fiz: Girald finiſhed. Hard atthe South fide of rhis 
Church there ſtandeth a ſtately Towne: ball, built of foure ſquare ſtone , and called 
the To/eftale, where cauſes are tried before the Maior of the City , and where the 
Citizens uſe to hold their Seffions and publike 'afſemblies, for it enjoyeth many 
immunities. In times paſt this Citie had for the chiefe Magiſtrate a Provoſt; 
bur inthe yeere of our redemption 1409. King Henry the fourth granted them li- 
cence to chuſe every yeere a Maior and two Bazlifs : alſo that the Mazor ſhould have 


Fa pile ſword cartied before him for ever. But afterwards, King Edward the fixch 


changed the Bailiffes into Sheriffes. Neither wanteth any thing here which a man 
can wiſh for in a moſt flouriſhing City,fave only thatan heape of ſand, which the eb- 
ding and flowing ofthe ſea caſteth upinto the mouth of Lzffy, doth ſo damup and 
barthe haven, that it is notable to bring up any great veſſels bur ar high water. Thus

Now TI wotnort whetherit bee worth the laughing at or the relating , that Themes 
ThStukely.” © Siwkely, when hee had in England and Ireland borh made ſhipwracke of his good 
name, credit, and fortunes , having wound himſelfe our of the danger of the lawes, 
curried ſuch favour with Pope Gregory the thirtcenth , whar with making many E 
fairepromiſes , and what with bragging of great marters, thar hee receivedat his 
Marqueſſe of hands theſe titles , /arqueſſe of Leinſter , Earle of weisford and Caterlogh, Ficount 
Leinitet.

7z the yeere of our Lord 1193, C 
Jobn Papyrio, a Cardinall ſent from Eugenim the fourth Biſhop of Rome , togetber wu 
Chriſtian Biſbop of Liſmore Legate of all Ireland,came into Ireland.The ſame Chrify- 
an held a ſolemne Counſell in Mell, at which were preſent all the Tibeps Abbats, Kiws, 
Dukes, and Elders of Ireland © By whoſe conſent there were eftabliſhed foure 2 
ſhopricks,namely,of Armach,of Dublin, of Caſsile, and Toam. wherein ſate andyuled 
at the ſame time, Gelaſim, Gregorima, Donatn, and Edanwu © and ſo the Cardinalþe- 
ſtowing bis bleſs:ng upon the Clergie , returned to Rome. For before that time, the Bi- 
ſhops of Ireland were wont to be conſecrated by the Archbiſhops of ofbolge

regard of the Primacy which they had in Ireland, This did the Citizens of Dably 
knowledge, whenthey ſent Gregory eleR Biſhop of Dubkn, unto Ralph Arch 

of Canterbury for to be conſecrated, by theſe words, Anteceſſorum veſtrorum Magi- 
ſterio, &c. thatis, #mio the Magiſftracy of your Predeceſſors we willingly ſubmitted our 
(Prelats) from which we —_— that our Prelats bave recerved ther dignity Eccleſi- 
afticall,&c. which appearcth for certain out ofletters alſo bearing date ofgreateran- 
ciquity,namely,of Merchertach King of Ireland,written unto Anſelm Archbiſhopof 
Camerbery, tor the ordaining andenſtalling of the Biſhops of Dublin and of water- 
ford: likewiſe of King Gothrichunto Lanfrank his predeceſſor, inthe behalfe of one 
Parrick a Biſhop : of Laxfraxkalſo unto Therdeluaca King of Ireland,unto whom he 
complaineth, That the Ir:ſhmen forſake and leave at their pleaſure their wedded wives, 
without any canonicall cauſe, and match with any others , even ſuch as be neere of kinne, FE. 
ether ures or the ſaid forſaken wives ; and if another may with like wickedneſſ e 
hath caft off any wife, ber alſo raſhly and handover head they joine with, by law of marri- 
age,or fornication rather © an abuſe worthy to be puniſhed. With which vicesitthis na- 
tion had not bin corrupted evenunto theſe daies of ours, both the right of lineall ſuc- 
ceſſion among them had been more certain, and as wellthe gentry as thecommunal- 
ty had not embrued themſelves ſo wickedly with the effuſton of ſomuch blood of 
their owne kinred,about theirinhericances and legitimation,neither hadthey become 
ſo infamous intheſe reſpeRs among forraine nations. But theſe martrersare exorbi- 
rant of themſelves, and from my purpoſe. 

Long had not thar Archiepiſcopall dignity and Primacy beene eſtabliſhed, when Þ 
Vrvianthe Popes Legate confirmed the ſame agai* ; ſo that their opinion may 
ſceme to be worthy of diſcxedit and refutation , who affirme that the Archbiſhop 
of Armach had in regard of antiquity the priority and ſuperiour place of the Arch-

9 RX r= 1, ſo called of Anrrima baſe rowneler of ſmall reckoning ata 
an Ft irnotimparted thename unto the whole countrey, which lieth beriveene 
SR Þrhe Bay of Knoc- Fergww, Logh Eaugh , and the river Ban. This Bay of 
Knoc- Pergws which Prolomeetcarmerh V 1 Þ z x 1 v s,tookname of a townefitu- 
ate uponir, whichthe Engliſh call X#oc- Fergw, rhe Iriſh Carig- Fergws , that is, the 
Rock of Fergwe,of that moſt renowned Fergw, who firſt brought the Scorriſh out of 
Freland into Britaine, there drowned. This is well inhabited and more 
thanthereſt in this coaſt, by reaſon of the commodious haven, although rhe block- 
houſes thereto be unfiniſhed , having a fortreſfe pirched upon an high rocks, 4 watd 
of garriſon ſouldiers to keepe the countrey inawe and good order , withanancient E 
converted now into Magazin. Hard by it tieth the Nerher Clane- Boy, which 
alſo was the habirarion of O- Neales, notable for the death of thar moſt Iknd teb<ll, 
Shan orJohn O- Neal,who after many robberies and facriledges commitre&,being in 
one or twoskirmiſhes under the leading of Sir Henry Sidney Lord Deputy, vanqui- 
ſhed and weakened , was broughtrothat exigent, tharhee was reſolved to goe unto 
the Depury withan halterabour his neck and fubmiffely rocrave pardon: but bei 
perſwaded by his Scribero ſceke firſt for aide of cerraine Scots of the Tflands , wh 
under the conduR of Alexander Oge had encamped themſclyes here, atd preyed 
inthe countrey, hee came unto them,who gave him friendly enrerrainmenr, andpre- 
ſently maffacred him and all his company in revenge of rheir kinsfolke whom hee F 
had before flaine. By whoſe death rhe warre being ended', and. himfelfe with all 
thoſe that went with him into the field arrainted , Queene Elizabeth granted chis 
Claneboy umo walter D*Eureux Earte of Eſfex , who croſſed over the ſeas hirher, 
and, I wotnot, whetherunder a py colour ofhonour (for choſen he was Gover- 
nour of #/fter and Mareſchal of Ireland) hee was by the politicke praRtice of ſome

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x Courriers finely packed away into a Country alwaies rebellious and untarged. Bur

For John Byſſer, who died inthe beginning of Edward the Firſt his reigne , had 
Ces poſſeſſons heere, and under King Edward the Second, Hugh Biſſe: for re- 
zon loſt ſome of them, Bur inour fathers daies, the Highland Iriſh Scots, our 
of Cantireand the Hebrides,under the leading of James Mac-Conelt Lord of Cantire 
inScotland, madean entry uponthe ſame, and he laying claime therero challenged 
it as deſcended from the Byers, Howbcirt Shan O-Neale haying flaine their Cap- 
taine eafily chaſed them away. Yet returned they, and inthis tratcommirred con- 
ticually robberies and ourrages in cruell manner, yea and maintained ſeditiouscom- 
motions, unrill char eyen of late Sir John Pero: Lord Depury of Ireland brought firſt 

Danell Goran (who together with his brother Alexander was flaine by S*. Richard 

Bingham in Conaght) and afterward Agnus Mac-Conel, the ſonnes of James 
D Mac-Conel, tothar paſſe, that they berooke themſelves to theQyeene of Englands 
protection, and upon their humble ſuite received ar her hands this county to bee 
held ofher by ſervice under certaine conditions, namely, to beare armes within Ire- 
land under none other but the Kings of England,and to pay yeercly acertainnumber 
of cowes and hawkes, &c. 

Above this, as farre as to the river Bana allthe trad is called Rowte,the ſeat of the 
Mac-Guilhes,atamilic of good tion in their county : which, norwithſtanding 
the violence of the Iſlander Scots, and their continuall depredations , hath driven 
them into a narrow corner. For, Swrley Boy, that is, Charles the Tellow,brorher unto 

ames Mac-Conel, who poſſeſſed himſelfe ofthe Glzmes , became alſo in ſome ſort 
rd hereof ; untill char Sir John Pero: Lord Deputy, having won Dozluſe Caſtle, 

a very ſtrong pile , ſeated upon a rocke that hangeth over the ſea, and ſeyered from 

the Land with a deepe ditch, diſpoſſeſſed him and all his. Which forall that, heere. 

covered the next yeere following by treaſon, after he had flaine Carie the Capraine 
thereof, who manfully defended himſelfe. But the Lord Deputy ſending againſt 
him Captaine Meyiman an approved warrior, who flew the two ſonnes of James 

Mic-Conell,and Alexander this Swrley Boys ſon, ſo courſed him from placeto place, 

and drave away his cauell the onely riches he had (for hee was able ronumber of his 

owne ſtocke 50000.cowes) ſo that Swrley Boy rendred Donluſe, came ro Deblin,and 
inthe Cathedral! Church openly made his ſubmiſſion, exhibired a ſupplicationcra- 

, F ving mercy , and afterwards being admitted into the Lord Deputies Great Cham- 

ber, ſo ſoone as he ſaw the Piure of Queene Elizabeth upon a table, once or twice 

flung away his ſword,fclldowne ar her feet, and devoted himſelfe unto her Majeſty.

of Yorke and Lancaſter for the Imperiall Crowne , thoſe Engliſh char ſerved and li- 
ved here, abandoning Ulſter , and commirring it ro the keeping of the O:Neals, re- 
turned home to follow the fations.

Theſe ſupported by the powerfull authority of the Earles of X:/dare (who verily 
for many yeeres were Depuries of Ireland)carried their heads alofr,tyrarigizing cru- 
elly upon the people, & tranſported with the inſolenr ſpirir of pride, diſdainedallthe 
titles of Prince, Duke, Marqueſſe,and Earles,in compariſon of the name of O- Neal. 
Conthe ſonne of Cop, ſurnamed Bgcco, becauſc hee halted , ſucceeded his father - 
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the dignity of O- Neale, who curſed all his poſterity , 1n caſe they either learned tA 
ſpeake Engliſh,or ſowed wheat, or built houſes : being ſore affraid, leſt by theſe 
inducements the Engliſh might bee allared to enter againe into their Lands and 
ſeffions : often ſaying tharlanguage bred converſation , and conſequenly their cop- 
fuſion; that whear gave ſuſtenance with like effeR : and by building they ſhould doe 
but as the crow doth, make her neſt,to be beaten out by the hawke. . "_ 

When as the grearnefle of this Cos O-Neale became very much ſuſpeRed of 

King Henry the Eight, and the Kings power having now troden under foot the f+- 
milic of X{dare, in whoſe rebellion O-Neale had engaged himſelfe deepe, grew 
dreadfull ro O-Neale alſo: into England he comes, and there renouncing the name 3 
of O-Neale, put his whole eſtate into the Kings hands : which within a while afer 
was granted againe by letters Patent under the great ſeale of England, to holdas in 
fee, rogether with the title ofthe Earle of 75r7-Oep, to him and to Matthew his falſe 
repured ſonne, and to the heires of their bodies lawfally begotten. And Matthew 
at the ſame time was created Baron of Dunganon. This Matthew being taktn untill 
he was fifteene yeeres old for the ſonne of a blackſmich in Dundalk , was by the fad 
Smiths wife, whom Cox had ſometime kept as his concubine, rendred unto Cons 
his owne ſonne, and hee accepting him for his owne ſonne in deed , rejeRed Jahn 
(Shan they call him) with the reſt, whom he had begotten on his owne lawfull wife, 
Hereupon Shan, ſccing a baſtard preferred before him , ſo much made of, and 
highly honoured, ſuddenly ſer his heart wholly againſt his father,and withallbume 
in ſuch hatred with moſt bitter malice againſt Matthew , that hee murdered himout 
ofthe way,and ſo plagued and vexcd his father with injurious indignities, while he 
went about to deprive him of his Seigniorie, difſeized him of his dwelling houſe, 
and ſtript him out of all he had, that the old man for very thought and griefe ofheart 
pined away, and died. Straightwayes Shaz being choſen, proclaimed and inau- 
gured O-Nealby anold ſhooe caſt over his head, ſeized upon his fathers inheritance, 
and with all diligence ſought after the ſonnes of Matthew, that he might be ſec 
red from them ; but they were fled and gone. Howbeir Brian the eldeſt ſonne 
not long after was ſlaine by 2ac-Donel Toran one of the O-Neals race, ſubomedas D 
ſome giveit out ,-by Shax rodoethar fear. Hugh and Cormack by the meanes and 
helpe of the Engliſh eſcaped, and yer remaine alive. Shay having thus gotten all 
into his owne hands ( as hee was amancruell and barbarous ) began to exergſe 
exceſhve cruelty over the greatmen of Ulſter,and made his vaunt, that Mac-Gen- 
nys, Mac-Guyr, Mac-Mahon, O Reali, O- Hanlon, O Cahan, Mac-Brien, O Hagan, 
O Nuin, Mac-Canna, Mac-Carionand all the Hac-Donels,the Galleg laſſes,were his 
ſubjecs and vaſlels. 

And when as Sir Henry S:dzey Juſtice for the time being, inthe abſence ofthe 
Earle of Suſſex Lord Deputy,expoſtulated with him abour theſe points, he anſwe- 
red, that hee , the undoubted and lawfull ſonne and heire of Con O-Negle, as being E 
borne of his lawfull wife, had entred upon his fathers inheritance : that Matthew was 
2 Blacke-Smiths ſonne of Dandalke, and by the ſaid Smith begorren, and bome after 
his mariage with 4;ſox bis Wife, yer craftily obtruded upon Cop as his ſon, there- 
by to intervert another way,and to alienate the inheritance and honour of O-Neele: 
which howſoever he would endure, yet none beſides of the Sept of O-Neals would 
ever beare and digeſt.

And fuchproofes 
he made of his valour and fidelity, that Twrlogh Leinigh atthe Queenes interceſhon 
refigned up unto him his government upon certaine conditions. Afterwhole deceaſe 
he uſurped unto himſclfe the title of 0- Nesl,which by law was a capitall crime; but 
excuſed himſelfe colourably, becauſe others ſhould not cater uponthe ſame: and 
promiſed ſolemnely to renounce it quire, yer laboured hee moſt earneſtly , that hee 
mighr.not be urged thereumo by any oath. | 
Notlongafter , whenthat moſt puiſſant Armada of Spaine, which had in vaine 
given the attempt upon England, was put ro flight,wany ſhips in their returne home» 
ward were caſt away and loſt in the Yergiviay ſea , and many of the nan F 
afrer ſhipwracke were caſt on ſhore ; ſome of whom T:r-Oex is reported to have et+ 
tertained and lodged, yea and to have conſulted and complorted with them abouten- 
ering intoa ſecret confederacy with the King of Spaine.

< brea baſeand vile perſons as witneſſes , had falſely brought him into queſtion 
for high treaſon, had incited Sir William F:tz-withams,then Lord Deputy his dead- 

Gly enemy, by corruptions and bribery to worke his deſtruQion; and that he lay in 

' waire rotake away his life: And in very truth the Deputies information againſt the 

Earle found credit in the Court of England,untill the faid Earle wrote his letters, and 

offced judicially to be tried either in Ergland orin Ireland. This is for certain known, 

thrmuch about this time, he together with the chiefery,or greateſt men of #ifter.by 
ſecret parlees combined in an affociation, that they would defend the Romitſh religi- 
on(for Religion now a daies is made the mantle for all rebellion)that they in 
wiſe admit Sheriffes or Garriſon ſouldiers in their Terricories,and mucually main- 
tamoneanothers right,yea and withſtand all wrongs offered by che Engliſh. The firſt 

Championthruſt forward to ſound chealarum, was Mac-Gwyr, a manof a turbulent 

ſpirit : he by way of preying all before him makerh a road into Conaghr, accompa-

commanded him in cthename, and with the helpe of God to try his fortune, and to 
fioht rhe Lotds bartell,affuring him of moſt happy ſucceſſe: yet fell ir our otherwiſe;

wflight, and the Primate with others flaine. Sooneatter, Aſac- Gwyr brake out into 
open rebellion;zwhom the Earle himſelfe(rogerther with cheMarſhall)in a ſhew of du- 
tifall atrendance purſued; and in this ſervice , with great commendation ofhis for- 
wtardnefſe,was wounded in thethigh. Howbeir wholly" imenitive to providefor his 
own fecuriry,he intercepreth the ſoasof Shan O-Negle,and makes them ſurefor do- 

Eing any harme : neither would he by any meanes (being requeſted therers) ſet them 

. athiberty,bue minding another matrer,,aaketh moſt grievous complaines of the inju- 
ries off:red unto him by the Deputy,the Marſhall,and the garriſon ſouldiers : which 
notwithſtanding, within a while after he carried ſo covertly, that as ifhe had forgor- 
ten all quarels,he came under ſafe conduR uno the Deputy, ſubmitred himſc{fe,and 
after hee had profeſſed all manner of&nifull obedicnee , returned home with'great 
commetdation.

After that this Fort was with new-munj- 
tions re-enforced', no ſooner had the L. Deputy withdrawne his army from thence, 
but the Rebels waving now berweene hope, feare, and ſhame, thought ittheirbeſt 
and ſafeſt courſe ſtraightly to beſiege it: For the Earle ſuppoſed it wasthe moſtim- 
portant place to offend and annoy them , as that both his honour and fortunes were 
forever at their down-ſer if he might nor recover it; With a ſtrong power therefore 
he belcagueredit round about. Againſt whom the Depury ſtraightway ſerteth for- 
ward and marched without intermiſſion : but alas, marching on thus in his full pace

and fro,ſocourſedand croſſed the rebels,that they ſeeing themſelves caviranadaricth E - 
garriſons planted round about them , and every day hemmed in and 
ſtreightly,that now like wilde beaſts ofa raſcall kinde they anuſt ſeeke holes md lurk 
among thethickets, in forreſts and woods z moſt ofthe changed their capie, abd'as 
their fortune, ſo their fidelity altered, and every one of them began ſecretly to ſub» 
mit themſelves to the Deputy, ftriving a vie who ſhouldbe firſt ; murtering and com- 
plaining cloſely of T5r-Oen, that he had engaged theruine ofthe whole nation for bis 
own privatediſcontentments;thatthis war was only neceſſary to bim, but moſt per 
nicious to them : neither was the Earle ignorant thar both the force and fidelity alſo 
of his people and followers was nowſore ſhaken: he determined therefore toprevent - 
the worſt, as being weary of miſery and calamity , and yer in ſome hope alſo of life, F 
which ſometimes overmatch the Routeſt, By moſt ſubmiſſive letters therefore ſeat 
now.and then to the Queen, wherein with earneſt praiers and teares he beſoughr par- 
donfor his fault, caſting himſclfe downe in bumble and lowly wiſe ; and ſhe obſer- 
vedin hin ſuch tokens oftrue repentance, that (as ſhe was amoſt milde and mercifull 
Prince) ſhee gave authority unto the L. Deputy totake him to mercy and —_ 
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& caſe he earneſtly craved it. And crave it he did (when hee had heard ſo muchfrom 
' thoſe tharaffeRed and:loved him)contiqually, by che moſt-carneſt mediationof Artþ 
Mac Baron tis brother andothers: and being often-rejeRed,at length in the monerh 
of February, attenhe had promiſed aþfolutgty,andwichout any condition,to ſubmit 
his life and all that he had untorhe. Queene , the Deputy,who bad ſome intelligence 
out of the Court in England from his inward friends ; that the Queene, now farre 
ſteptin yeeres, was dangerouſly ficke , condeſcended that the Earle might repaire 
unco Melifont : and thirher forthwith came he outof his lurking holes in all ſpeed, 
accompanied with one or two, and no mare. Being admitted into the chamber of 
$ IK preſence(where the L.Deputy with acumber of martiall menabout him was ſetin 2 
- WF chaireof eſtate, inthe very:entry ofthe place) be in poore and foyle array,with a de- 
jeed countenance , bewraying his forlorns eſtatc, falleth downe upon his knees, 
and when hee had ſo kneeled a while , the Loxd Deputy ſignified unto him that hee 
ſhould approach neerer : whereupon he roſe up, and after he had ſteppediin lowly ma- 
ner ſome tew paces forward, be kneeled downe againe,and caſt himſelfe proſtrate like 

a moſt humble fuppliant. He acknowledgerh bus iane to God, and fault unto his moſt 
graciow Prince and ſoveraigne Lady Lucene Elizabeth , inmhoſe royal clemency and 
mercy lay the onely hope that be had now remaining, to whoſe pleaſure he ſubmitteth whol- 
h and abſolutely bis life and whole effare, He moſt demiſely heſeecherh,thas whoſe boun- 

C rifull favour in times paſt, and mighty power now of late he bad. felt and found, be might 
" nowhave experience of ber mercefull lenity,and that be might be for ever the example of 
her Princely clemency. For nenher was bis age as yet ſo unſerviceable, nor his body (0 
much diſabled,ne yet his courage ſo daumed, but that by his valiant and fauthfull ſervice 
in ber behalf he could expiate and make ſatisfation for this moſt diſloiall rebellion. And 
yet, 10 extenuate his crimehe began w ſaygbat through the maliciow envy of ſome,he had 
bin very hardly and unreaſonably dealt with. As he was enforcing this point further,the 
Deputy interrupted him,and cut off his ſpeechzand after a few words,delivered with 
great authority (which ina martiall man doth ſtandin ſtead of eloquence) rothis cf- 
te&, that rhere was noexcuſe to be made for ſo grievous and hainous a crime, with 

þ few other words , he commanded him to withdraw bimſclfe : and the next day car- 
ried him away with him coward Deblan, purpoſing to bring him from thence into 
England before Queene Eliſaberh, that ſhee might derermine at her pleaſure what 
rodae with him, Butinthismeaae time, that moſt excellent Princeſſe, alittle after 
that ſhe had intelligence (tharnoching might be wanting to the accompliſhment of 
herglory)how this rebellion was extinguiſhed, which had not alirrle di (ice her, 
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departed godly and peaceably our of this tranſitory life into the cternall. 

Thusthe warreof Treland,or the rebellion rather of the Earle of Tzr-Oen, begun 
upon private prudges and quarrels intermedled with ambition, cheriſhed ar firſt 
by contempt, and ſparing of charges ont of England, ſpred over all Ireland (under 

E the colourable prerence of reſtoring libertic and Romiſh Religion) continued by un- 
toward emulation ofthe Engliſh, and covetouſnefle of the old ſouldiers, pratrated 
by the ſubtill wilesand fained ſubmiſſions of the Earle , by the moſt cumbrousand 
diſadvantageous difficulty of the countrey ,and by a deſperate kinde of people, ſa- 
ving themſelves more by good footmanſhip than their valour , confirmed through 
the light creduliry of ſome,and the ſecret favour of others thar were inplace of autho- 
rity, heartned with one or twofortunate encounters, fed and fomented with Spaniſh 
money and Spaniſh fupplies , inthe eighth 'yeere after it firſt brake out ,under the 
happy dire&ion of Queen Eliſabeth of ſacred memorie, and the fortunate conduc of 
the Lord Depury Sir Charles Blunt Baron of Ffont-joy (whom afterwards inr 

F hereof King James created Earle of Devonſhire) was moſt happily diſpatched, and 
firme peace, as we hope, for ever eſtabliſh:d.

Inthe narrow ſea of Severnthere peep upfhirſt of all two ſmall Ilands, whereof the g 
one; becauſe it lieth flat and withan evetrgronnd , is by us called Flatholme, inthe 
ſame ſenſe that Planarieis named Italy >the other Srep-bolwe,becauſc it riſeth ſteep, 
inthe Britiſh tongue Reoric £ both of them, when the Britans bare rule, were tear- 
med Echys, like as inour age Holmes , for fo the Anglo-Saxons called greene plaines 
encloſed within water : neither were they in ancient times famous for any thing elſe, 
bur for that the Danes lay there at road: and for thetomb of one Gualchw,a Britan 
of ſingular devoutneſſe, whoſe Diſciple Barrech lefthis name to the Iland Barry in 
Wales (as anancient monutnent ofthe Church of Landeff witnefſeth)which Iland in 
like manner hath givenname toa noble houſe of the Barraiesin Ireland. 

This hath lying hard to ir the little land Sly , upon the coaſt of the ancient Szlu- 
res,of whoſe name it ſeemeth to retaine ſtill more than a ſhadow, like as a ſmall crown 
over againſt it it) Glancorgan-ſhire © yet dare Inot avouch it to be Silura , or Inſuls 
Silurum,the Iland that Solzpw mentionerh, ſeeing there be other Ilands beariog the 
ſame name; yet ,farre diſtant from the S:lures. | 

From thence we come to Caldey,in the Britiſh'7avis- Pix,lying neer unto the ſhore; 
and to Loxdey farther within the ſea , over againſt Caldey , 8& belonging unto Devon- 
ſhire;from the promontory or cape whereof,named Heyt-neſſe,it lieth 14 .miles-Lar-

But what 
meane I to ſtand herenpon 2 conſidering that Sir Thomas Delamere Knight (in re- 
porting how that filly king Edward the ſecond , whea his froward and unreaſonable 
wife, together with the unruly Barons thundred out threats, and denounced terrible 
menaces, was minded to withdraw himſelfe hither,as to a place of refuge)hath in old 
timedeſcribed it inthis wiſe; Londay(ſaith he)s an land lying inthe mouth of Severn E 
ewo miles long over way, full of pleaſant paſtures © it affoordeth Connies in greaftore © 
doves and ftares (which Alexander Necham tearmerth G ammedes birds) it hath comti- 
nally from time to time readyro lay : it ſerveth the inhabitants beſides with freſb water, 
walmmg abandantly out of ſprings, though it ſeife be on ol des compaſſed with the ſea,

p FR Eginald gave unto his brother Olavethe Ile called Lodbws,whichis aid tobe lar- 
\ E Sperthan the reſt of the Ilands , but ſlenderly inhabited , becauſe it ſtands much 
« upon mountaines, is ſtony beſides, andalmoſt all unfit for tillage. The inhabirancs - 
; thereof live for the moſt part by hunting and fiſhing. Olavetherfore went to polleſſe 
. himſelfe of this Iland, and dwelt init, leading a poore life. And when he ſaw it would B 
. hot ſuffice to maintaine himſelfe and his army, he came boldly unto his brother Re- 
. Linald,who then made his abode inthe Tlands;and ſpake unto him inthis maner.Bro- 
_ ther, ſaith hee, my Soveraigne Lord the King, thou knoweſt that the kingdome of

If againe, it had not as yet taken this 
name Britzannicam,what if the Saxons tearmed it Hui ze Brazen, for that they rooke 
ſhip from hence into Br444i#,whenthey annojed our ſhores wirhtheir Cywles 2 for ſo 
they tearmed their pinnaces or Brigantines. Verily Zoſimm ſheweth that rhe Sax- 
ons, after they had driven outthe Frankers called Salzz, planred themſelves in Bata- 
via,that is, Holand © and that from thence oy pb over by multitudes into Brita, 
it is moſt clecre and evident. Which alſo as I ſaid before, Jaxw Douza,a noble Gen- 
tleman indeed,and paſſing well learned , in his Ode of Leyden ſeemeth to imply : yer 
here againe; leſt T might ſeemetoo forward and laviſh in ſetting forth the glory of © 
Britaine ; conſidering that the right learned Hadrian Faniw, borne and bred in Hol. 
land, hath fetched the originall of the herbe Br:tanzice from Britten a word of his 
owne country becauſe ir groweth plentifully upon thoſe turfes whichthey call Bra- 
tex, and whereof they raiſe great bankes and dikes againſt the violence of the encro-

D14,0r EvoD14A, whereof Paulm Diaconm only hath made mention,who had ſmall 
skill of this coaſt ; which he placeth thirty miles from the ſhore of Sexe, and telleth 
ofa rumbling & roaring noiſe of waters,falling into a gulfe or Charybdzs,thatis heard 
afar off, This A/derneylieth in the chiefe trade of all ſhipping paſſing from the Ea- 
ſterne parts rothe Weſt :threeleagues diſtant from the coaſt of Normandy , thirty 
from the neareſt parr of England,extended from Sourh Eaſtto the North Weſt, and 
containeth abour eight miles incircuit,the South ſhore confiſting of high cliffes. The 
aire is healrhfull, the ſoile ſufficiently rich, full of freſh paſtures and corn-fields: yer 
the inhabitants poore,througha cuſtome of parcing their lands into ſmall parcells by 
Gavelkind. The rowne is fituate well neere inthe midft of the Ile, having a pariſh 
Church,and about $0. families, with an harbour called Crabbzc ſome mile off. On 
the Eaſt fide there isan ancient fort, and a dwelling houſe built at the charge of the 
Chamberlans : for the fee farme of the Iſle was granted by Queene Elizabeth to G. 
Chamberlane,ſonto Sir Leonard Chamberlane of Shirburne in Oxfordſhire, when 
he recovered it from theFrench. And under this fort,the ſand with violent drifts front 
the Northweſt overlaied the land, ſo that now ir ſerverth thereabout moſt for conies. 

I know not whether I were beſtto relate of a Giants tooth , one of the grinders, 
which was found inthis Lland , of that bigge fize that it equalled a mans fiſt ; ſeeing 
Saint Auguſtine writeth of one that himſelfe ſaw, ſo bigge, thar if it were cut in 
ſmall pecces to the proportion of our teerh,it ſeemed it might have made an hundred 
ofthem. 

Hence Weſtward there runneth out a craggy ridge of rockes , which have their 
ſeverall eddies , and therefore feared of the Mariners, who tearme them Caf 
quertes. Out - of one- of the which properly named Caſquer, there guſheth a 
moſt ſweet ſpring of freſh water , to the great comfort of the Iland-fiſhermen 
beating up and downe heredbout. At theſe, to remember incidently ( that the 
memorie of a well-deſerving Patriot may not periſh) the fleet which Johz Philpor D 
Citizen of London ſer forth and manned at his owne private charges, had a glori- 
ous viRorie over a rabble of Pirates, who impeached all trafficke , raking their Cap- 
taine, and fifreene Spaniſh ſhips thatconſorred with them. Which worthy manalſo 
maintained 1000. ſouldiers at his owne pay fordefence of the Realme againſt the 
French,who ſore infeſted the Southern coaſt in the beginning of the reigne of King 
Richard the ſecond, to omit his great loanes to the King,and other good and laudable 
offices to his country, Under theſe lieth Sourhward Cz s an a, whereof 4monine 
hath written, ſcarce twelye miles diſtant from, Alderney, which namethe French- 
men now have clipped ſo ſhort, as the Spaniards have Cas ax aucGusrA in 
Spaine : for they call it Gearzey,like as Cherburgh for Ceſerisbargw and Sarageſefor F 
Ceſar auguſia. —_— Twronenſis callethit, he [land of the ſea that lieth to the City 
Conſtantia , where hee reporteth how Prerex:arm Biſhop of Roax was confined hi- 
ther : like as Paperims Maſſon tearmerh ir, he 1/le of the coaſt of Conftantia,becaule 
it butteth juſt yuponthe ancient city Conſtantia, wiich may ſeeme in CHmmianm to 
benamed Cas Trxa Consrantia, andin the foregoing ages Moritontwm. For 
Robert Montenfis writeththus : Comes Morhoniizd eft,Conflantiarum, if that be not 
agloſſe of the tranſcriber. For Morztonmm , which now is Mort aigne, is farther di- 
ſtant fromthe ſea. ' 

This Iſle is thirty miles or thereaboutin compaſle, fenced with rockes and ſhelves, 
which are ſhallow places dangerous for ſuch as faile that way. 'The ground is fertile p 
enough , bearing plenty of ſundry ſorts of corne , and breeding cattaile of divers 
kindes , but ſheepe eſpecially , and moſt of them with faire heads, carrying foure 
horaes a peece. The aireis very wholſome and healthy, not ſubjeR to any other diſ- 
eaſes but in September , which thereupon they tearme Sertembers., ſorhat 
there.is no being for Phyſicians here. And for thar it is ſcarce of fuel , in —_ 


re 
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A fire wood they uſe a kind of Seaweed which they call #raic, deemed tobethar Fu- Wraie. 


99 marinw which Plinie mentionerh, and groweth every where aboutin rigs yl 
lands, and on rockes moſt plenteouſly. This being dried atthe fire, ſerverh forto 
burne ; with the aſhes whereof (as ic were with Marle and the fat of the earth) they 
dung commonly their ficlds and fallows,andthereby make them very battle & truit- 
full. Neither are they permitted togatherir bur in the ſpring and ſummer ſeaſon; 
and then upon cerrtaine daies appointed by the Magiſtrate. Art whichrime , with a 
certaine feſtivall mirth, they repaire innumbers fromall parts tothe ſhore withtheir 
carres, as alſoro the rockes neere unto them they ſpeed rhemſelves a vie with their 

B fiſher-boars:Bur whatſoever of this kind the.ſea caſterh up,the poore may gather for 
their owne uſe. The inward parts of the Ifle gently riſe and ſwell up with pretty 
bills : under which lye pleaſant vallies watered with riverets, and planted with fruit- 
full rrees, bur apple trees eſpecially,of which they wake a kind of drinke. Well ſtored 
iris with farme places and villages,having withinir twelve Pariſhes;and furniſhed on 
every fide with creckes and commodiousrodes : among which the ſafeſt is that in 
the South partof the Iſle, berweene the rwo little rownes , Saint H:lar:es and Saint 
Albans : which harbour hath alſo a little Tland belonging to it, fortified witha gari- 
ſon, having no way of acceſſeunto it : wherein , by report, Saint Helarie Biſhop of 
PoiBliers.after he had beene baniſhed hither , was enterred, - For the towne dedica- 

C ted to hisname juſt over againſt this Tland-is accounted the principall rowne., both 
in regard of the mercate and trafficke there, as alſo ofthe Court of Juſtice which is 
thereeſtabliſhed. On the Eaſt-fide , where it faceth the citie Conſtantia , there is ſea- 
ted upona ſteep rocke a moſt ſtrong caſtle, withan haughry name called Mont Or- 
guel,which is much beholden unto King Henry the fifch;who repairedit. The Go- 
vernour of the Ile is Captainthereof, who inrimes paſt was called the Cuftos of the 

Iſle, and in Henry the third his reigne had a yeerely penſion of 200. pound; Onthe 
South fide, bur with longer diſtance betweene , Saint Malo isto be ſeene , havingra- 
ken that new'name of Xaclowa very devout man, where before time it wastalled the 
city Diablintum, and inthe ancient Notice, A = 7.1 u : forina Manuſcriptof 7þ- 

D dor Mercator,we read thus in expreſſe termes, C:uitas Diablintum & c.thatis,ghe cxty 

Diablmtum,which by another name is called Aletum. As for the inhabitanrsghey freſh- 
ly practice the fear of fiſhing, burgive their minds eſpecially ro:husbandry : and the 
women make a very gainfulltrad £ knitring of hoſe, which theycall Jarſey Sugches 
or Stockings. i Lt 

As touching the politicke ſtate thereof, a Governour ſent from the King of Eng- 
land is the chizfe Magiſtrate : hee appointeth a Bailiffe , who rogerher wichitwelye 
Jurats or ſworne Afhiſtants, and thoſe choſen our of the rwelve ſeverall pariſhes, by 
the voices ofthe Pariſhioners, ficteth ro miniſter juſtice in Civill cauſes: in criminall 
matters he firreth bur with ſeven of the ſaid ſworne afliſtants, and incauſes of conſci- 

E ence to be decided by equity and reaſon with three. 

Twenty miles hence North-weſt, liethanorher Iland,which Az:onznethe Empe- 


rour inancient time named S A x 1 4 , weat thisday Garxſey, lying out Eaſt and 


Weſtin faſhion of an harpe , neither in greatnefſe nor in fruirtulneſſe comparable to 


Jerſey; for it hath inic only ten pariſhes, yet is this ro be preferred before it,becauſe it” 


foſtercth no venemous thing therin, like as the other doth. Ir is alſo better fortified by 
naturall fenſes, as being encloſed round wirha ſer of ſteepe rockes , among which'is 
found chat moſt hard and ſharpe ſtone Smyri (which we rerme Emerill) wherewith 
Goldſmiths and Lapidariesclenfe,burniſh,and cur their precions ſtones, and glaziers 
alſo divide and cleavethcir glafle. Likewiſe it is of greater name for the commodiouſ- 


F nefleofthe haven, and the concourſe of merchants reſorting rhirher. For in the far- 


theſt part well neere Eaſtward , but on the Southrfide, it admicreth an haven within: 
anhollow Bay bending inward like an halfe Moone; able to receive tall ſhips; upon 
which ſtandeth Saint Perers,, a little rowne builr with a long and narrow ſtreer, 
well ſtored with warlike munition,andever as any warre is roward mightily -repleni- 
ſhed with Merchants, For by anancicar priviledge of the Kings of England, here 

is 
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is alwaies2 continuall cruce , as it were : and lawfull it is for Frenchmen and others, A 
' * howhat ſaeverthe warre is,to bave repaire hither too and fro without danger,and to 
maintaia entercourſe of trafficke in ſecurity . The entry of the haven, which is rockie, 
is fortified on both fides with caſtles. On the left hand there is an anciene bulwarke or 
block-houſe , and onthe right band over againſt ic ſtandeth another (called Corner) 
an high rocke, and the fame atevery high water compaſſed about withthe 
ſea. Which in Queene Maries daies, Sir Zeenard Chamberlane Governour of the 
Hand, asalſo under Queene Elizabeth, Sir Thomas Lezgbrox his ſucceſſour, cauſed 
to bee fortified with new workes.. For here lieth for the moſt yo the Governogr 
ofthe Iland, and the Garriſon ſouldiers : who will in no hand ſuffer Frenchmen and B 
women to enter in. Onthe North fide there is La-vall, a biland adjoining untg ir, 
which had belonging thereto a covent of religious perſons, ora Priory, On the 
Welt part neereuntothe ſea, there isa lake, that raketh up a mile and halfe incom- 
paſſe, repleniſhed with fiſh , but Carpes eſpecially , which for bigneſſe and pleafane 
taſte are right commendable. The inhabitants axe nothing ſo induſtrious in tilling of 
the ground as thoſe of Farſey, bur in navigation and trafficke of merchandiſe , tora 
more uncertaine gaine they be very painfull. Every man by himſelfe loverh ro huſ- 
band his awoe laod, ſo that the whole Iland licth in ſeverall, and is divided by enclo- 
ſures into ſundry parcels: which they find nat onely profitable ro themſelves, bur al- 
ſoa matter of ſtrengrh againſt theenemie. Both lands ſmile right pleaſantly upon 
- you, with much variety of greene gardens and orchards : by meanes whereof, they 
uſe for the moſt part a kinde of wine made of apples, which ſome call S;ſers, and we 
Sz4ze. The inhabitants in both places are by thcir-firſt originall cither Normans or 
Britans, and ſpeake French: yet diſdaine they tobe either reputed ornamed French, 
and can-very well becontent to be called Engliſh. In both Ilands likewiſe they burne 
#raze for their fucll,or elſe ſea-coals brought out of England:and inboth placesthey 
have wonderfull tore of fiſh,and the ſame manner of civill governmenr. | 
Theſe Ilands,withorhers lying about them,belonged in old time to the Dukedom 
of Normandy ; but when:as Henry the firſt King of England had vanquiſhed his 
brother Robert,intheyeere of our Lord 1108. he annexed that Dukedom,and theſe D 
Ilands untathe kingdome of England. Since which time they have continued firme 
in loialtie unto England, even when John King of England being endited for mur- 
dering Arthur his Nephew, was by a definitive ſentence or arreſt of confiſcation,de- 
prived of his right in Normandy , which he held in chiefe of the French King: yea 
moreover when the French had ſeized upontheſe Iſles, hee through the fairhfull 
affeRion of the people twice recovered them. Neither reyolted they when _ 
the third King of England had, for a ſumme of money, furrendred his whole intere 
and rightin Normandy. Andever ſtnce they have, with great commendation of 
their conſtancy , perfiſted faithfull unto the Crowne of England, and arcthe onely 
remaines that the Kings of England have of the ancient 1nheritance of. William p: 
the Conquerour, and of the Dutchy of Normandy : although the French other- 
whiles have ſet upon them, who from the neighbour coaſt of France have hardly 
this long time endured. ro fee them appertaine not ro France but ro England. And 
verily Evan, 2 Welſh Gentleman, deſcended from the Princes of Wales,and ferving 
the French King, ſurprized Garneſey in the time of King Edward the third : bur 
ſooneloſt it. Andalſainthe reigne of King Edward the fourth ,as appearcth by the 
records ofthe Realme,they ſeized uponthe ſame: butthrough the valour of Z:chayd 
Harlefton, valetofthe Crowne (for ſo they termed him in thofe'daies)rhey were 
ſhortly difſeized ; and the King,in recompence of his valorous ſervice,gave unto him 
the Captainſhip both of the Tland and of the caſtle. And inthe yeere 1549+ when p 
England, under King Edward the:fixth a child, was diſtrefſed with domeſticall tron- 
bles, Les Strozzz Captaine of the French Gallics the atrempr roinvade it, buf 
with theloſſe of many of his men had the foile, and defifted from his enterpriſe, 
Astouching the Ecclefiaſticall juriſdiction, they were under the Biſhop of Cow- 
faxcein Normandy, untill thathee in our remembrance refuſed to abjurethe Popes 
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A. authority in England (as our _ doe). Since whichtime they were by Queene 
e 


Elizabeth ſevered fromthe Dioceſle of Conftance , and" unired for ever to the Dio- 
cefſe of Wincheſter , ſo asrhe Biſhop of Wincheſter and his ſacceſſours execute e- 
very thing appercaining to the Epiſi Juriſdiction: yer their Ecclefiaſticall diſci- 
pline is conformable ro the Church of Geneva, which' the French Miniſters have 
brought in. As for thecivill ciſtomes of rheſe Tlands, I'could now note ſome ofrhem 
our of rhe Kings records : namely, How King John mſtirared twelve Coroners ſworn io 
keepe the pleas and rights belonging to the Crowne, and granted for the ſecurity of the 1- 
landers, that the Baaliffe Tag: 2. by advice of the Coroners , might plead wubout writ 
of a new d;ſ[e;ſin made wnhin the yeere, of the death of any anceftours and predeceſſours 
within a yeere, of dowry likewiſe within a yeere;&c. Moreover,zhat the ſaid Juries may 
not delay their judgements beyond che tearme of one yeere © likewiſe that in Cuſftones and 
' other things they ſbould be dealt withall,as natsrall inborn inhabit ants,and not as flran- 
gersor forrainers.Bur theſe points I rhink good to leave unto others, who may ſearch 
more curiouſly into particulars, Generally , the cuſtomes of Normandy take place 
herein moſt caſes. » KY 
Touching Serke, a little Tland that liech berweene theſe above named , walled a- 
bour, as ic were, with mighty ſteepe rockes, in which I: de $.Oweaof Farſey (whoſe 
antiquicy of deſcent ſome avouch (I know not upon what credit and authority) from 
C before Saint Owens time) by commiſfion from Queene Elizabeth , and for his owne 
commodiry, as the report gacth, made a plantation , whereas before time irlay de- 
ſolate, As rouching Je:how, whichfor the uſe of the Governour of 'Garaſey ſerverh 
in ſtced ofa parke, to feedcartell, ro keepe Deere, conies, and pheſames*: as alſo ton- 
ching Arme, which be chanthe other, was firſt a ſolitary placefor Regular 
Chanons, and after for the Franciſcan Friers z ſeeing they are not mentioned by the 
old writers,I have no reaſon to ſpeake much af them - 1 SLRs | 
After theſe y upon the ſame coaſt, L x 6 a, whereof udntonine maketh mention, 
ſhooxeth up his head, which retainerh the name ſtill, and is now called Ligon. Then 
lye there ſpread and ſcattered ſeven Ilands,termed by AxtonineSra va, ofthe num- 
D ber : for Sazth in the Britiſhtongue berokenerh ſeven; which the Frenchmenar this 
- day rerme Le ſer 1ſes. And I ſuppoſe theſe Siades tabe cortuptly called Hiadare by 
Strabo : for from theſe, as hee faith, ir isnot a daies ſailing intothe and of Britaine. 
From theſe Si14vAaroBar s 4, whereof «4monme alſo hath made mention, 
there is the diſtance of ſeven furlongs. The Frenchmen call ir the ſe de Bas,and the 
Engliſh B aſepole : For the Britaps rearme that Bas whickyis ſhallow , and the Mari- 
ners by ſounding finde rhe ſea in this place to bee more ebbe and ſhallow: as which 
licth not above (even or eight farhomes deepe : whereas along all che: ſhore beſide, 
the ſeacarrieth 12.18. and twenty fathoms of water, as we may fee intheir Hydro- 
graphicall cards. Howbeirt berweetie theſe Ilands and Foy in Cornwall this our 
Britiſh ſea, as Mariners have obſerved, is ofa mighty depth, which they meaſure to 
be inthe channel! fifry cight fathoms deepe , or thereabout. From hence I will now 
cur over tothe coaſts of our owne Britaine, and keeping along the ſhore,as I paſſe by

Orcades,let him ſearchin any other placebut where they are now exrant,and' 
with all his ſearching by reckoning of thenumbers, I know for cerraine he ſhall nor - 
eaſily finde them. Bur the ancientwriters had no certaine knowledge of theſe moſt 

remote partsand Tlands of the earth in that age, no more than wee in theſe daies of 
the I(lcs in the Streights of Xagelane,and the whole tra of New Guaney. - 

E And that Herodorws had ry knowledge of theſe, it is no marvell: for himſelfe con- 
feſſeth that hee knew nothing for certaine , ro make report of the fartheſt parts of 
Europe. But lead was brought firſt from hence into Greece. Lead, fairh Plze,in his 
cight Booke, and inthe Chapter of the firſt Inyentours of e » Midacriw firſt 
broughtour ofthe Ifland Cſ5:tey&. But as rouching theſe Iſlands, liſten what Sis 
bo ſaith in his third Booke of Geography, roward the end. The [lands Caſsnerides 
be in number ten , neere one unto another, ſituate in the deepe ſea, Northward from - 
whe haven of the Artabri. One of them #« deſert, the reſt are mbabited by men wears 
blacke garments, clad in fide-coars reaching downe ro their ankles, girt about the breaft, 
and going with ftaves, like unto the Furies in Tragedzes. They trve of their cated, 

F firagg ling and wandring afier a ſort, as having no certaine abiding place. Merall 
mines they bave of tinne and of lead, in lieu whereof and of shins and furres they receive 
by exchange from the Merchants, earthen veſſels , ſalt, and braſen workes.. Arthebs- 
ginning the Phanicians only traded thither from Gades, and concealed from others this 
their navigation. 


Bus when the Romanes followed a certaine Maſter of 4 ſbippe(tharthey 4 
ig 
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might learne this trafficke of merchandiſe) be, upon a fpefull exvie, ran hirſbep for the A. 
nonce wpon the ſands.;, and afier hee bed. brought them that followed after ime the ſame 
danger of deftruRitin, himſelfe eſcaped the ſhipwracke , and oat of the common Treaſury 
recezvedibe warth of the commodities and wares tht be loſt, Howbeu the Romans, after 

they had irjed many times , learned at length the voiage buber. Afterwards Publius 
Craſſus'when bee had ſailed thuher , and ſcene bew.they digged not very deepe in theſe 
Mines,and that the people were lovers of peace and lived quietly,deſirom alſo ro ſaile up- 

on the ſea; be ſhewed the feat thereof 10 as many as were willing 19 learne © alhough they 
were to ſaile a greater ſeathan that which reacheth from thence to Britain. 

Bur to diſcourſe no farther whether theſe were the ancient Caſaterides or no, and 3 
to returne-to Say, There bee aboutan bundred forty and five Ilands carrying this 
name ,all clad with grafſe , or covered with a greeniſh moſſc,, befides many hideous 
rockes, and great craggy' ſtones raiſing head above water , fituateas it were ina Cir- 
cle round ,cight leagues from the lands end , or utmoſt point of Cornewall Weſt- 
South-Weſt.. Somecof them yeeld ſufficient ſtare of corne, bur all of them have a» 
bundance of conies, cranes, ſwannes, herons ,and ather ſea-foule. The greareſt of 
them all is that which tobke the name of Saint ſerie, having a towne ſo named, 
and is about cight miles in compaſle, offercth a goad harbour ro Saylers in a ſandie . 
Bay, whereinthey may anchor at fixe, ſeven, andeight fathom z bur inthe emry lye 
ſome rockes on either ſide. It hath had anciently acaſtle, which hath yeelded to G 
the force of time. But forthe ſame Queene Elizabeth in the yeere 1593. when the 
Spaniards, called in by the Leaguers of France, began to neſtle inlittle Britain, buile 

Stella Maria,* a new caſtle with faire and ſtrong ravelines, and named the ſame Srells Maria, in re- 

ſpe&both of the ravelines, which reſemble the raies of a ſtarre , and the name of the 
Iſle ; for defence whereof ſhee there placed a garriſon under the command of Sir 
Francis Godolphin. 
| Doubtleſſe theſe arethoſe Ilands, which (as So/imm writeth) & rroublow and rough 
narrow ſea ſeparateth by the ſpace of two or three hoarcs ſailing from rhe coaſt of the Dan- þ. 
* awony, and the inbabitants whereof obſerve the cuſtome of ancient rames. They have no 
faires nor mercates, and refuſe mony ; they gre and take one thing for another, theypro- D 
vide themſelves of neceſſaries by way of exchange , rather than by priſing and grvmg of 
money, they ſerue the gods devomily © both men and women will be counted wizzards 
Shilfullmn feretelling thing 5 t0 come. 

Euſtathius out of Strabs termeth the inhabitants Melanchlanos,becauſe they were 
clad in blacke garments reaching downe to the ankles : and as Sardws was perſwaded, 
they depart our of this world for the moſt part ſo long livers, that they defireto live 
no longer. For fromthetop of a rocke (as he faith) they throw themſelves into the 
ſea,in hope ofa more happy life : which doubtleſfſe was the perſwafion of the Britain 
Druades. 

Hither alſothe Romap Emperours were wont to {end gerſons condemned to work x: 
inthe Mines. For Maximm the Emperour, when he had condemned P riſcilianm to 
death for herefie,commanded his ſeQaries and diſciples, J=ftenizw a Biſhop of Spain, 
and Tiberianwafter their goods were confiſcate,to be carried away into the lands of 
Sylly : and Mares the Emperour baniſhed him , that inthe commorion of Caffius 
had propheſfied and uttered many things,as it were by a divine inſtinR of thegods , 
into tbis Iland, as ſome are verily per[waded,who willingly for Syria Inſula read Sy- 

| lia Inſels, that is, The Iſle of Silly, confidering the Geographers as yet know no ſuch 
wipiax lib.7. de Tland as Syree. This confining or packing away of offendors into Tlands,was in thoſe 

Mathematics. dajesa kind ofexile; and the Governours of Provinces might in that manner baniſh, 
ifthey had any Ilands under them: if not, they wrore unto the Emperour, that him- p 
ſelfe would affigne ſome Tland for the party condemned: neither was it lawfull with- 
out the privity of the Prince to tranſlare elſe whither , or to bury the body of him 


that was thus baniſhed into an Iland.
